scribe the powers of the Authority, including the power to acquire real 
estate and to acquire, erect, construct, insure, maintain, manage, operate 
and lease thereon, facilities, buildings, warehouses, storage facilities, exhi- 
bition halls, parking areas and other structures and appurtenances of 
every kind and character used or useful by the Authority for its purposes, 
to exercise the power of eminent domain, and the power to sell and issue 
not exceeding five million dollars principal amount of bonds for such pur- 
poses; to specify certain provisions to be contained in the bonds and the 
execution and sale of such bonds; to authorize the issuance of refunding 
bonds; to provide for the investment of the proceeds from the sale of 
the bonds of the Authority; to provide that all properties of the Authority 
and the income therefrom and all bonds issued and the income there- 
from and all leases made and all lien notices filed shall be exempt from 
all taxation in the State of Alabama; to provide that such bonds shall 
constitute negotiable instruments; to provide that such bonds shall be pay- 
able solely out of revenues, receipts and income of the Authority and shall 
not create an obligation or debt of the State or any political subdivision 
thereof other than the Authority; to provide that any bonds issued by the 
Authority may be used as security for the deposits and investment of 
public funds and fiduciary funds; to specify the application of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds of the Authority; to specify the application of the reve- 
nues, receipts and income of the Authority; to provide for the construction 
and equipment of the buildings and facilities of the Authority; to create a 
reserve fund for the benefit of the bonds of the Authority; to authorize 
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the Authority to pledge such revenues, receipts and income from its facili- 
ties as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on its 
bonds; to authorize the filing for record of an instrument reciting the 
issuance of said bonds and the creation of said pledge as a lien on said 
revenues, receipts and income which filing will constitute notice; to provide 
that the State Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Author- 
ity; to provide for the lease to or by any person as defined in the act, 
including the state or any political subdivision thereof, any agency or board 
of the state, any municipality or body politic, of space for occupancy 
on the premises or in the buildings or other structures of the Authority; 
to provide for the audit of books and accounts of the Authority; to pro- 
vide for competitive bidding on construction contracts; to authorize publi- 
cation of notice of the resolution authorizing any bonds or pledge and to

Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
in relation to the age for registering, voting, and paying poll tax.

by taking part in any sit-in or stand-in demonstration.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classifica- 
tions, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropriations 
herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, 
shall mean the wages or other compensation or skill, work or employ- 
ment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama as an 
employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; 
(b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, depart- 
ments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries 
and equipment purchases, and shall be expended only for operating costs 
incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, postage, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, 
‘water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, 
rents and items of general expense not defined as “equipment purchases” 
and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such 
purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office 
equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which have an 
appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year and 
the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for the’ 
interest on the public debt, and for the public schools for each of the two 
fiscal years ending respectively September 30, 1964 and September 30, 
1965, to be paid out of any moneys in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, the several sums of money hereinafter specified, from such 
funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which 
the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor and the amounts herein appropriated for “equipment purchases” 
shall not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue derived from the 
sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of personal property described in 
Section 1 (¢) hereof.

WHEREAS death has ended the long and brilsiant 
career of Judge Walter Burgwyn Jones, dean of the Circuit Judges of 
Alabama, Judge of the Fifteenth Judicial Circuit for almost forty-three 
years, and Presiding Judge for twenty-eight years; and 


WHEREAS Judge Jones was the distinguished son of distinguished 
parents, being the son of the late Governor Thomas Goode Jones and 
Georgena Bird Jones, descendants of families long prominent and influen- 
tial in Alabama and the South; and 


WHEREAS Judge Jones continued and enhanced the family tradition 
of honor and distinctive service not only by the fairness and impartiality 
with which he dispatched an enormous load of cases with such deft effi- 
ciency, but also by his work and interest in other fields, both related and 
unrelated to the law; and 


WHEREAS, blessed with an almost inexhaustible supply of energy, 
boundless interests, and a keen mind, Judge Jones was able to accom- 
plish much more than can usually be credited to any one man in his life- 
time. Judge Jones made valuable and substantial contributions to the study 
of law. In 1949, he compiled and published in six volumes, Alabama Prac- 
tice and Forms, which books are presently in the process of being revised 
and reannoted. He wrote several other texts used in the study of law, 
and numerous treatises and articles for law journals. He was founder of 
The Alabama Lawyer, official publication of the State Bar, and served as 
editor until his death. He saw the need for a night law school, and in 
1928 founded Jones Law School where he taught regularly for some 
years, later lectured, and remained as president. He wrote a weekly column 
“Off the Bench” for the Montgomery Advertiser for an overall period of 
thirty-eight years. He was editor and founder of the Alabama Bible So- 
ciety Quarterly, and was president of the society for fifteen years. He was 
the founder of the Montgomery Boys’ Club in which he took an active 
interest; founder of and former president of the Montgomery Museum of 
Fine Arts; past president of the Montgomery Public Library; teacher of 
a Young Men’s Bible Class for twenty-five years; and was vestryman and 
senior warden for many years at St. John’s Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS many honors have come to Judge Jones throuyhout 
the years. He was elected to the office of Circuit Judge eight times; has 
served as vice-president and president of the State Bar; director of the 
American Judicature Society; a Fellow of the American Bar Association; 
member of the American Law Institute; national president of Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon; was awarded an honorary L.L.D. degree by his alma mater, the 
University of Alabama; was vice-chairman of the board of directors of 
the Union Bank and Trust Company; and was a much sought after speaker 
throughout the country, where his wise counsel, courtly manner, and spark- 
ling wit charmed his listeners; now therefore,

1. There is hereby created a special joint legislative committee to 
investigate fully the operation and management of the state prisons, penal 
institutions, prison industries and prison farms and to make recommenda- 
tions of such corrective measures as may be needed. 


2. The committee shall consist of 3 members of the House ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House, and 2 members of the Senate ap- 
pointed by the President of the Senate, such members to elect a chairman 
and vice-chairman from among their number. Committee members shall 
be entitled to receive their regular legislative per diem and expenses for 
each day actually spent on committee work when the legislature is not in 
session, provided total compensation for each committee member shall not 
exceed $2,000.00. 


8. The committee may employ such legal counsel, investigators, 
clerical, and stenographic personnel as may be necessary to carry out the 
investigation. The compensation of such personnel, and the compensation 
and allowances of the committee members shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated for the use of the Legislature, upon requisition of the com- 
mittee chairman, not to exceed a total sum of $12,000.00. 


4. The committee shall have full power to investigate any subject

Board of Sylacauga, an unincorporated municipal board organized by 
said city under the general law, and the Library Board of the City of 
Sylacauga, an unincorporated board organized by the city under the gen- 
eral law, may be established and the Sylacauga Employees Pension Trust 
Fund in connection therewith may be created, maintained, and adminis- 
tered for the benefit of such employees in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed. 


Section 2. If the mayor and city council of the City of Sylacauga, 
the board of directors of the Utilities Board of the City of Sylacauga, the 
Park and Recreation Board of the City of Sylacauga and the Library 
Board of the City of Sylacauga, hereinafter individually and collectively 
called the employer, desire to establish such system they shall each sepa- 
rately approve the plan for the pension and retirement system. When such 
plan is approved by each of such employers, the system shall become ef- 
fective as of the date specified in the plan. 


Section 8. Any pension and retirement plan adopted pursuant to 
this Act shall: 


‘ 1. Be designated and known as the Sylacauga Employees Pension 
rust. 


2. Provide for establishment of a trust so designed that it will 
qualify under Sections 401, 501 and 404, United States. Internal Revenue 
Code (should these provisions of the Internal Revenue Code ever apply to 
any one of the employers named in Section 2 hereof) as a tax-exempt 
pension plan for federal income tax purnoses. 


3. Prescribe conditions for voluntary participation in the system by 
persons employed by each of the above named employers when the sys- 
tem becomes effective and may provide for compulsory participation in 
the system by certain classes of employees of such employers who are 
employed after the system becomes operative. 


4. Provide for contributions by the employees and by the em- 
ployers to the pension trust fund from which benefits under the system 
shall be paid; and shall prescribe the amount of such contributions, and 
the method and time of payment thereof. Such plan may also provide for 
contributions by employees who are over a certain age (specified in the 
plan) and who have had a certain number of years or more of prior 
service (such number to be specified in the plan) when the system becomes 
effective at a greater rate than other employees, and may also authorize 
contributions from other sources to be accepted for the trust. 


5. Provide for and prescribe the manner of the payment of bene- 
fits upon reaching normal retirement age and upon retirement because of 
disability prior to such age; and the plan may provide for payments of 
benefits or returns of contributions upon separations from service at an 
earlier age; but it shall not provide for payment of benefits upon the 
death of an employee, except that such plan may provide for a continua- 
tion of an employee’s pension at a reduced rate to his or her spouse or 
the return of contributions, at the option of the employee, beyond the 
date of such employee’s death. Sixty-five years of age shall be the normal 
retirement age under a retirement system established under this Act. 


6. Prescribe rules for computing service creditable toward retire- 
ment and the compensation base upon which benefits are to be determined. 


7%. Provide for the administration of the pension system by an em- 
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ployer pension committee, provide for the composition of this committee, 
prescribe the rights, powers, duties, authority and liabilities of such com- 
mittee and of the members thereof and may prescribe the effect to be 
given to decisions of such committee relative to matters involving rights 
to benefits and the management and administration of the trust fund. 


8. Authorize and provide for the execution of a trust agreement 
execution of a trust agreement between the employers and a bank, having 
a trust department duly licensed to serve as trustee in Alabama, to accept 
and administer the Sylacauga Employees Pension Trust Fund created pur- 
suant to the pension and retirement plan authorized by this Act. 


9. Provide for and prescribe the manner in which the employers, or 
any one of them may terminate its obligations under the system and pro- 
vide for the continuation of the system as long as any one employer con- 
tinues its participation. The rules relative to termination of the system 
shall provide for safeguarding the rights of members of the system. 


10. Authorize, provide for, and regulate amendments to the pension 
plan and to any trust agreement made pursuant to that part of the plan 
authorized in item 8 above. The plan may provide that amendments there- 
of may be made by the city council of the City of Sylacauga, subject to 
approval or veto by the mayor, without the consent of any party, except 
that no amendment shall, without his consent, deprive, limit, lessen or 
restrict any right or interest to which an employee is already entitled 
from prior contributions of an employer, unless required to preserve the 
pension plan and trust as a qualified tax-exempt trust under federal in- 
come tax laws.

Section 4. The right of a person to a pension, or any other benefits 
or to a return of contributions under a pension system established under 
this Act and the moneys in the Sylacauga Employees Pension Trust Fund 
are exempt from any state or municipal tax and exempt from levy and 
sale, garnishment, attachment or any other process whatsoever, and’ shall 
be unassignable, except as in this Act specifically otherwise provided. 


Section 5. No provision of a pension plan adopted hereunder shall 
bestow or purport to bestow or be construed to bestow on any employee 
of any employer, listed in Section 2 of this Act, the right to be retained 
in the employ of either of such employers, nor shall any provision in such 
a pension plan be construed to curtail or in any manner interfere with 
the right of the employer to terminate the employment of any employee 
at any time. 


Section 6. All benefits provided under any plan adopted under this 
Act shall be payable by the trustee under the direction of the employers 
pension committee, and solely from the Sylacauga Employees Pension 
Trust Fund and the earnings thereon.

BILLS ON SECOND READING 
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Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 


was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1079. To amend Sections 773 and 778 of Title 37, Code of Ala- 
bama, relating to the publication of zoning ordinances; providing that any 
zoning ordinance heretofore published in accordance with the provisions 


of this Act shall be deemed to have been lawfully published. 
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Mr. Grouby, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Govern- 
ment, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 897. To authorize cities to construct, reconstruct, equip, improve, 
extend, enlarge, maintain, repair, operate and lease off-street parking 
facilities; to acquire property for that purpose by purchase, gift, bequest 
devise, grant, or by the exercise of the power of eminent domain with 
certain exceptions; to collect fees, tolls and rentals in connection with 
such facilities; to finance the acquisition of such facilities from the general 
funds of the city, through the issuance of general obligation warrants, or 
through the issuance of limited obligation revenue bonds; to pledge to the 
punctual payment of any debt, including revenue bonds and interest 
thereon, the revenues derived from such facilities; to pledge, mortgage, 
execute deeds of trust or create liens upon such facilities for the purpose 
of securing any debt, including revenue bonds and interest thereon, cre- 
ated for the purpose of financing such facilities; to accept loans or grants 
from the federal government to plan, construct or acquire such facilities;

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


H. 826. To regulate, tax, supervise and control placement of in- 
surance with insurers not-admitted to Alabama. 


Was taken up. 
Mr. Goldthwaite offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 826: 


Substitute for H. 826: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate, tax, supervise and control placement of insurance with 
insurers not-admitted to Alabama. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Unauthorized insurers act; short title; This act may be 
cited as the “Unauthorized Insurers Act.” 


Section 2. Purpose - Necessity for Regulation. Insurance transactions 
with unauthorized insurers are so affected with a public interest as to re- 
guire regulation, taxation, supervision and control of such transactions 
and matters relating thereto, as provided in this act, in order to: (a) pro- 
tect the assureds and claimants of this state in transactions involving the 
purchase of insurance from insurers not authorized to transact business in 
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this state (herein called unauthorized insurers), (b) provide for the public, 
to the extent that insurance is not procurable from admitted insurers, 
orderly, reasonable and regulated access to such insurance from unauthor- 
ized insurers through qualified, licensed and supervised surplus lines brok- 
ers; (c) protect the revenues of this state; (d) enable regulated, admitted 
insurers to meet competition of non-admitted insurers in the field of sur- 
plus lines; (e) regulate and supervise the effectuation of unauthorized in- 
surance in accordance with the laws of this state and Public Law 15, 
known as the McCarran Act; and (f) maintain reliable insurance markets. 


Section 8. Definitions. The following shall have the meaning given: 


(a) “Unauthorized insurer” means an insurer not authorized to trans- 
act business in this state. 


(b) “Surplus Lines”: Coverage not normally procurable from ad- 
mitted insurers except as herein provided. 


(ec) “Surplus Lines broker”: An individual licensed to export insur- 
ance. 


(d) “Surplus Lines insurer”: A non-admitted insurer with which in- 
surance coverage may be placed under this act. 


(e) “Domestic Risk”: A subject of insurance resident, located or to 
be performed in this state. 


(f) “To export”: to place surplus lines with a non-admitted insurer. 


ig) “Superintendent”: Means the Superintendent of Insurance, 

Section 4. REPRESENTING OR AIDING UNAUTHORIZED IN- 
SURER PROHIBITED. (1) No person shall in this state directly or 
indirectly act as agent for, or otherwise represent or aid on behalf of 
another, any insurer not then authorized to transact such insurance in 
this state, in the solicitation, negotiation or effectuation of insurance or 
annuity contracts, forwarding of, applications, delivery of policies or con- 
tracts, inspection of risks, fixing of rates, investigaton or adjustment of 
losses, collecton of premiums, or in any other manner in the transaction 
of insurance with respect to subjects of insurance resident, located or to 
be performed in this state. 


(2) This section shall not apply to: 


(a) Acceptance of service of process by the Superintendent of In- 
surance under the Unauthorized Insurers Process Act, Act No. 768, S 596, 
approved September 11, 1951 (Acts of Alabama, Vol. II p. 1835), being 
Title 28 Sections 412 et seq. Alabama Code (1940) as amended. 


(b) Surplus lines insurance or coverage specified in Section 21. 


(c) Transactions for which a certificate of authority to do business is 
not required of an insurer under the laws of this state. 


(d) Reinsurance effectuated in accordance with the insurance laws 
of this state. 


(e) Adjustment of losses as authorized in Section 22. 
(3) This section shall not be deemed to render invalid, as between 


the parties thereto, any insurance contract entered into in violation of 
this section. 
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Section 5. REPRESENTATION OF UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS 
—AGENTS, ADJUSTERS—LIA BILITY, PENALTY, (1) Any person who 
in this state wilfully represents or aids an unauthorized insurer in viola- 
tion of Section 4, shall in addition to any other applicable penalty be 
liable for the full amount of any loss sustained by the insured under any 
such contract and for the amount of any premium taxes which may be 
payable under Section 22 by reason of such contracts. 


(2) Any adjuster who directly or indirectly enters into an investiga- 
tion or adjustment of any loss arising under a contract of insurance or 
annuity issued by an unauthorized insurer and covering at time of issuance 
a subject of insurance resident, located, or to be performed in this state, 
shall be liable for the full amount of any loss suffered by the insured 
under such contract. This subsection does not apply as to surplus lines 
contracts lawfully written under this act, or to the kinds exempted under 
section 21 or to insurance contracts procured by the insured on his own 
behalf and on which the tax is paid as required by section 22, nor to 
transactions as to which, the insurer is not required to have a certificate of 
authority. 


Section 6. SUITS BY UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS PROHIBITED. 
(1) No unauthorized insurer shall institute or file, or cause to 
instituted or filed, any suit, action or proceeding in this state to enforce 
any right, claim or demand arising out of any insurance transaction in 
this state, until such insurer has obtained a certificate of authority to 
transact such insurance in this state. 


(2) This section does not apply as to: 

(a) Transactions for which certificate of authority is not required. 
(b) Surplus line coverages written under this Act, and 

(e) Coverages exempted under section 21. 


Section 7. “SURPLUS LINE” INSURANCE. If certain insurance 
coverages cannot be procured from authorized insurers, such coverages, 
hereinafter designated “surplus lines,” may be procured from unauthor- 
ized insurers subject to the following conditions: 


(1) The insurance must be procured through a licensed surplus line 
broker. 


(2) ‘The full amount of insurance required must not be procurable, 
after diligent effort has been made to do so, from among the insurers 
authorized to transact and actually transacting that kind and class of in- 
surance in this state, or has been procured to the full extent such in- 
surers are willing to insure. 


(8) The insurance must not be procured solely for the purpose of 
securing advantages as to a lower premium rate than would be accepted 
by an authorized insurer. 


(4) This section and this unauthorized insurers act does not apply as 
to life insurance, accident and health insurance, annuities or disability in- 
surance. 


Section 8. BROKER’S REPORT. (1) Within thirty (30) days after 
the effective date of any such insurance the surplus line broker shall file 
a written report with the Superintendent setting forth facts from which it 
ean be determined whether under section 7 the coverage has been law- 
fully placed as a surplus line. If so required by the Superintendent, the re- 
port shall be in the form of the broker’s affidavit. If so required by the

Superintendent, the report shall be accompanied by a written statement 
signed by the insured to the effect that the coverage was placed in an 
unauthorized insurer with the insured’s knowledge and consent. 


Section 9. ENDORSEMENT OF CONTRACT. Every insurance 
contract procured and delivered as a surplus line coverage pursuant to this 
law shall be initialed by or bear the name and license number of the sur- 
plus line broker who procured it and shall have stamped upon it the 
following: 


“This contract is registered and delivered as a surplus line coverage 
under the Alabama Unauthorized Insurers Act, and is not subject to regula- 
tion by the Superintendent of Insurance of Alabama”. 


Section 10. SURPLUS LINE INSURANCE VALID. Insurance 
contracts procured as “surplus line” coverages from unauthorized insurers 
in accordance with this law shall be fully valid and enforceable as to all 
parties, and shall be given acceptance and recognition in all matters and 
respects to the same effect and extent as like contracts issued by au- 
thorized insurers. 


Section 11. LICENSING OF SURPLUS LINE BROKER. Any per- 
son, while licensed as a resident agent or broker of this state as to prop- 
erty, casualty and surety insurances, and who is deemed by the Superin- 
tendent to have had sufficient experience in the insurance business to be 
competent for the purpose, may be licensed as a surplus line broker for 
the types and kinds of insurance that he as a resident agent or broker 
is licensed to handle, as follows: 


on te the Sunerintendent for the license shall be made 


farnished by the Superintendent. 

(2) License fee in the amount of twenty-six dollars ($26) shall be 
aid to the Superintendent. The license shall expire on the first day of 
anuary next after its issue. 


(3) Prior to issuance of license, the applicant shall file with the 
Superintendent, and thereafter for as long as any such license remains in 
effect he shall k.ep in force and unimpaired, a bond in favor of the 
State of Alabama in the penal sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), 
aggregate liability with authorized corporate sureties approved by the Su- 
perintendent. The bond shall be conditioned that the broker will conduct 
business under the license in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
and that he will promptly remit the taxes as provided by such law. No 
such bond shall be terminated unless at least thirty (30) days’ prior written 
notice thereof is given to the broker and the Superintendent. 


Section 12. BROKERS MAY ACCEPT BUSINESS FROM 
AGENTS. A licensed surplus line broker may acept and place surplus 
line business for any insurance agent or broker licensed in this State for 
the kind and class of insurance involved, and may compensate such agent 
or broker therefor. No such agent shall knowingly misrepresent to the 
broker any material fact involved in any such insurance, or in the eligi- 
bility thereof for placement with an unauthorized insurer. 


Section 13. ELIGIBLE SURPLUS LINE INSURERS. (1) A 
surplus line broker shall not knowingly place surplus line insurance with an 
insurer that is unsound financially, or that is ineligible under this section. 
The broker shall ascertain the financial condition of the unauthorized in- 
surer before placing insurance therewith. 


(2) The broker shali not so insure: 
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(a) With any insurer which is not an authorized insurer in at least 
one state of the United States for the kind of insurance involved, and with 
capital and/or surplus or guaranteed trust fund amounting to at least three 
hundred fifty thousand dollars €$350,000.00); or 


(b) With an alien insurer not authorized to transact insurance in at 
least one state of the United States, unless such insurer shall have an es- 
tablished and effective trust fund of at least four hundred thousand dollars 
($400,000.00) within the United States administered by a recognized finan- 
cial institution and held for the benefit of all its policyholders or policy- 
holders and creditors in the United State; or 


(c) In any insurer made ineligible as a surplus line insurer by order 
of the Superintendent received by or known to the broker. The Superin- 
tendent may issue such an order of ineligibility if he finds that the in- 
surer: 


(i) Does not meet the financial requirements of this section. 


(ii) Has without just cause refused to pay valid claims arising under 
its contracts in this state or has otherwise conducted its affairs in such 
a manner as to result in injury or loss to the insuring public of this 

tate. 


Section 14. EVIDENCE OF THE INSURANCE; CHANGES; 
PENALTY. (1) Upon placing a surplus line coverage, the broker shall 
promptly issue and deliver to the insured evidence of the insurance con- 
sisting either of the policy as issued by the insurer or, if such policy is 
not then available, the surplus line broker’s certificate. Such a certificate 
shall be executed by the broker and shall show the description and lo- 
cation of the subject of the insurance, coverage, conditions and term of 
the insurance, the premium and rate charged and taxes collected from the 
insured, and the name and address of the insured and insurer. If the direct 
risk is assumed by more than one insurer, the certificate shall state the 
portage address and proportion of the entire direct risk assumed by each 
such insurer. 


(2) No broker shall issue any such certificate or any cover note, or 
purport to insure or represent that insurance will be has been granted by 
any unauthorized insurer unless he has prior written authority from the 
insurer for the insurance, or has received information from the insurer 
in the regular course of business that such insurance has been 
granted, or an insurance policy providing the insurance actually has been 
issued by the insurer and delivered to the insured. 


(8) If after the issuance and delivery of any such certificate there is 
any change as to the identity of the insurers, or the proportion of the 
direct risk assumed by an insurer as stated in the broker’s original certi- 
ficate, or in any other material respect as to the insurance coverage 
evidenced by the certificate, the broker shall promptly issue and deliver to 
the insured a substitute certificate accurately showing the current status 
of the coverage and the insurers responsible thereunder. 


(4) If a policy issued by the insurer is not available upon placement 
of the insurance and the broker has issued and delivered his certificate as 
hereinabove provided, upon request therefor by the insured, the broker 
shall as soon as reasonably possible procure from the insurer its policy 
evidencing such insurance and deliver such policy to the insured in replace- 
ment of the broker’s certificate theretofore issued. 


(5) Any surplus line broker who knowingly or negligently issues a 
false certificate of insurance, or who fails promptly to notify the insured 
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of any material change with respect to such insurance by delivery to the 
insured of a substitute certificate as provided in subsection (8), shall, upon 
conviction, be subject to the penalties provided by section 25 of this 
Act or to any greater applicable penalty otherwise provided by law. 


Section 15. LIABILITY OF INSURER AS TO LOSSES AND 
UNEARNED PREMIUM. (1) As to a surplus line risk which has been 
assumed by an unauthorized insurer pursuant to this Act, and if the pre- 
mium thereon has been received by the surplus line broker who placed such 
insurance, in all questions thereafter arising under the coverage as be- 
tween the insurer and the insured the insurer shall be deemed to have re- 
ceived the preniae due to it for such coverage; and the insurer shall be 
Hable to the insured as to losses covered by such insurance, and for 
unearned premiums which may become payable to the insured upon can- 
cellation of such insurance, whether or not in fact the broker is indebted 
to the insurer with respect to such insurance or for any other cause. 


(2) Each unauthorized insurer assuming a surplus line direct risk 
under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have subjected itself to the 
terms of this section. 


Section 16. RECORDS OF SURPLUS LINE BROKERS. (1) Each 
surplus line broker shall keep in his office in this State a full and true 
record of each surplus line contract procured by him, including a copy 
of the policy, certificate, cover note, or other confirmation of insurance, 
and of the daily report, if any, and showing such of the following items as 
may be applicable: 


(a) Amount of the insurance and risks insured  againsi; 
(b) Gross premium charged; 

(ce) Return premium paid, if any; 

(d) Rate of premium charged upon the several items of property; 
(e) Effective date of the contract, and the terms thereof; 

(f) Name and address of the insurer; 

(g) Name and address of the insured; 

(h) Brief general description of property insured and where located; 
(i) Amount of tax and other sums collected from the insured; 


(j) Other information as may be required by the Superintendent. 


(2) The record shall at all times be open to examination by the 
Superintendent and shall be kept available and open to the Superintendent 
for Five (5) years next following the issuance of the contract; provided 
however, that these records and the information contained therein shall be 
confidential and privileged and the information shall not be disclosed by 
the Superintendent or any of his agents and employees. Nothing herein 
contained shall prohibit a court of competent jurisdiction from subpoena- 
ing such records. 


Section 17. ANNUAL STATEMENT. (1) Each surplus line brok- 
er shall on or before the first day of March of each year file with the 
Superintendent a verified statement of all surplus line insurance transacted 
by him during the preceding calendar year. 
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(2) The statement shall be on forms as prescribed and furnished by 
the Superintendent and shall show: 


(a) Gross amount of each kind of insurance transacted; 


(b) Aggregate gross premiums charged, exclusive of sums collected 
to cover state or federal taxes; 


(c) Aggregate of returned premiums and taxes paid to insureds; 
(d) Aggregate of net premiums; and 
(e) Additional information as required by the Superintendent. 


Section 18. TAX ON SURPLUS LINE BROKERS. (1) On or be- 
fore the first day of March each year the surplus line broker shall remit 
to the State Treasurer through the Superintendent, as a tax imposed for the 
privilege of transacting business as a surplus line broker in this state, 
a tax of four percent (4%) on the direct premiums, less return premiums 
and exclusive of sums collected to cover state or federal taxes, on sur- 
plus line insurance subject to tax transacted by him during the preceding 
pelendae year as shown by his annual statement filed with the Superin- 
tendent. 


(2) If a surplus line policy covers risks or exposures only partially 
in this State, the tax so payable shall be computed on the proportion 
of the premium which is properly allocable to the risks or exposures 
located in this State. 


Section 19. REVOCATION OF BROKER‘S LICENSE. (1) The 
Superintendent may revoke or suspend any surplus line broker’s license 
after notice and hearing as provided in section 24 upon any one or more 
of the following grounds: 


(a) If the broker fails to file his annual statement or to remit the 
tax as required by law; or 


(b) If the broker fails to maintain an office in this State, or to keep 
the records, or to allow the Superintendent to examine his records as re- 
quired by law; or 


(c) For any of the causes for which an agent’s license may be re- 
voked. 


(2) The Superintendent shall suspend or revoke the broker’s license 
if he finds that the broker has, wilfully or without exercise of due care, 
placed any insurance coverage with an unauthorized insurer in violation 
of any of the requirements or conditions of section 7 of this Act. 


(3) No broker whose license has been so revoked shall again be so 
licensed within one year thereafter, nor until any fines or delinquent taxer 
owing by him have been paid. 


Section 20. ACTION AGAINST INSURER: SERVICE OF PRO- 
CESS. (1) Any unauthorized insurer issuing a policy or assuming a di- 
rect insurance risk under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have ap- 
pointed the Superintendent as its attorney upon whom may be served all 
lawful process in any action or proceeding against it in this state arising 
out of such insurance. 


(2) Service of process upon the Superintendent as process agent of 
the insurer shall be made by the proper officer of Montgomery County, 
by serving copies in triplicate of the process upon the Superintendent or 
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upon his assistant, deputy or other person in charge of his office. Upon re- 
ceiving such service the Superintendent shall promptly forward a copy 
thereof by certified mail or registered mail to the person last designated 
to receive the same, as provided in subsection (3), below, return one 
copy with his admission of service, and retain one copy in the files of 
the department. 


(3) Each such policy, or the certificate of insurance issued by the 
broker, shall contain a provision stating the substance of this section, and 
designating the person to whom the Superintendent shall mail process as 
provided for in subsection (2), above. The broker shall likewise file the 
name of such person with the Superintendent. As to the same unauthorized 
insurer and all insurance coverages issued or accepted by it under this Act, 
no more than one person shall at any one time be the designee to whom 
copies of process against the insurer, served upon the Superintendent, shall 
be forwarded. 


(4) Where process is served upon the Superintendent as an insurer’s 
process agent, the insurer shall not be required to answer or plead except 
within thirty (30) days after the date upon which the Superintendent mailed 
a copy of the process served upon him as required by subsection (2), 
above. 


(5) Process served upon the Superintendent, and copy thereof for- 
warded as in this section provided, shall for all purposes constitute valid 
and binding service thereof upon the insurer. 


Section 21. EXEMPTIONS. The provisions of this Unauthorized In- 
surers Act controlling the placing of insurance with unauthorized in- 
surers shall not apply to reinsurance or to the following insurances when 
so placed by licensed agents or brokers of this State: 


(1) Wet marine and transportation insurance; 


(2) Insurance on subjects located, resident, or to be performed 
wholly outside of this State, or on vehicles or aircraft owned and prin- 
cipally garaged outside this state; 


(3) Insurance on property or operation of railroads engaged in in- 
terstate commerce; and 


(4) Insurance of aircraft owned or operated by manufacturers of 
aircraft or aircraft operated in scheduled interstate flight, or cargo of such 
aircraft, or against liability, other than workmen’s compensation and the 
employer’s liability, arising out of the ownership, maintenance or use of 
such aircraft. 


5) Life insurance, health and accident insurance, annuities, and 
. eye : , 
disability insurance. 


Section 22. REPORT AND TAX OF INDEPENDENTLY PRO- 
CURED COVERAGES. (1) Every insured who in this state procures or 
causes to be procured or continues or renews insurance in an unauthorized 
foreign insurer, or any self-insurer who in this state so procures or con- 
tinues excess loss, catastrophe or other insurance, upon a subject of in- 
surance resident, located or to be performed within this State, other than 
insurance procured through a surplus line broker pursuant to this Act or 
exempted under section 21, shall within ninety (90) days after the date 
such insurance was so procured, continued, or renewed, file a written re- 
port of the same with the Superintendent on forms designated by the Su- 
perintendent and furnished to such an insured upon request. The report 
shall show the name and address of the insured or insureds, name and 
address of the insurer, the subject of the insurance, a general description of 
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the coverage, the amount of premium currently charged therefor, and such 
additional pertinent information as is reasonably requested by the Su- 
perintendent. If any such insurance covers also subjects of insurance resi- 
dent, located or to be performed outside this state a proper pro rata 
portion of the entire premium payable for all such insurance shall be 
allocated as to the subjects of insurance resident, located or to be per- 
formed in this state, for the purposes of this section. 


(2) Any insurance in an unauthorized insurer procured through ne- 
gotiations or an application in whole or in part occurring or made within 
or from within this state, or for which premiums in whole or in part are 
remitted directly or indirectly from within this state, shall be deemed 
to be insurance procured, or continued or renewed, in this state within the 
intent of subsection (1) above. 


(3) For the general support of the government of this state there is 
levied upon the obligation, chose in action, or right represented by the 
premium charged or payable for such insurance, a tax at the rate of 
four (4%) percent of the gross amount of such premium. The insured shall 
withhold the amount of the tax from the amount of premium charged by 
and otherwise payable to the insurer for such insurance, and within 
ninety (90) days after the insurance was so procured, continued or re- 
newed, and coincidentally with the filing with the Superintendent of the 
report provided for in subsection (1) above, the insured shall pay the 
amount of the tax to the State Treasurer through the Superintendent. 


(4) If the insured fails to withhold from the premium the amount of 
tax herein levied, the insured shall be liable for the amount thereof and 
shall pay the same to the Superintendent within the time stated in sub- 
section (8) above. 


(5) The tax imposed hereunder if delinquent shall bear interest at 
the rate of six percent (6%) per annum, compounded annually. 


(6) Payment of such tax shall be enforced by the Superintendent 
by civil suit against any person failing to pay the tax herein provided for. 


(7) <A licensed adjuster may lawfully investigate and adjust any loss 
occurring or claim made under any such contract of insurance as to which 
the tax has been paid as provided in this section. 


(8) This section does not apply as to life insurance, accident and 
health insurance annuities or disability insurances. 


Section 28. RECORDS PRODUCED ON ORDER. Every person 
as to whom insurance is placed with an unauthorized insurer, upon the 
Superintendent’s order shall produce for his examination all policies and 
other documents evidencing the insurance and shall disclose to the Super- 
intendent the amount of gross premiums paid or agreed to be paid for 
the insurance. For each wilful refusal to obey such order, such person 
shall be liable to a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00). 


Section 24. HEARINGS; JUDICIAL REVIEW 


(a) The Superintendent may institute a proceeding to revoke or sus- 
pend the license of a licensee by filing a complaint against such licensee 
as provided in this section, and the Superintendent shall likewise notify 
all interested parties. 


(b) Any person having an interest and feeling aggrieved may file 
a complaint against any licensed surplus lines broker for the purpose of 
revocation or suspension of his license. Such complaint shall be in writing 
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and shall specify in reasonable detail the charge or charges made, the 
truth of which shall be sworn to by the complainant or some other person 
who has knowledge of the facts averred. 


(ec) If, upon reviewing the complaint, the Superintendent shall find 
that the charges made therein constitute grounds for the revocation or 
suspension of the license under the provisions of this Act, he shall forth- 
with notify the licensee against whom the complaint has been made and 
shall serve him with a copy of the complaint. Service of the notice and 
copy of the complaint made shali be sent by registered mail, addressed 
to the licensee at the address shown by the records of the Superintendent, 
return receipt requested and marked “deliver to addressee only’. 


(d) Within thirty (30) days after service upon the licensee of the 
copy of the complaint made against him, the licensee shall] file with the 
Superintendent his answer in writing to the charges, either specifically 
admitting or denying or specifically confessing and avoiding each of the 
charges made. If the licensee against whom the complaint has been made 
stands in default for answer, the charges set forth in said complaint shall 
be taken as admitted. 


(e) Within twenty (20) days after receipt of the licensee’s answer, 
the Superintendent shall fix a time and place for the hearing of the com- 
plaint at his office or elsewhere as hereinafter provided and shall serve 
notice thereof upon the licensee and the complainant by registered mail 
as hereinabove provided with respect to service of the complainant upon 
the licensee; such notice shall be served at least twenty (20) days before 
the date fixed for the hearing. 


(f) At the time fixed hy the Superintendent for such hearing the 
complaint shall be heard before the superintendent or a deputy appointed 
by him and the complainant and licensee may each be represented by an 
attorney at law and may give the testimony and offer proof, documentary 


or ore tenus as to the truth of the charges and any denial thereof. 


(g) The Superintendent shall have any power of subpoena, sub- 
poena duces tecum or discovery obtaining in the circuit courts of this 
state, and any party shall have the right, upon request in writing filed with 
the Superintendent, to cause a writ of subpoena to issue out of the office 
of the Superintendent which shall be signed by the Superintendent or his 
deputy and directed to the sheriff of any county of this state returnable 
to the office of the Superintendent. The cost of issuing and serving sub- 
poenas and witness fees shall be the same as such costs and fees in the 
circuit court and shall be recoverable by the prevailing party from the other 
party. The Superintendent shall tax such costs and upon the same not being 
paid within a period of 10 days therefrom, payment thereof may be en- 
forced in any court having jurisdiction over the person of the defaulting 
party. 


(h) The Superintendent shall, within 15 days after the conclusion 
of the hearing, make a ruling in writing fully disposing of the complaint, 
a copy of the ruling shall be served upon the complainant, the licensee 
and all interested parties represented by the licensee, by registered mail, 
addressed to the licensee at the address shown by the records of the 
Superintendent. 


(i) The Superintendent or his deputy shall preside over the hearing, 
and shall make a written finding of facts upon which his decision shall be 
based. 


(j) The place of hearing of the complaint shall be at the office of 
the Superintendent at Montgomery or at any other place in this State more 
convenient to the parties and witnesses as the Superintendent shall deter-

mine, and the testimony may be taken orally or by deposition, and any 
party shall have such right of introducing proof by deposition, as may ob- 
tain in the circuit courts of this State either at law or in equity. 


(k) Pursuant to such hearing, the Superintendent may, for good 
cause shown, either revoke or suspend the license of the licensee com- 
plained against, as in his sound discretion the Superintendent shall deem 
just. 


(1) Upon the revocation or suspension of any license, the licensee 
shall, upon being served with notice thereof by the Superintendent, surren- 
der to the Superintendent the license so revoked or suspended. 


(m) Any person having an interest in and aggrieved by the ruling 
of the Superintendent may cause the action of the Superintendent to be 
judicially reviewed in the circuit court for the county in which the licensee 
complained against resides as hereinafter provided. 


(n) Any communication, complaint, evidence, testimony, document, 
deposition, affidavit, statement, or other proof filed, given or proffered at 
the hearing provided for in this section shall be absolutely privileged to 
the same extent as in a court of law and shall never form the subject 
matter of any action, claim or proceeding against the person filing, giving 
or proffering the same nor against the principal or representative of such 
person. 


(0) No licensee whose license has been revoked or suspended, as 
peoviiee Ail this Act, shall hold himself out as or claim to be such surplus 
ines broker. 


Section 25. PENALTIES. 


(a) Any person who in this state represents or aids a non-admitted 
insurer in violation of the provisions of this Act shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not in excess 
of one thousand ($1,000) dollars or imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 


(b) In addition to the penalties provided for in subsection (a) of this 
section such violator shall be liable, personally, jointly and severally with 
any other person or persons liable therefor for payment of taxes payable 
on account of such insurance under sections 18 and 22 of this Act. 


(c) In addition to any other penalty provided for herein or other- 
wise provided by law, including suspension, revocation or refusal to renew 
license, any person, firm, association or corporation violating any provision 
or this act shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $1,000.00 for the first 
offense, and not exceeding $2,000.00 for each succeeding offense. 


‘Section 26. SEPARABILITY OF PROVISIONS. If any provision of 
this act, or the application of such provision to any person or circumstan- 
ces, shall be held invalid, the remainder of the act and the application of 
such provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to which it 
is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 27. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall take effect upon 
i. passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

(1) When an installment is in default 10 days or more, a late charge « 
not exceeding five percent of the amount of any payment or payments 
in default, or of fifty cents on each payment in default, whichever is 
peo late charge may be made only once as to each installment 
in default. 


(2) To prevent the expense of refinancing, and where the borrower 
requests it, the lender may extend the due date of any payment or pay- 
ments, but the rate charged during such extension may never exceed the 
rate authorized in Section 3 of this Act. 


(3) The premium on any life insurance policy on the life of the 
borrower. Said insurance may not exceed the approximate term of said 
loan, or the approximate amount of the loan or commitment to lend. In 
no event shall the premium paid by the borrower for insurance exceed the 
premium remitted by the lender to the insurance company for such insur- 
ance. 


(4) The premium for risks, collision or hazard insurance (including 
so-called home-owners’ policies and similar multiline coverage) covering 
any collateral securing said loan for the term thereof as nearly as possible. 


(5) The insurance authorized in Subsections (3) and (4) hereof must 
be written by insurance companies authorized to do business in Alabama. 
Premiums for said insurance may be deducted from the proceeds of the 
loan. 


(6) An amount equal to the fees which may be charged by public 
officers for filing, recording and releasing, and taxes upon, the instruments 
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evidencing the indebtedness or security therefor, provided the same are 
actually paid to such officers.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Title 26, Sections 261, 262, 263, 279, 289, 298, and 297, Title 
- Code of Alabama 1940, which relates to the Workmen’s Compensation 
aw. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Title 26, Sections 261, 262, 268, 279, 289, 298, and 297, 
oie of Alabama, 1940, as last amended, is hereby amended to read as 
‘ollows: 


“Section 261. Legal Services. No part of the compensation payable 
under Article 2 of this chapter shall be paid to attorneys for the claimant 
for legal services, unless upon the application of a claimant to a judge 
of the circuit court such judge shall order or approve of the employment 
of an attorney by the claimant and in the event the claimant is successful 
in said suit the judge shall fix the fee of the attorney for the claimant 
for his legal services, but such fee shall not exceed twenty-five (25) per- 
cent of the first one thousand dollars awarded or paid and fifteen (15) 
percent of any sum in excess thereof, said fee to be paid said attorney 
from the amount found to be due the claimant. 


Section 262. Words and phrases defined. Throughout articles 1 
and 2 of this chapter the following words and phrases as used therein 
shall be considered to have the following meaning, respectively, unless the 
context shall clearly indicate a different meaning in the connection used. 


(a) The word “compensation” has been used both in article 1 and 
article 2 of this chapter to indicate the money benefits to be paid on 
account of injury or death. Strictly speaking, the benefit which an em- 
ployee may receive by action at law under article 1 of this chapter is 
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damages, and this is indicated in section 253 of this title. To avoid con- 
fusion, the word “compensation” has been used in articles 1 and 2 of the 
chapter, but it should be understood that under article 1 the compensation 
by way of damages is determined by an action at law. The word “compen- 
sation” does not include medical and surgical treatment and attention, 
medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches and apparatus furnished 
an employee on account of an injury. 


(b) “child” or “children” include posthumous children and all other 
children entitled by law to inherit as children of the deceased, also step- 
children who were members of the family of the deceased, at the time 
of the accident, and dependent upon him for support, also a grandchild 
of the deceased employee, whose father is dead or is an invalid, and 
who was supported by, and a member of the family of, such deceased 
grandparent at the time of the accident. 


(c) A dependent child or orphan shall be considered to mean an 
unmarried child under the age of eighteen years, or one over that age 
who is physically or mentally incapacitated from earning. 


(d) The term “employer” as used herein shall mean every person not 
excluded by section 268 of this title who employs another to perform a 
service for hire and to whom the “employer” directly pays wages, and shall 
include any person or corporation, co-partnership, or association, or group 
thereof, and shall if the employer is insured, include his insurer as far 
as applicable. The term “employer” is further defined as every person 
or corporation, co-partnership, or association, or group thereof, who on 
each of some twenty days during the current or preceding calendar year, 
each day being in a different calendar week, employed in employment for 
some portion of the day (whether or not at the same moment of time) 
four or more employees. Provides further, that such employer shall be- 
come subject to the law on the first day of the month next following the 
month in which such person, or corporation, co-partnership, or associa- 
tion, or group thereof, becomes an employer as defined herein. 


(e) The term “physician” shall include “surgeon”, and in either case 
shall mean one authorized by law to practice his profession within one 
of the United States and in good standing in his profession at the time. 


(£) The term “workman” shall include the plural and all ages and 
both sexes. 


(g) The terms “employee” and “workman” are used interchangeably 
and have the same meaning throughout this chapter, and shall be con- 
strued to mean the same. 


(h) The terms “wages” and “weekly wages”, and such expressions 
shall, in all cases, unless the context clearly indicates a different meaning, 
be construed to mean “average weekly earnings”. Every person, not ex- 
cluded by section 263 of this title in the service of another under any 
contract of hire, express or implied, oral or written, includes aliens, and 
also includes minors who are legally permitted to work under the laws 
of the state. Any reference herein to a workman or employee shall, 
where the employee is dead, include a reference to his dependents, as 
herein defined if the context so requires. 


(i) ‘The word “accident” as used in the phrases “personal injuries 
due to accident” or “injuries or death caused by accident’ in articles 1 
and 2 of this chapter shall, unless a different meaning is clearly indicated 
by the context, be construed to mean an unexpected or unforeseen event, 
happening suddently and violently, with or without human fault, and pro- 
ducing at the same time injury to the physical structure of the body by 
accidental means. 
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(j) Without otherwise affecting either the meaning or interpretation 
of the abridged clause, injuries by an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment, it is hereby declared: Not to cover workmen 
except while engaged in, or about the premises where their services are 
being performed, or where their service requires their presence as a part 
of such service at the time of the accident, and during the hours of 
service as such workmen, and shall not include an injury caused by the 
act of a third person or fellow employee intended to injure the employee 
because of reasons personal to him, and not directed against him as an 
employee, or because of his employment, and it shall not include a disease 
unless the disease results proximately from the accident. 


(k) Wherever in articles 1 and 2 of this chapter, the singular is 
used, the plural shall be included; where the masculine gender is used, 
the feminine and neuter shall be included. 


(1) Amputations between the elbow and wrist shall be considered 
as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and the amputation between the 
me and ankle shall be considered as the equivalent of the loss of a 
‘oot. 


(m) “The Court” as used herein shall mean the circuit court which 
would have jurisdiction in an ordinary civil case involving a claim for the 
injuries or death in question, and “the judge” shall mean a judge of said 
court. 


Article 1 of this chapter shall not apply in cases where article 2 be- 
comes operative in accordance with the provisions thereof, but shall apply 
in all other cases, and in such cases shall be in extension or modifica- 
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Section 268. Articles 1 and 2 of chapter not applicable to certain 
employments. —Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter shall not be construed or 
held to apply to any common carrier doing an interstate business while 
engaged in interstate commerce, or to domestic servants, farm laborers, or 
persons whose employment at the time of the injury is casual, and not in 
the usual course of the trade, business, profession or occupation of the 
employer, or to any employer, (as defined in Section 262, paragraph (d) of 
this Act) who employs less than four employees in any one business or to 
any county, city, town, village or school district. Any employer who em- 
ploys less than four employees in any one business or any county, city, 
town, village or school district may accept the provisions of articles 1 and 
2 of this chapter by filing written notice thereof with the Department of 
Industrial Relations and with the Probate Judge of each county in which 
said employer is located or does business, said notice to be recorded by 
the Judge of Probate for which he shall receive the usual fee for re- 
cording conveyances, and copies thereof to be posted at the place of 
business of said employers and provided further, that said employers who 
have so elected to accept the provisions of articles 1 and 2 of this chapter 
may at any time withdraw the acceptance by giving like notice of with- 
drawal. In no event nor under any circumstances shall articles 1 and 2 
of this chapter apply to farmers and their employees. 


Section 279 - Schedule of Compensation. —Following is the schedule 
of compensation: 


(A) Temporary Total Disability: 


For injury producing temporary total disability, fifty-five percent of 
the average weekly earnings received at the time of injury, subject to a 
maximum and minimum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of 
this title; but, if at the time of injury, the employee received average 
weekly earnings of less than the minimum stated in section 289 of this 
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title, then he shall receive the full amount of such average weekly earn- 
ings per week. This compensation shall be paid during the time of such 
disability, not, however, beyond three hundred weeks. Payments are to be 
made at the intervals when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may 
be. 


(B) Temporary Partial Disability: 
1. In general. 


In all cases of temporary partial disability the compensation shall be 
fifty-five percent of the difference between the average weekly earnings 
of the workman at the time of the injury and the average weekly earn- 
ings he is able to earn in his Partially disabled condition. This compensa- 
tion shall be paid during the period of such disability, not however, be- 
yond three hundred weeks, payments to be made at the intervals when the 
earnings were payable, as nearly as may be, and subject to the same maxi- 
mum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of this title. 


2. When partially disabled employee leaves first employment. 


If the injured employee who is receiving such compensation for tem- 
porary partial disability should leave the employment of the employer by 
whom he was employed at the time of the accident for which such com- 
pensation is being paid, he shall, upon securing employment elsewhere, give 
to such former employer an affidavit in writing containing the name of 
his new employer, the place of employment, and the amount of wages 
being received at such new employment, and until he gives such affidavit, 
the compensation for temporary partial disability shall cease. The em- 
ployer by whom such employee was employed at the time of the accident 
for which such compensation is being paid may also at any time demand 
of such employee additional affidavit, in writing, containing the name of 
his employer, the place of his employment, and the amount of wages he 
is receiving, and if the employee, upon such demand, fails or refuses to 
make and furnish such affidavit, his right to compensation for temporary 
partial disability shall cease until such affidavit is made and furnished. 


(C) 1. Permanent Partial Disability. 


For permanent partial disability the compensation shall be based 
upon the extent of such disability. In cases included in the following sche- 
dule the compensation shall be fifty-five percent of the average weekly 
earnings, during the number of weeks set out in the following schedule: and 
the amounts calculated hereunder shall be computed and paid in addition 
to any other amounts paid employee for temporary total disability and/or 
temporary partial disability as set out in (A) and (B) of this section. 


For the loss of a thumb, sixty-two weeks. 


For the loss of a first finger commonly called the index finger, forty- 
three weeks. 


For the loss of a second finger, thirty-one weeks. 
For the loss of a third finger, twenty-two weeks. 


For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called little finger, six- 
teen weeks. 


The loss of the first phalange of the thumb, or of any finger, shall 
be considered as equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb, or finger, 
and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during one-half of 
the time specified above for such thumb or finger.

The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of 
the entire finger or thumb; but in no case shall the amount received for 
more than one finger exceed the amount provided in this schedule for the 
loss of a hand. 

For the loss of a great toe, thirty-two weeks. 

‘For the loss of any of the toes other than the great toe, eleven weeks. 

The loss of the first phalange of any toe shall be considered to be 
equal to the loss of one-half of such toe, and compensation shall be paid 


at the prescribed rate during one-half the time prescribed above for such 
toe. 


The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of 
an entire toe. 


For the loss of a hand, one hundred seventy weeks. 


For the loss of an arm, two hundred twenty-two weeks. 


For the loss of a foot, one hundred and thirty-nine weeks. 
Amputations between the elbow and wrist shall be considered as the 
equivalent to the loss of a hand, and the amputation between the knee and 
ankle shall be considered as the equivalent of the loss of a foot. 
For the loss of a leg, two hundred weeks. 
he loss of an eye, one hundred twenty-four weeks. 


For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in both ears, one 
hundred sixty-three weeks. 


For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in one ear, fifty- 
three weeks. 


For the loss of an eye and a leg, three hundred and fifty weeks. 
For the loss of an eye and one arm, three hundred and fifty weeks. 


Ad the losst of an eye and a hand, three hundred and twenty-five 
weeks. 


For the loss of an eye and a foot, three hundred weeks. 


i the loss of two arms, other than at the shoulder, four hundred 
weeks. 


For the loss of two hands, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two legs, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two feet, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and the other hand, four hundred weeks. 
For the loss of one hand and one foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one leg and the other foot, four hundred weeks. 


For the loss of one hand and one leg, four hundred weeks. 
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For the loss of one arm and one foot, four hundred weeks. 
For the loss of one arm and one leg, four hundred weeks. 


For serious disfigurement, not resulting from the loss of a member 
or other injury specifically compensated, materially affecting the employa- 
bility of the injured person in the employment in which he was injured 
or other employment for which he is then qualified, fifty-five percent of 
the average weekly earnings for such period as the court may determine, 
not exceeding one hundred weeks. 


2. Concurrent injuries. 


Where an employee sustains concurrent injuries resulting in concur- 
rent disabilities, he shall receive compensation, only for the injury which 
entitled him to the largest amount of compensation, but this section shall 
not affect liability for the concurrent loss of more than one member for 
which members compensation is provided in the specific schedule and in 
subsection (D). 


3. Loss of use of a member. 


In all cases the permanent and total loss of the use of a member shall 
be considered as equivalent to the loss of that member but in such cases 
the compensation in and by said schedule shall be in lieu of all other com- 
pensation. In case of permanent disability, due to injury to a member re- 
sulting in less than total loss of use of such member, not otherwise com- 
pensated in this schedule, compensation shall be paid at the prescribed 
rate during that part of the time specified in the schedule for the total 
loss or total loss of use of the respective member, which the extent of the 
injury to the member bears to its total loss. 


4, Employee refusing employment. 


If an injured employee refuses employment suitable to his capacity, 
offered to or procured for him, he shall not be entitled to any compen- 
sation at any time during the continuance of such refusal unless at any time 
in the opinion of the judge of the circuit court of the county of his 
residence, such refusal is justifiable. 


5. Permanent partial maximum and minimum. 


All compensation provided in Subsection (C) of this section for loss 
of members, or loss of use of members, is subject to the same limitations 
as to maximum and minimum weekly compensation as stated in section 
289 of this title. 


6. All other permanent partial. 


In all other cases of permanent partial disability not above enu- 
merated, the compensation shall be fifty-five percent of the difference 
between the average weekly earnings of the workman at the time of the 
injury and the average weekly earnings he is able to earn in his partially 
disabled condition subject to the same maximum weekly compensation 
as stated in section 289 of this title. 


7. Maximum time. 


Compensation shall continue during disability, not however, beyond 
three hundred weeks. 


8. Affidavit of new employment. 
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In case the injured employee leaves the services of the employer for 
whom he was working at the time of the accident and accepts employment 
elsewhere, he shall make and furnish affidavit as to his new employment 
in the manner as required in subsection (B). 


(D) 1. Permanent Total. 


For permanent total disability as defined in subsection (E) fifty-five 
percent of the average weekly earnings received at the time of the injury, 
subject to a maximum and minimum weekly compensation as stated in 
section 289 of this title; provided that, if at the time of injury the em- 
ployee was receiving earnings of less than the minimum as stated in sec- 
tion 289 of this title, then he shall receive the full amount of his earnings 
per week. This compensation shall be paid during such permanent total 
disability, not exceeding five hundred and fifty weeks but in no event shall 
the aggregate of such payment exceed the total amount provided in sec- 
tion 289 of this title; payment to be made at the intervals when the 
earnings were payable, as nearly as may be. Such payments, with the 
approval of the circuit judge, may be made monthly or quarterly. 


2. Employee inmate of public institution. 


In case an employee, who is permanently and totally disabled becomes 
an inmate of a public institution, then no compensation shall be payable 
unless he has wholly dependent on him for support a person or persons 
named in section 280 and 281 of this title, whose dependency shall be 
determined as if the employee were deceased, in which case the compen- 
sation provided for in this subsection shall be paid for the benefit of such 
person so dependent, during dependency, in the manner ordered by the 
court, while the employee is an inmate in such iustituiion. 


(E) Permanent Total Disability Defined. 


The total and permanent loss of the sight of both eyes or the loss 
of both arms at the shoulder, or complete and permanent paralysis or 
total and permanent loss of mental faculties, which totally incapacitates 
the employee from working at an occupation which brings him an income, 
shall constitute permanent total disability. 


1. ‘Other second permanent injury. 


If an employee has a permanent disability or has previously sustained 
another injury than that in which he received a subsequent permament in- 
jury by accident such as is specified in the sections herein defining per- 
manent injury, he shall be entitled to compensation only for the degree 
of injury that would have resulted from the latter accident if the earlier 
disability or injury had not existed. 


2. Certain second permanent injuries. 


If an employee has previously lost or lost the use of one eye, one 
leg, one arm, one foot, or one hand, and thereafter in the same employ- 
ment or in the employment of another, he should by accident receive addi- 
tional injuries so as to proximately cause the loss or loss of use of both 
eyes, both legs, both arms, both feet, or both hands, said employee shall 
receive compensation equal to the amount provided hereunder for one 
who has received a permanent total disability, such compensation to be 
paid by the employer to the extent that such employer would have to pay 
compensation for the degree of injury that would have resulted from 
the accident if the earlier disability or injury had not existed and the re- 
mainder of the amount of such compensation after the completion of such 
payments by the employer shall be paid by the Director of Industrial Re- 
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lations as trustee from any amounts from time to time standing to his ac- 
count as such trustee in the second injury trust fund. 


8. Other permanent total disabilities. 


For permanent total disability other than as defined in subsection (E) 
fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings received at the time of 
injury subject to a maximum and minimum weekly compensation as stated 
in section 289 of this title; but, if at the time of the injury, the employee 
was receiving earnings of less than the minimum as stated in section 289 
of this title, then he shall receive the full amount of his earnings per week. 
This compensation shall be paid during the period of such permanent 
disability not exceeding four hundred weeks; payments to be made at the 
intervals when the earnings were payable as nearly as may be. Such pay- 
ments, with the consent of the circuit judge, may be made monthly or 
quarterly. 


4, Benefits not concurrent; exception. 


If an employee received an injury for which compensation is payable 
while he is still receiving or entitled to compensation for a previous injury 
in the same employment, he shall not at the same time be entitled to com- 
pensation for both injuries, unless the later injury be a permanent injury, 
such as specified in this section; but he shall be entitled to compensation 
for that injury and from the time of that injury which will cover the 
longest period and the largest amount payable under articles 1 and 2 of 
this chapter. 


5. Second permanent injuries resulting in permanent total disability. 


If an employee received a permanent injury as specified in this sec- 
tion, after having sustained another permanent injury in the same employ- 
ment, he shall be entitled to compensation for both injuries, but the 
total compensation shall be paid by extending the period and not by 
increasing the amount of weekly compensation, and in no case exceeding 
five hundred weeks. When the previous and subsequent injuries received 
in the same employment result in total disability, compensation shall be 
payable for permanent total disability, but payments made from the pre- 
ie injury shall be deducted from the total payment of compensation 

lue. 


(F) Compensation for Death after Disability. 


In case a workman sustained an injury occasioned by an accident 
arising out of and in the course of his employment and during the period 
of disability caused thereby death results proximately therefrom, all pay- 
ments previously made as compensation for such injury shall be deducted 
from the compensation, if any, due on account of death. If a workman 
who has sustained a permanent disability, the degree of which has been 
agreed upon by the parties or has been ascertained by the court, and death 
results not proximately therefrom, his widow and/or dependent children 
shall be entitled to the balance of the payment which would have been due 
and payable to the workman. 


1. Hernia. 

In all claims for compensation for hernia resulting from injury by 
an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment, it must 
be definitely proven to the satisfaction of the court: 

(a) That there was an injury resulting in hernia. 


(b) That the hernia appeared suddenly. 
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(c) That it was accompanied by pain. 
(d) That the hernia immediately followed an accident. 


(e) That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for which 
compensation is claimed. 


All hernia, inguinal, femoral or otherwise, so proved to be the result 
of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course of the employment 
shall be treated in a surgical manner by radical operation. In case the 
injured employee refuses to undergo the radical operation for the cure of 
said hernia, no compensation will be allowed during the time such refusal 
continues. If, however, it is shown that the employee has some chronic 
disease, or is otherwise in such physical condition that the court con- 
siders it unsafe for the employee to undergo said operation, the employee 
shall be paid as otherwise provided in this chapter. 


(G) Average Weekly Earnings Basis of Benefits, 


‘Compensation hereunder shall be computed on the basis of the 
average weekly earnings. Average weekly earnings shall mean the earn- 
ings of the injured employee in the employment in which he was working 
at the time of the injury during the period of fifty-two weeks immediately 
preceding the date of the injury divided by fifty-two; but if the injured 
employee lost more than seven consecutive calendar days during such 
period although not in the same week, then the earnings for the remainder 
of such fifty-two weeks shall be divided by the number of weeks re- 
maining after the time so lost has been deducted. Where the employment 
prior to the injury extended over 4 period of less than fifty-two weeks, the 
method of dividing the earnings during thai period by the number of weeks 
and parts thereof which the employee earned wages shall be followed, pro- 
vided results just and fair to both parties will thereby be obtained. Where- 
by reason of the shortness of the time during which the employee has been 
in the employment of his employer, or the casual nature or terms of the 
employment, it is impracticable to compute the average weekly earnings 
as above defined, regard shall be had to the average weekly amount which 
during the fifty-two weeks prior to the injury as being earned by a person 
the same grade employed at the same work by the same employer, and 
if there is no such person so employed, by a person in the same grade 
employed in the same class of employment in the same district. Wherever 
allowances of any character made to an employee in lieu of wages are 
specified as part of the wage contract, they shall be deemed a part of 
his earnings. 


(H) Percentage Increase for Wife and Children. 


Wherever in this section there is a provision for fifty-five percent, 
such percent shall be increased five percent for a dependent wife and five 
percent for each dependent child of the employee under the age of eight- 
een years at the time of the injury to the employee until such percent shall 
reach a maximum of sixty-five percent. The increase in the above percent 
shall be paid only during the dependency of the dependent upon whom 
such increase is based. 


Section 289. Limitations on compensation. In no case hereunder, 
except as otherwise provided herein, shall the compensation paid here- 
under be more than forty dollars per week, nor less than fifteen dollars 
per week, and in no case shall the total amount exceed $16,000. 


Section 298. Medical, surgical and hospital service. In addition 
to the compensation herein provided, the employer shall pay the actual 
cost of reasonably necessary medical and surgical treatment and atten- 
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tion, medicine, medical and-surgical supplies, crutches, original artificial 
members, and other apparatus, as may be obtained by the injured em- 
ployee, during the first two years of disability, or in case of death within 
said two years, obtained during the period occurring between the time 
of the injury and his death therefrom. The total liability of the employer 
under this section shall not exceed the aggregate of two thousand four 
hundred dollars, and the pecuniary liability of the employer for such 
services rendered the employee shall be limited to such charges as prevail 
for similar treatment in the community where the injured employee re- 
sides. In case an insurer of the employee or a benefit association is liable 
for such medical, surgical and hospital service, or for a part thereof, or 
in case the employee is entitled to the same or a part thereof, from any 
source whatever by virture of any agreement or understanding, or law, 
state or federal, without any loss of benefit to the employee, the employer 
shall not be required in such case to pay any part of such expense, unless 
said benefits are insufficient to pay as much as said two thousand four 
hundred dollars, and in such event the employer shall be liable for the 
deficiency only. All cases of dispute as to the necessity and value of such 
services shall be determined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of the 
claim of the injured employee for compensation. In addition to the medi- 
cal and surgical treatment provided during period of disability, the em- 
ployer may, if he so elects, furnish to the injured employee such medical 
and surgical treatment and attention, medical and surgical supplies, crutch- 
es, original artificial members, and other apparatus for such time 
thereafter as he desires to furnish the same, and the employee shall accept 
the same; if the employer furnishes such medical and surgical attention 
and supplies during such period of disability he shall not be liable under 
this section, except for such of said services and supplies as may, in an 
emergency, be procured by the employee elsewhere; in no event, however, 
shall the total liability hereunder exceed two thousand four hundred dollars. 
The injured employee must submit himself to examination by his choice of 
one of at least three competent physicians recommended by the employer, 
at all reasonable times, if requested to do so by the employer but the 
employee shall have the right to have a physician of his own selection 
present at such examination in which case the employee shall be liable 
to such physician for his services. The employer shall pay for the services 
of the physician making the examination at the instance of the employer. 
And in case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of 
either party, or of its own motion appoint a neutral physician of good 
standing and ability to make an examination of the injured person and 
report his findings to the court. The party insisting upon such examination 
shall be responsible for such expense as may be incurred thereby, ex- 
cept on a motion of the court, in which case, the expense shall be borne 
equally by the parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply with 
any reasonable request for examination or refuses to submit to medical 
and surgical treatment and attention, or refuses to accept the medical 
service which the employer elects to furnish under the provisions of this 
chapter his right to compensation shall be suspended, and no compensation 
shall be payable for the period of such refusal. Any physician whose 
services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or any physician of the 
injured employee, and who treats or makes or is present at any examina- 
tion of an injured employee may be required to testify as to any knowl- 
edge by him in the course of such treatment or examination as same re- 
lated to the injury or disability arising therefrom. Any such physician shall, 
upon written request of the injured employee or his employer, furnish to 
such injured employee or his employer a written statement of his profes- 
sional opinion as to the extent of the injury and disability. In all death 
claims where the cause of death is obscure or is disputed, any interested 
party may require an autopsy, the cost of which is to be borne by the 
party demanding the same. Physicians shall include medical doctor, sur- 
geon and chiropractor. 


Section 297. Controversy submitted to circuit court; jury trial; ap- 
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peal, etc. - A. Controversy submitted to circuit court. In case of a dispute 
between employer and employee or between the dependents of a deceased 
employee and his employer with respect to the right to compensation 
under articles 1 and 2 of this chapter, or the amount thereof, either party 
may submit the controversy to the circuit court of the county which 
would have jurisdiction of a civil case in tort between the same parties. 
If such dispute has existed for a period of thirty days from the date of 
injury or death, and such legal proceedings are filed by the employee or 
the dependents of a deceased employee, then such employee or such de- 
pendents shall be entitled to recover from the employer, in addition to the 
compensation under articles 1 and 2, chapter 5, of Title 26, Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940, as amended, an amount to be determined by the court 
sufficient to defray reasonable expenses and attorneys’ fees incurred by 
such employee or such dependents. Such controversy shall be heard and 
determined by such judge or judges of said court. as would hear and 
determine a civil action between the same parties arising out of tort 
and in case there is more than one judge of such court, such contro- 
versies shall be set and assigned for hearing under the same rules and 
statutes that civil actions in tort are set and assigned; such court may 
hear and determine such controversies in a summary manner. The decision 
of the judge hearing the same shall be conclusive and binding between the 
parties, subject to the right of appeal in this article provided for. B. Jury 
trial. When wilful misconduct on the part of the employee is set up by 
the employer, as it is provided for herein, the employer may, upon ap- 
pearing, demand a jury to hear and determine, under the direction of the 
court, the issues involved in this defense. If the employer fails to demand 
a jury upon appearing, the employee may demand a jury to try such issues, 
by filing his demand within five days after the appearance of the em- 
ployer. When a jury is demanded by either party, the court must submit 
the issues of fact as to wiifui misconduci sel up by wie employer to the 
jury, for a special finding of the facts subject to the usual powers of the 
court over verdicts rendered contrary to the evidence or the law, but the 
judge must determine all other questions involved in the controversy with- 
out a jury. Upon setting up such defense, the employer must serve a copy 
of the plea or answer, setting up the defense, upon the employee or his at- 
torney of record. C. Court always open. For the purpose of hearing and 
determining controversies between employer and employee or the de- 
pendents of a deceased employee and the employer, arising under articles 
1 and 2 of this chapter, the circuit court shall be deemed always in session. 
D. Adverse claimants. If at any time there are adverse claimants to com- 
pensation hereunder, the employer in submitting said claim to said circuit 
court may suggest in writing said claimants and they shall be required to 
interplead and said court shall determine and decree to which claimant 
or claimants such compensation is justly due and said employer upon 
complying with the order of such judge, shall be released from the claims 
of any other claimants thereto. E. Appeal by certiorari. From such decree 
any aggrieved party may by certiorari within thirty days thereafter ap- 
peal to the supreme court or the court of appeals of Alabama.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of law in conflict with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1963.

On page 6, in line 26, insert after the words and figures “while the 
employee is an inmate in such institution.”, the following proviso: 
Provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall be construed to 
deprive a permanently and totally disabled employee who has no de- 
pendents named in sections 280 and 281 of this title from receiving benefits 
to which he would otherwise be entitled if said employee, although an 
inmate of a public institution, is paying or on whose behalf funds are 
paid from any source to said public institution the normal and customary 
charge for the services rendered by said public institution. Normal and 
customary charge shall mean that charge actually made by the public 
institution to persons able to pay for the services rendered them whether 
said charge actually covers the expense of the upkeep of said inmate or 
not.

AMENDMENT TO SUBSTITUTE FOR H.B. 399 


The substitute for H.B. 399 is hereby amended as follows: Strike out 
Sections 262 and 263 and insert the following: 


“Section 262 - Words and phrases defined. - Throughout articles 1 
and 2 of this chapter the following words and phrases as used therein shall 
be considered to have the following meaning, respectively, unless the con- 
text shall clearly indicate a different meaning in the connection used. (a) 
the word “compensation has been used in both article 1 and article 2 of 
this chapter to indicate the money benefits to be paid on account of injury 
or death. Strictly speaking, the benefit which an employee may receive 
by action at law under article 1 of this chapter is damages, and this is 
indicated in section 253 of this title. To avoid confusion, the word “compen- 
sation” has been used in articles 1 and 2 of the chapter, but it should be 
understood that under article 1 the compensation by way of damages is 
determined by an action at law. The word “compensation” does not in- 
clude medical and surgical treatment and attention, medicine, medical and 
surgical supplies, crutches and apparatus furnished an employee on ac- 
count of any injury. (b) “Child” or “children” include posthumous children 
and all other children entitled by law to inherit as children of the deceased, 
also step-children who were members of the family of the deceased, 
at the time of the accident, and dependent upon him for support, also a 
grandchild of the deceased employee, whose father is dead or is an 
invalid, and who was supported by, and a member of the family of, such 
deceased grandparent at the time of the accident. (c) A dependent child 
or orphan shall be considered to mean an unmarried child under the age 
of eighteen year, or one over that age who is physically or mentally in- 
capacitated from earning. (d) The term “employer” as used herein shall 
mean every person not excluded by section 263 of this title who employs 
another to perform a service for hire and to whom the “employer” directly 
pays wages, and shall include any person or corporation, co-partnership, 
or association, or group thereof, and shall if the employer is insured, 
include his insurer as far as applicable and shall not include one who reg- 
ularly employs a number less than eight in any business. (e) The term “phy- 
sician” shall include “surgeon”, and in either case shall mean one author- 
jzed by law to practice his profession within one of the United States 
and in good standing in his profession at the time. (f) The term “work- 
man” shall include the plural and all ages and both sexes. (g) The terms 
“employee” and “workman” are used interchangeably and have the same 
meaning throughout this chapter, and shall be construed to mean the same. 
(h) The terms “wages,” and “weekly wages,” and such expression shall, in 
all cases, unless the context clearly indicates a different meaning, be con- 
strued to mean “average weekly earnings.” Every person, not excluded by 
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section 263 of this title in the service of another under any contract of hire, 
express or implied, oral or written, includes aliens, and also includes 
minors who are legally permitted to work under the laws of the state. Any 
reference herein to a workman or employee shall, where the employee is 
dead, include a reference to his dependents, as herein defined if the con- 
text so requires. (i) The word “accident” as used in the phrases “personal 
injuries due to accident” or “injuries or death caused by accident” in 
articles 1 and 2 of this chapter shall, unless a different meaning is clearly 
indicated by the context, be construed to mean an unexpected or unfore- 
seen event, happening suddenly and violently, with or ‘without human 
fault, and producing at the time injury to the physical structure of the body 
by accidental means. (j) Without otherwise affecting either the meaning or 
interpretation of the abridged clause, injuries by an accident arising out of 
and in the course of his employment, it is hereby declared: Not to cover 
workmen except while engaged in, or about the premises where their serv- 
ices are being performed, or where their service requires their presence as 
a part of such service at the time of the accident, and during the hours 
of service of such workmen, and shall not include an injury caused by the 
act of a third person or fellow employee intended to injure the employee 
because of reasons personal to him, and not directed against him as an 
employee, or because of his employment, and it shall not include a disease 
unless the disease results proximately from the accident. (k) Wherever in 
articles 1 and 2 of this chapter, the singular is used, the plural shall be 
included; where the masculine gender is used, the feminine and neuter 
shall be included. (1) Amputations between the elbow and wrist shall be 
considered as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and the amputation 
between the knee and ankle shail be considered as the equivalent of the 
loss of a foot. (m) “The court” as used, herein shall mean the circuit court 
which would have jurisdiction in an ordinary civil case. involving a claim 
for the injuries or death in question, and “the judge” shall mean a judge 
of said court. 


Article 1 of this chapter shall not apply in cases where article 2 be- 
comes operative in accordance with the provisions thereof, but shall apply in 
all other cases, and in such cases shall be in extension or modification of the 
common law.” 


“Section 263 - Articles 1 and 2 of chapter not applicable to certain 
employments.— Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter shall not be construed or 
held to apply to any common carrier doing an interstate business while en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, or to domestic servants, farm laborers, or 
persons whose employment at the time of the injury is casual, and not in 
the usual course of the trade, business, profession or occupation of the 
employer, or to any employer, who regularly employs less than eight em- 
ployees in any one business or to any county, city, town, village or school 
district. Any employer who regularly employs less than eight employees in 
any one business or any county, city, town, village or school district may 
accept the provisions of articles 1 and 2 of this chapter by filing written 
notice thereof with the department of industrial relations and with the pro- 
bate judge of each county in which said employer is located or does 
business, said notice to be recorded by the judge of probate for which he

Relating to public schools; empowering local school boards of the 
state to further regulate the manner, method, and procedure for teaching 
in the classrooms of the public schools; and further empowering local 
school boards to prescribe schedules, classes, subjects and sessions for 
public school pupils under their jurisdiction. 


Amend the bill further by striking therefrom entirely Sections 3, 
4, and 5, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 3. All city, county, or other local school boards of this 
state are empowered to prescribe and schedule the times and places for 
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teaching all subjects in the public schools within their jurisdiction with 
respect to class or classes; grade or grades; or any course or courses 
and all extra curricula activity under supervision of the public schools as 
the board may in its discretion consider helpful to the teaching and learning 
pincers of the pupils involved and to be in the best interest of the 
school. 


Section 4. Such boards may further prescribe that certain classes 
or certain subjects shall be taught in morning and afternoon sessions; that 
certain grades shall be taught in morning or afternoon sessions, and may 
in its discretion assign pupils to such sessions as it may consider ad- 
visable or it may designate the school principal or other teacher or officer 
of the school to make such assignments. 


Section 5. It is the purpose and intent of this Act to vest and re-

AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL NO. 675 


Amend Section 3.15 of Section 1 of House Bill 675 so that said Sec- 
tion 3.15 will read as follows: 


Section 3.15. Meetings, passage of ordinances, etc. - The council 
shall hold regular public meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at a 
regular hour to be fixed by the order of said council from time to time 
and publicly announced; it may hold such adjourned, called, special or 
other meetings as the business of the city may require. The President of 
the council when present shall preside at all meetings of said council. Five 
members of the council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
any and every power conferred upon said council, and the affirmative 
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vote of at least five members of the council shall be necessary and suffi- 
cient for the passage of any resolution, by-law or ordinance, or the trans- 
action of any business of any sort by the said council or the exercise of 
any of the powers conferred upon it by the terms of this Act or by law 
or which may hereafter be conferred upon it. No resolution, by-law or 
ordinance granting any franchise, appropriating any money for any pur- 
pose, providing for any public improvements, any regulation concerning 
the public health, or of any other general or permanent nature except the 
proclamation of quarantine, shall be enacted except at a regular public 
meeting of said council or an adjournment thereof. Every ordinance intro- 
duced at any and every such meeting shall be in writing and read before 
any vote thereon shall be taken, and the yeas and nays thereon shall be 
recorded; provided that if the vote of all councilmen present be unanimous 
it may be so stated in the journal without recording the ayes and nays. 
A record of the proceedings of every meeting of the council shall be kept, 
and every resolution or ordinance passed by the council must be recorded 
and the record of the proceedings of the meeting shall, when approved by 
the council, be signed by the President of the council and the city clerk. 
Such record shall be kept available for inspection by all citizens of such 
city at all reasonable times. No ordinance of permanent operation shall be 
passed at the meeting at which it was introduced except by unanimous 
consent of all members of the council present, and such unanimous con- 
sent shall be shown by the aye and nay votes entered upon the minutes of 
said meeting, provided, however, that if all members of the council pres- 
ent vote for the passage of the ordinance and their names are so entered of 


record as voting in favor thereof, it shall be construed as giving unanimous 
consent to the action upon such ordinance at the meeting at which it is 
introduced. Publication of ordinances shall be governed by Alabama Code of 
1940, Section 462, as amended, ‘litle 37. Provided aii ordinances vr resolu- 
tions, after having been passed by the council, shail by the clerk, be transmit- 
ted, within forty-eight hours after their passage, to the mayor, or acting 
mayor, for his consideration, who, if he shall approve thereof, shall sign and 
return the same to the clerk, who shall publish them, and such ordinances 
and resolutions shall thereupon have the force of law; but the council 
may provide that they shall be effective from approval. An ordinance or 
resolution may be recalled from the mayor at any time before it has be- 
come a law, or has been acted on by him, by a resolution adopted by a 
majority of the members elected to the council, in regular or special ses- 
sion. If the mayor shall disapprove of any ordinance or resolution transmit- 
ted to him as aforesaid, he shall, within ten days of the time of its pas- 
sage by the council, return the same to the clerk with his objections in 
writing, and the clerk shall make report thereof to the next regular 
meeting of the city council, and if two-thirds of the members elected to 
the said council shall adhere to said ordinance or resolution, notwithstand- 
ing said objections, said vote being taken by yeas and nays and spread 
upon the minutes, then, and not otherwise, said ordinance or resolution 
shall, after publication thereof, have the force of law, unless by its 
terms it was to take affect on its approval, in which event, it shall take 
effect upon its passage over such veto. The failure of the mayor to re- 
turn to the city clerk an ordinance or resolution with his veto within ten 
days after its passage by the council shall operate and have the same effect 
as an approval of the same, and the city clerk shall publish the same as is 
herein provided for the publication of laws and ordinances of said city. 
Every ordinance and resolution, providing for appropriations and budgets, 
shall be submitted to the mayor as ordinances are above provided to be 
submitted, and may be approved in part and vetoed as to specific items, 
to be mentioned by the mayor in his veto message; in which case there 
shall first be submitted to the council at its next regular meeting the 
question: ‘Shall the ordinance pass, the veto of the mayor notwithstand- 
ing?’ and in the event that two-thirds of the members elected to the council 
do not vote for the passage of the ordinance the veto notwithstanding, 
there shall then be submitted the question: ‘Shall the ordinance stand as 
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approved by the mayor?’ and if a majority of those elected to the council 
vote in the affirmative the law as amended and approved by the mayor 
shall have the force and effect of law as in other cases, otherwise such 
appropriation ordinance or budget shall be defeated. Anything in this sec- 
tion to the contrary notwithstanding, the Mayor shall not have the power 
of veto over appointments of the council or over any action of the coun- 
cil relating to an investigation as provided for in Section 8.03

The referendum elec- 
tion may be called at any time by the council of the city with concurrence 
of the mayor or shall be called by the mayor upon presentation of a peti- 
tion of not less than 3,000 qualified electors of the city duly certified 
presented to the mayor who shall call the election or in any event an 
election shall be called not later than the general election of the State of 
Alabama in November 1964. 
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The referendum shall be held and conducted as nearly as may be 
in accordance with the general laws of the State regulating and governing 
municipal bond elections. The questions to be stated on the ballot shall be 
substantially as follows: “Do you favor amendment of the Mayor-Council 
law as provided in Act No... H. 675 Regular Session 1963? Yes ( ) 
No (_ ).” If a majority of the electors of the city who vote in the referen- 
dum vote “Yes”, sections 3.15 and 4.06 subsection 9 of this Act shall take 
effect immediately; if a majority vote “No”, such section and subsection 
shall not take effect. The results of the election shall be certified and can- 
vassed and returned in accord with the general laws of the State and no- 
tices and other procedural requirements shall follow gemeral laws of the 
State relative Municipal bond elections.

Section 4. No tax levied by the State in the recording of mortgages 
of whatever kind filed for record in the Probate Court in any County in 
the State shall be levied upon or collected from any bank, Savings and 
Loan Association or insurance company unless the said tax shall be appli- 
cable to and collected from all banks, banking institutions, Savings and 
rere Associations, and insurance companies doing business in the State of

To provide for the establishment, maintenance, and operation of a 
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trade school for the prison system of Alabama at Draper Prison, and to 
provide an appropriation therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Alabama State Board of Education in cooperation 
with the Alabama Board of Corrections shall establish and maintain a 
trade school at Draper Prison, Speigner, Alabama, for the purpose of 
training young men detained there in useful occupations, and to pre- 
pare them to take their place as useful citizens in our society. 


Section 2. The school to be established under this Act shall be con- 
structed, leased, equipped, improved, enlarged and maintained by the 
Board of Corrections of the State of Alabama within the confines of 
Draper Prison. The State Board of Education shall provide the equip- 
ment, supplies and materials for the operation of such trade school and 
shall staff the same with adequate teachers and instructors. The enrollment 
shall be selected by the Board of Corrections, with the advice and counsel 
of the State Board of Education, and the curriculum and training shall be 
established by the State Board of Education, with the advice and counsel 
of the Board of Corrections. 


Section 8. For the purpose of constructing, altering, remodeling and 
repairing buildings and preparing building sites for the trade or technical 
ach ool provided for by this Act there is hereby authorized the use of any 
bond issues, appropriations, grants, gifts, or any other funds which may be 
made available to the Board of Corrections from any source whatsoever. 
All buildings to be constructed, altered, remodeled, or repaired for the 
purpose of providing the physical facilities for such trade schooi shaii be 
under the supervision and direction of the Building Commission of 1945, 
or any agency designated by the Legislature as its successor, and no funds 
shall be expended for such purpose without approval of the Building Com- 
mission. 


Section 4. If any funds specifically provided by the Legislature for 
the establishment and maintenance of trade schools are insufficient to 
carry out the provisions of this Act, there is then hereby appropriated for 
the purpose of the establishment and maintenance of the physical facilities 
of the trade school hereby provided for, so much as may be necessary of 
the revenues and income of the State Board of Corrections derived by ap- 
propriations, farming operations, prison industries, or otherwise. There is 
hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, 
or any other funds available to the State Board of Education, by appro- 
priation or otherwise, such funds as may be necessary for equipment, 
supplies, materials, teaching staff, to be approved by the Board of Cor- 
rections, and other operational costs incident to the operation and man- 
agement of such trade school which by this Act is the obligation of the 
State Board of Education. 


Section 5. The State Board of Education and the State Board of 


Corrections shall proceed forthwith to establish the trade school as pro- 
vided in this Act. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning: “city” means the City of Jasper in Walker County; “em- 
ployee” means any person, including firemen and policemen and employees 
of the street department, not excepted by Section 8 of this Act who is 
regularly employed in the service of the City of Jasper; “board”? means 
the civil service board created by this Act; “appointing authority” means 
the case of employees in the offices of the elected officers of the city, 
such elected officer; in the case of all other city employees, the city gov- 
erning body, or the board or other agency supervising their work. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers and 
employees in the service of the city or any board, agency or instrumentality 
thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of appointive boards, 
commissions, and committees; (c) all employees of the city board of edu- 
cation; (d) attorneys, physicians, surgeons, nurses and dentists employed in 
their professional capacities; (e) the judge of any court; (f) independent 
contractors receiving their remuneration from public funds under con- 
tracts awarded by competitive bidding; (g) any person whose employ- 
ment is subject to the approval of the United States government or any 
agency thereof; (h) employees of the waterworks and gas board or any 
other board or commission created by the city governing body.

Section 6. Members of the Board shall not be entitled to any com- 
pensation. However, the board shall have power to appoint clerical as- 
sistance and engage legal counsel of its own choice, who shall be paid by 
the city.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following officers of Shelby County shall be entitled 
to receive compensation as follows: 


(a) For the judge of probate, an annual salary of $12,000; 
(b) For the sheriff, an annual salary of $11,000; 

(c) For the tax assessor, an annual salary of $9,000; 

(d) For the tax collector, an annual salary of $9,000; 


(e) For the clerk of the circuit court for the performance of the 
duties of his office and the duties of the register in chancery and ex-offi- 
cio clerk of Shelby County Law and Equity Court, an annual salary of

Such salaries shall be paid in lieu of all other compensation heretofore 
provided by law, and shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of the 
general fund of the county. 


Section 2. All fees, commissions, allowances, percentages, and 
other charges heretofore collected for the use of the judge of probate, 
sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, circuit clerk, register in chancery, and 
ex-officio clerk of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court, hereafter 
shall be collected and paid into the general fund of the county. 
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Section 8. The board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or 
other like governing body of Shelby County shall provide the judge of pro- 
bate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, circuit clerk, register, and ex- 
officio clerk of the Shelby County Law and Equity Court with such cleri- 
cal assistance, deputies, quarters, books, stationery, furniture, equip- 
ment, postage, travel expenses and such other conveniences and supplies as 
such governing body may consider necessary for the proper and effi- 
cient conduct of their respective offices. Each of said officers shall have 
the authority to appoint such clerical assistants and deputies as shall be au- 
thorized for his office and such clerical assistants shall serve at the pleas- 
ure of the appointing authority.

This Act shall become effective upon the approval of an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the Legislature to 
fix, alter, and regulate the costs and charges of courts in Shelby County, 
and the fees, commission, percentages, allowances or salary of, and the 
method of compensating any officer of Shelby County; and upon the ap- 
proval of this Act by a majority of the electors of Shelby County voting in 
a referendum to be held on the same day as the first state-wide, general, 
special or primary election that is held after the expiration of three 
months from final adjournment of the 1963 regular session of the Legisla- 
ture.

No person shall be 
eligible for the office of judge unless he is, at the time of his appointment 
or election, a qualified elector of Butler County, learned in the law, and 
has been licensed to practice law in this State for two years. The judge 
and his partner shall not practice law in the court therein established, nor 
participate in any case appealed from such court, but they shall be free to 
practice in all other courts and engage in the general practice of law. Any 
vacancy occurring in the office of judge shall be filled by appointment as 
provided in Section 158 of the Constitution. (d) The judge shall receive an 
annual salary of $4,800 payable out of the general fund of the county in 
equal monthly installments as the salaries of other county officers are 
paid. (e) The judge shall have authority to: (1) grant writs of certiorari, 
supersedeas, quo warranto, mandamus, and all other remedial and original 
writs which are granted by the circuit judges; (2) grant writs of injunc- 
tions and ne exeat: (2) administer oaths and take acknowledgments: (4) 
issue search warrants; (5) exercise such other powers, jurisdiction, or au- 
thority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law upon circuit judges, 
judges of juvenile and county courts, and justices of the peace. _Pro- 
vided, however, the judge shall not have or exercise the powers, jurisdic- 
tion, or authority of equity courts except in suits involving the custody of 
children. (f) The judge shall be provided, at the expense of the county, with 
such office supplies, stationery, stamps, and other materials as may be 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the court. (g) In the event 
the judge is disqualified or unable to act, a special judge shall be ap- 
pointed as provided in Section 160 of the Constitution and Section 124 of 
Title 13 of the 1940 Code.”

At least three written sealed, competitive bids shall be obtained on 
all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual serv- 
ices when the amount involved is two hundred dollars or more. If the pro- 
posed purchase or contract involves an amount less than two hundred dol- 
lars, the purchase may be made either on the basis of sealed bids or in 
the open market. It shall be a violation of this section to divide or other- 
wise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than two hundred 
dollars for the purpose of evading the requirements of this section. Invita- 
tions for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board in the county courthouse 
at least ten days prior to the meeting at which the purchase is to be 
made. In the amount of the proposed purchase or the proposed contract is 
in excess of two hundred dollars, written notice by registered mail, with 
return reccipt requested shall he given to at least three merchants or 
dealers in the goods or materials to be purchased, where notice is of a 
contract to be let to at least three contractors engaged in the type work 
contemplated.

The purchasing agent shall obtain 
information from the Division of Puchases and Stores of the State Depart- 
ment of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by competitive bids; 
and if the state price is less than the lowest bid received, and if the de- 
livery date is reasonable, all bids shall be rejected and the purchase shall 
be negotiated through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with names 
of the bidders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Each record, 
with the successful bid indicated thereon, and with reasons for the 
award if not awarded to the lowest bidder shall, after the award be 
open to public inspection. In the event of a sale, trade, or other disposi- 
tion of any property of the county of any nature or kind the procedure 
as outlined herein as it relates to the obtaining of written, sealed com- 
petitive bids shall be followed, and such sale, trade, or disposition of the 
property of the county shall be made in accordance with the most ad- 
vantageous offer made.

The board of registrars shall prepare or 
cause to be prepared a list of qualified electors who are entitled to vote 
at the election. 


(E) The election must be conducted in all respects as provided by 
the General Election Laws and under the same sanctions and penalties, ex- 
cept as modified by the provisions of this Act.

Section 1. The Lauderdale County Inferior Court created by Act 
dated September 15, 1961, is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. All cases now pending in said Lauderdale County In- 
ferior Court hereby abolished shall be transferred to the court created by 
this Act, together with all papers and judgment entries pertaining to said 
cases, and further proceedings thereon had in said court as if such case 
or cases had originated therein. 


Section 8. There is hereby established a court in and for said

Section 5. The court established by this Act shall have original 
criminal jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in Lauderdale County 
and all peace proceedings commenced in said county; and it shall have 
preliminary jurisdiction of all felony, bastardy, and peace proceedings 
cases and of all other criminal and quasi-criminal proceedings cognizable 
in justice of peace courts and of all cases arising under Article 3, Chapter 
4, Title 34, Code of Alabama, 1940. 


Section 6. In all criminal cases in this court hereby established, 
wherein justices of the peace had jurisdiction prior to October 1, 1961, 
there shall not be charged a solicitor’s fee. In all other criminal cases 
solicitor’s fees shall be taxed and collected as provided for under the gen- 
eral laws of the State of Alabama for criminal cases. 


Section 7. The judge of the Lauderdale County Court must be a 
resident and qualified elector of Lauderdale County, admitted to the 
practice of law in the State of Alabama and not less than 80 years of age. 
The county governing body shall, immediately after this Act becomes effec- 
tive, and at such times as a vacancy may occur, appoint a qualified 
person to serve as judge of the Lauderdale County Court until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified as herein provided. A judge of the court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Lauderdale County at the 
general election in November 1964, and every six years thereafter. He 
shall hold office for a term of six years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January next after his election, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. The Judge shall be entitled to carry on a general 
practice of law; provided, however, that he shall not act as attorney in 
any matter previously heard in this court nor shall he practice criminal 
law in any court in Lauderdale County, Alabama.

The Circuit Court Clerk of Lauderdale County shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the Lauderdale County Court. Said Clerk shall have the 
power to issue search warrants and shall also have all the powers and 
authority, both ministerial and judicial, which are now or which may 
hereafter be vested in theclerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County. Said clerk shall be entitled to fees in all civil causes as herein- 
after set out in section 18 and in all criminal cases the clerk shall be en- 
titled to the same fees, and shall be paid in the same manner as are now 
or may hereafter be allowed to ex-officio clerks of county courts, law and 
equity courts and courts of like jurisdiction under the general laws of the 
State of Alabama. The county governing body may require a bond of the 
clerk not to exceed Five Thousand ($5,000) Dollars. 


Section 10. The clerk of the Lauderdale County Court shall keep a 
docket book or books in which he shall make fair and accurate entries 
of all causes brought before the court, and shall keep minutes of all the 
proceedings, including the service and return of process, the appearance 
of such parties as may appear, the fact of trial, the judgment, including 
damages, fine and sentence, with costs separately stated, the issuing of 
execution and to whom issued, with the date thereof and the return 
thereon, and a memorandum of the items of all costs, including witness 
fees, which shall be in the same amount and paid in the same manner 
as now exists in the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County. The docket or 
a certified copy thereof shall be evidence of the matters therein stated. 


The clerk shall also be under the duty to do any and all other 
on or incident to the efficient operation of the court created 
y this Act. 


Section 11. Said court shall be in session continuously from day to 
day. Cases may be set for trial at any time. The clerk of said court shall 
keep and maintain a trial calendar and the placing of any case on said 
trial calendar with the date of trial shall be notice to all persons. 


Section 12. (a) A civil action shall be commenced by the filing 
of a statement of a claim, including the last known address of the defen- 
dant, in concise form and free from technicalities. 


(b) A notice to appear shall be served on the defendant to which 
shall be attached a copy of the verified statement of claim, and such 
service shall be sufficient to give the court jurisdiction of the premises. 
The time for appearance shall be not more than ten days from the date 
of the service of said notice, after which time a hearing on the claim 
shall be had. All processes issued by the court shall be served by the 
Sheriff of Lauderdale County or by Registered or Certified mail with 
return receipt, or by any person not a party to or otherwise interested in 
the suit, especially appointed by the judge for that purpose. For the services 
of such processes, the Sheriff shall receive the same fees as are allowed 
by law to him for similar services performed in the Circuit Court. 


(c) When notice is served by Registered or Certified mail, the clerk 
shall enclose a copy of the statement of claim, verification, if any there 
be, and notice in an envelope addressed to the defendant, at his last 
known address, prepay the postage and mail the same forthwith, noting on 
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the record the day and hour of mailing. When the return receipt in- 
dicating that delivery has been made to the defendant is received, the 
clerk shall attach the same to the original statement of claim and it shall 
constitute prima facie evidence of service upon the defendant. 


d) When service is by a private individual, as above provided, he 
shall make proof of service by an affidavit, showing the time and place 
of service on the defendant. 


(e) The plaintiff shall be entitled to a judgment by default, without 
further proof, upon failure of defendant to appear as ordered by the 
court. When the claim of the plaintiff is verified and for a liquidated 
amount damages may be assessed without further proof; when the amount 
is unliquidated, plaintiff shall be required to present proof of his damages. 


Section 18. The clerk shall be allowed a fee of $3.50 in all cases in 
which the matter in controversy does not exceed $100.00 and in all 
cases in which the matter in controversy exceeds $100.00, the clerk shall 
be allowed a fee of $6.00; provided, however, that in all proceedings of 
garnishment, replevin, and attachment the fee allowable to the clerk shall 
be $7.00. In addition to all other costs, the clerk shall collect the sum of 
Fifty Cents ($.50) per case library tax. 


Section 14. (a) On the return day or within ten days thereafter, 
as the judge may designate, the trial shall be had. Imediately prior to 
the trial of any case, the judge shall make earnest effort to settle the 
controversy by conciliation. If the judge fails to induce the parties to 
settle their differences without a trial, he shall proceed with a hearing 
Ol UNE INeLr1us. 


(b) The judge shall conduct the trial in such manner as to do sub- 
stantial justice between the parties according to the rules of substantive 
law, and all rules and regulations relating to pleading, practice and pro- 
cedure shall be liberally construed so as to administer justice. 


(c) If the plaintiff fails to appear, the suit may be dismissed for 
want of prosecution, or defendant may proceed to a trial on the merits, 
or the case may be continued, as the judge may direct. If both parties 
fail to appear, the judge may continue the case, or order the same dis- 
missed for want of prosecution, or may make any other just and proper 
disposition thereof as justice may require. 


Section 15. The judge of said court shall forthwith from time to 
time make rules for a simple, inexpensive and speedy procedure to ef- 
fectuate the purposes of this Act and shall have full power to prescribe, 
modify and improve the civil forms to be used therein, including forms 
of writs of attachment, garnishment and replevin. All rules and forms 
authorized by this section shall be effective upon approval of the presiding 
judge of the Circuit Court in which Lauderdale County is located. 


Section 16. (a) Judgment of the Lauderdale County Court may 
be recorded in the same manner, under the same conditions and, when so 
registered, shall have the same effect as judgments in circuit courts. 


(b) Upon judgment being entered in any cause, execution may there- 
upon be issued against the party against whom the judgment is rendered 
for the amount of such judgment and costs, and such execution shall be 
directed to any sheriff or constable of the State of Alabama, and shall 
be of full force throughout the State. 


Section 17. Prosecution for misdemeanors committed in Lauder- 
dale County may be commenced in this court by making an affidavit 
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before the judge or clerk of said court, writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the clerk and when the defendant is arrested on such affidavit, said 
cause shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant 
had been indicted by a grand jury. An amendment of the affidavit with- 
out the defendant’s consent shall entitle the defendant to a continuance. 


Section 18. There shall be no right to trial by jury in the Lauder- 
dale County Court, either in civil or criminal cases. 


Section 19. Appeals may be had to the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County from judgments returned in the Lauderdale County Court, in the 
same manner that appeals may be taken from judgments in justice 
of the peace courts, and all provisions of law which apply to and govern ap- 
peals from justice of the peace courts, shall also apply to and govern 
appeals from the Lauderdale County Court. 


Section 20. The county governing body shall furnish suitable quar- 
ters for the court hereby established and provide the necessary forms, 
books, records, stationery, equipment and supplies required for the effi- 
cient functioning of the court. 


Section 21. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 22. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 23. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the 
month succeeding its passage into law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections I, II, and VII of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the 
Regular Session of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, p. 298), which creates and 
establishes the countywide civil service system in Mobile County, are here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


“Section I. Definitions. In this Act, words used in the maculine 
gender include the feminine and neuter genders, and words used in the 
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neuter gender include the masculine and feminine genders. The following 
words, terms and phrases, wherever used in this Act, shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section unless the context 
plainly indicates a contrary meaning: ‘Committee’ means the Supervisory 
Committee created by this Act. ‘Board’ or ‘The Board’ means the Person- 
nel Board created by this Act. ‘Municipality’ or ‘Such Municipality’ or 
‘City’ means a duly incorporated town, village, or city within Mobile 
County. ‘Director’ means the Personnel Director created by this Act. 
‘Appointing Authority’, or ‘Appointing Power’ means a person, officer, 
board, commission, or other body or person whose lawful jurisdiction or 
powers are confined wholly or primarily within the territorial limits of 
Mobile County, or any incorporated city or town therein, and who or 
which have the power to make appointments to offices or positions of 
employment or trust in any of the Classified Service as in this Act de- 
fined. ‘Employee’ or Appointee’ means a person in the Classified Service 
herein set up and appointed by an appointing authority, unless herein 
specifically excepted. The ‘Classified Service’ includes all offices, positions, 
and employment in Mobile County or any such city therein as these of- 
fices, positions and employment now exist or as they may hereafter exist, 
the holders of which are paid whether by salary, wages, or fees in whole 
or in part from public funds of Mobile County or any such city, or the 
holders of which receive their compensation from any elected official or 
Appointing Authority and perform duties pertaining to the office of such 
elected official or officer, or other Appointing Power, except those placed 
in the ‘Unclassified Service’ by Section Two hereof. ‘Employment Register’ 
means records containing names of those persons who have successfully 
completed their prescribed tests, listed and ranked in order of their final 
earned average from the highest to the lowest ‘Roster’ means records of 
persons in the Classified Service, containing information as to their ser- 
vice. ‘Test’? means written and/or oral examinations and/or other meihuds 
established by rules and regulations of the Board and/or the Director as 
herein provided, to determine the merit, efficiency, and general fitness 
of applicants for positions. ‘Public Hearings’ means a meeting of the 
Board, open to the public, whereat any citizen, taxpayer, or party at 
interest may appear and be heard subject to such rules and regulations as 
may be fixed by the Board. ‘Public Record’ means a record which the 
public shall have the right to inspect in a reasonable manner during ordi- 
nary business hours. ‘Rules’ means the regulations adopted by the Board 
for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


Section II. Unclassified Service: The following shall be in the Un- 
classified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, in case of 
death, resignation, or removal, their legal substitute; (2) Where by present 
law official duties of any officer mentioned in subdivision One of this 
Section are or may be performed by a chief assistant appointed by him, 
such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, teachers and instructors 
in the Public Schools engaged in teaching and/or supervising teaching, 
and all employes of the Mobile County School Board; (4) The Personnel 
Director provided for by this Act; (5) Independent contractors receiv- 
ing their remuneration from public funds under contracts awarded by 
competitive bidding; (6) Persons in the ‘Classified Service’ within the mean- 
ing of and subject to the State of Alabama merit system under any present 
or future law, and so long as any such law remains effective. (7) Common 
laborers not engaged in regular employment. (8) Attorneys, physicians, 
surgeons, and dentists employed in their professional capacities. (9) The 
Judge of any Court. (10) Members of Board who are not employed on a 
full time basis and are not required to devote their services exculsively 
to such counties and cities therein. (11) Any person whose employment is 
subject to the approval of the United States Government or of any agency 
thereof. (12) Interns, student technicians, and student nurses while under- 
going training in a hospital maintained by public funds. 


“Section VII. Personnel Board: The Personnel Board shall consist 
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of three members designated respectively as Member Number One, Mem- 
ber Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom shall be 
over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, a bona 
fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall not, 
when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date of 
his appointment have held any Mobile County or City public office, nor 
have been a candidate for such. If any person actively solicits a position 
on such Board, the Committee may, for this reason, refuse to consider 
his appointment. The Board shall meet once a month on dates to be 
fixed by its Rules and Regulations and as much oftener as shall be neces- 
sary for the orderly dispatch of its business.

In the event of a vacancy on the Board occasioned by death, resignation, 
impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the Super- 
visory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board for the then un- 
expired term. Each Member shall receive twenty dollars for each meeting 
of the Board attended by him provided no Member shall receive more 
than Eighty Dollars ($80.00) compensation for services during any one 
month. This compensation shall be paid as provided in Section 80 hereof. 
It shall be the duty of the Board as a body: (1) To select a Personnel 
Director as hereinafter provided in Section 9 of this Act. (2) After a 
Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt and amend Rules and regulations 
for the administration of this Act, as hereinafter provided.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. APPLICABILITY AND PURPOSE OF ACT: This act 
shall apply only in Moble County. The purpose of this act is to facilitate 
the use of public records in property transactions in Mobile County by 
providing for the installation of an improved system of indexing and re- 
cording instruments and documents affecting the title to real and personal 
BrOper sy that are recorded in the office of the judge of probate of said 
county. 


Section 2. DEFINITIONS. The following words and phrases, in- 
cluding the plural of any thereof, whenever used in this act, shall have 
the following respective meanings: 


“The County” means Mobile County, Alabama. 


“The probate office’ means the office of the judge of probate of 
the county. 


“Code” means the Code of Alabama of 1940. 


“Effective installation date’ means the date designated by the judge 
of probate of the county as the date when a substantial portion of the 
improved indexing and recording system herein provided for shall have 
been first placed in effective and practical operation. 


“Miscellaneous instrument” means any instrument or document af- 
fecting the title to real property that may have been recorded in the 
probate office, prior to the effective installation date, in a volume of 
miscellaneous instruments bearing the designation “Miscellaneous Book”, or 
some similar designation, as distinguished from a Deed Book or Mort- 
gage Book; but shall not include any instrument filed for record after the 
effective installation date. 


“Real property instrument” means and includes any instrument or 
document affecting the title to real property that may be now or hereafter 
filed for record in the probate office pursuant to the applicable require- 
ments of the laws of this state, including, but without limitation to, Articles 
10 and 11 of Chapter 3 of Title 47 of the Code and all statutes pro- 
viding for the filing and recording of notices or statements of liens of 
any kind, notices of Lis Pendens, declarations of claims of exemptions, 
certificates of judgment, and plats or maps showing subdivisions of real 
estate: but shall not include any miscellaneous instrument. 


“General property instrument” means a real property instrument that 
affects the title to personal property as well as real property. 
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“Personal property instrument” means any instrument or document 
affecting the title to personal property only (as distinguished from real 
property) that may be now or hereafter filed for record in the probate 
office, in accordance with the applicable requirements of the laws of this 
state, including particularly said Articles 10 and 11. 


“Improving indexing and recording system” means a system of index- 
ing and recording real property instruments, miscellaneous instruments, 
and personal property instruments in the probate office and in the dis- 
cretion of the governing body of the county, of recording other in- 
struments and documents in the probate office, which system when com- 
pleted, will consist of the following: (a) the following microphotographed 
copies; (ii) microphographed copies of all real property instruments (or of 
the record of such instruments) at any time filed for record in the pro- 
bate office, such copies to be arranged chronologically, according to the 
date of the filing for record of the original instruments, in drawers or 
cabinets which shall be separated into different classifications indicating 
generally the nature of the instruments recorded in such drawer or cabinet, 
such classifications to be designated by the Judge of Probate of the 
county and to include such classifications as “Deeds”, “Mortgages”, “Me- 
chanics” and “Materialmen’s Liens”, “Judgments” and the like; (ii) mi- 
erophotographed copies of all miscellaneous instruments (or the record of 
such instruments) that are of record in the probate office on the effective 
installation date and of all personal property instruments (or of the record of 
such instruments) at any time filed for record in the probate office, such 
copies to be arranged chronologically, according to the date of the filing 
for record of the original instruments, on reels of microfilm filed in cabinets 
or other suitable receptacles; and (iii) in the discretion of the governing 
body of the couniy, evidenced by a resolution or resclutions adopted by 
such governing body, microphotographed copies of any or all of the fol- 
lowing records and instruments (or the record thereof) at any time filed for 
record, recorded or made an official record in the probate office: certifi- 
eates of incorporation amendment and dissolution pertaining to corpora- 
tions, and any other documents properly recorded in the incorporation 
Records of the county. Wills, and Records of Adoptions, Legitimations, 
Marriage Licenses, Administrator’s Accounts and Tax Sales; (b) a direct 
and reverse index of all real property instruments at any time filed for 
record in the probate office, set up as a card or strip index in strict 
alphabetical order based upon all the letters in a name and not merely 
upon the first letter thereof, the names to be indexed to include not only 
those of the grantor and grantee in such real property instruments but 
the names of all persons referred to in each affidavit that is a real prop- 
erty instrument and, in the case of each map that is a real property 
instrument, the name assigned on such map to any subdivision platted 
therein and the name of any person signing the map as owned of the 
land therein platted; (c) a direct and reverse index of miscellaneous in- 
struments of record in the probate office on the effective installation date 
and of all general property instruments and personal property instruments 
at any time filed for record in the peoknte office, set up as a card or 
strip index in strict alphabetical order based upon all the letters in a 
name and not merely upon the first letter of, which index may, in the 
discretion of the governing body of the county evidenced by a resolu- 
tion or resolutions adopted by such governing body, and to the extent 
provided in any such resolution, be expanded into a general name index 
covering all records in the probate office other than records of real prop- 
erty instruments and (d) equipment necessary and suitable to prepare and 
contain the microphotographed records and the indexes hereinabove re- 
ferred to, and to view in enlarged size the said microphotographed records. 
The card or strip indexes referred to in clauses (b) and (c) of the fore- 
going sentence shall contain the items of information specified for indexes 
in Section 285 of Title 13 of the Code, and the index referred to in 
said clause (b) may, in the discretion of the Judge of Probate of the 
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county, contain also a brief description of, or other reference to, any 
real estate described in any instrument that is indexed. Each of said in- 
dexes may be closed from time to time into separate chronological per- 
iods to be designated by said Judge of Probate. 


“Initial installation costs” means the costs of the initial installation of 
an improved indexing and recording system and shall be deemed to include 
all expenses incurred in the issuance of warrants to finance such instal- 
lation, including fees of fiscal agents and attorneys. 


Section 3. INSTALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF SYSTEM. 
The court of county commissioners board of revenue, or like gov- 
erning body of the county is hereby authorized, directed and required to 
provide for the installation, and thereafter for the maintenance of an im- 
proved indexing and recording system in the probate office of the county. 
The initial installation of the improved indexing and recording system shall 
include the following( (a) the acquisition of the equipment provided for in 
clause (d) of the definition hereinabove set forth of an improved indexing 
and recording system; (b) the microphotographing and filing in drawers, 
cabinets and other receptacles of the public records of all real property 
instruments, personal property instruments, and miscellaneous instruments 
that are of record in the probate office of the county on the effective 
installation date and of any other then existing records in the probate 
office the inclusion of which in the improved recording and indexing system 
may be provided for by resolution of the governing body of the county; 
(c) the establishment of procedures for the continued microphotographing 
and filing of all instruments and records that will, after the effective 
installation date, constitute a part of the improved indexing and recording 
system; and (d) the establishment of the card or strip indexes referred 
to in clauses (b) and (c) of the aforesaid definition of an improved in- 
dexing and recording system, with respect to instruments of record on 
the effective installation date, and the establishment of procedures for the 
continued indexing in said card or strip indexes of all instruments and 
records that will thereafter form a part of the improved indexing and 
recording system, as herein provided. The initial installation of the improved 
indexing and recording system shall be performed by a person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the records management business and experienced 
in setting up county records; and such initial installation shall be super- 
vised and inspected by an employee of the county who is experienced in 
handling records pertaining to abstracts and titles. Following its installa- 
tion in the county, the improved indexing and recording system shall be 
thereafter maintained in the county and all real property instruments, 
general property instruments, and personal property instruments and other 
documents and records herein provided to constitute a part of said system 
that may be thereafter filed for record or recorded in the probate office 
of the county shall be photographed, recorded, and indexed in accord- 
ance with the aforesaid improved indexing and recording system. Each real 
property instrument and each personal property instrument shall be op- 
erative as a record from the time of its delivery to the Judge of Probate 
of the county, in accordance with the provisions of existing law, including 
particularly section 98 of Title 47 of the Code. 


Section 4. OFFICIAL AND PERMANENT RECORDS, WHAT 
CONSTITUTES. (a) Record of Instruments. On and after the effective in- 
stallation date, the microphotographic copies of all instruments and rec- 
ords provided herein to be microphotographed shall constitute the official 
record of such instruments for the purposes of Articles 10 and 11 of 
Chapter 8 of Title 47 of the Code and all other laws applicable to the 
recording of any of such instruments and for all other purposes; and the 
record of real property instruments, personal property instruments, mis- 
cellaneous instruments, and other documents and records that may be mi- 
crophotographed pursuant to the provisions of this act, made in books 
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prior to the effective installation date shall not thereafter constitute offi- 
cial records. Following the effective installation date, real property in- 
struments, personal property instruments, and other documents and records 
provided herein to be microphotographed shall no longer be recorded in 
books. (b) Indexes. On and after the effective installation date, the card or 
strip indexes established and prepared as a part of the improved indexing 
and recording system shall constitute the permanent records of the county 
and shall constitute official records to the same extent as indexes pre- 
pared pursuant to the provisions of Section 285 of Title 18 of the 
Code: provided that any reference in such indexes to, or brief description 
therein of, the real estate described in a real property instrument shall be 
deemed to be included in the index for convenience only and shall not 
constitute an official record; and provided, further, that the Judge of 
Probate shall not incur any penalty or fine or be liable for any damages on 
account of the failure to fine any index card in its precise and exact 
alphabetical order, if the card is properly filed with respect to the first 
letter of the last name indexed. The books of indexes of real property 
instruments, personal property instruments, and miscellaneous instruments 
prepared and maintained in the county, prior to the effective installation 
date under the provisions of the said section 285 and all other previously 
maintained indexes of any instruments or records that are indexed in the 
card or strip indexes forming a part of the improved indexing and re- 
cording system shall not, on and after the effective installation date, con- 
stitute official records and may at any time thereafter be discarded and 
destroyed. Following the effective installation date, no instrument that is 
provided herein to be indexed in the improved indexing and recording 
system shall any longer be indexed in books pursuant to the provisions of 
the said Section 285 or any other law; and no separate indexes in books 
scr clsewhere need he maintained of any instruments or records that are 
indexed in the indexes forming a part of the improved indexing and re- 
cording system. 


Section 5. APPLICABILITY OF EXISTING LAWS. All provisions 
of the laws of Alabama with respect to the recording and indexing of real 
property instruments, personal property instruments, general property in- 
struments, miscellaneous instruments, and other instruments and records 
that may constitute part of an improved indexing and recording system 
installed hereunder (including, but without limitation to, the provisions of 
Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 3 of Title 47 of the Code, of Section 285 
of Title 18 of the Code, and the provisions of all statutes respecting the 
filing and recording of notices or statements of liens of any kind, notices 
of Lis Pendens, declarations of claims of exemption, certificates of judg- 
ment, or plats or maps showing subdivisions of real estate) that are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act shall continue in effect with 
respect to an improved indexing and recording system installed hereunder, 
the recording and indexing of instruments therein, and the duties of the 
Judge of Probate with respect thereto. 


Section 6. AUTHORIZATION TO ISSUE WARRANTS. The gov- 
erning body of Mobile County is hereby authorized to sell and issue in- 
terest bearing warrants of the county for the purpose of paying all or 
any part of the costs of the installation of an improved indexing and 
recording system in the county; and the governing body of the county is 
hereby directed and required to issue such warrants in such principal 
amount as the governing body shall determine will make available moneys 
sufficient, when added to the amount of the special recording fees herein- 
after provided for that will be on hand for such purposes to pay the costs 
of such installation. The governing body of the county shall have the 
power at any time and from time to time to issue, by either sale or 
exchange, warrants of the county for the purpose of refunding any war- 
rants then outstanding that were issued under the provisions of this act. 
Any warrants issued under this act shall be limited obligations of the 
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county and shall be issued in anticipation of and shall be payable solely 
out of the special recording fees hereinafter provided for. The general 
faith and credit of the county shall not be pledged to the payment of any 
such warrants, nor shall they be general obligations of the county. Each 
such warrant shall contain on its face a statement that such warrant is 
payable solely out of said special recording fees and that it does not 
constitute a general obligation of the county. No warrant issued hereunder 
shall constitute a debt of the county within the limitations of any constitu- 
tional limitation or provisions. Any warrants issued under this act may be 
jin one or more series, may be in such denomination or denominations 
may bear such date or dates, may have such maturity or maturities not 
exceeding thirty years from their date, may bear interest at such rate or 
rates, may be made payable at such place or places whether within or 
without the state, and may be sold at such time or times and in such 
manner, all as the governing body of the county shall determine most 
advisable by resolution or order duly adopted at an lawful meeting of 
such governing body. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on any warrants issued hereunder, the county is authorized to 
assign and pledge for the benefit of the holders of said warrants so much 
as may be necessary for such purpose of the said special recording fees. 
All such pledges shall take precedence in the order in which they are 
made; provided, however, that any resolution or order authorizing war- 
rants hereunder may expressly provide for the subsequent issuance of war- 
rants to be secured by a pledge on a parity with the pledge made in the 
said resolution or order; and provided further, that unless the proceedings 
authorizing any refunding warrants issued hereunder shall otherwise pro- 
vide, any such refunding warrants shall be subrogated and entitled to all 
the priorities, rights and pledges to which the warrants refunded thereby 
were entitled. Each such warrant shall be drawn on the county treasurer 
or county depository, shall constitute an order for the payment thereof out 
of the revenues derived from the said special recording fees, and shall be 
executed in such manner and by such officer or officers of the county as 
the governing body thereof shall prescribe. Any such warrants that bear 
the signatures of officers of the county who were in office on the date 
of the signing thereof shall be valid and binding notwithstanding that 
before the delivery thereof and payment therefor the persons whose signa- 
tures appear thereon may have ceased to be officers of the county. 


Section 7. CONVENANTS AS TO USE OF FEES. Any resolution or 
order authorizing the issuance of warrants under this act may contain 
covenants as to the application and expenditure of the proceeds of the sale 
of said warrants, and as to the use and disposition of the said special 
recording fees, including the creation and maintenance of reserves for 
payment of the principal of and interest on such warrants. 


Section 8. WARRANTS EXEMPT FROM TAXATION AND 
ELIGIBLE AS TRUST INVESTMENTS. Warrants issued hereunder and 
the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in this state. Un- 
less otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or by the 
document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, 
guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addi- 
tion to any other investment powers conferred by law and with the 
exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in warrants 
issued hereunder. 


Section 9. INSTALLATION OF SYSTEM SELF - LIQUIDATING. 
No moneys owned or controlled by the county, other than the said special 
recording fees and the proceeds from the sale of warrants issued heerunder, 
shall be applied by the county for payment of any part of the initial in- 
stallation costs; and the initial installation cost shall be paid entirely out 
of the said fees and the proceeds of warrants issued hereunder. 
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Section 10. PROCEEDS FROM THE SALE OF WARRANTS. The 
principal proceeds received from the sale of any warrants issued here- 
under, other than refunding warrants, shall be used only to pay the initial 
installation costs; provided, that if any part of such principal proceeds shall 
not be necessary for said purpose then the unexpended portion thereof 
shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said warrants. The 
principal proceeds from the sale of any refunding warrants that may be 
issued hereunder shall be used only for payment of the expenses of their 
issuance, including any fees of fiscal agents and attorneys, for refunding 
the principal of and interest on outstanding warrants issued hereunder, 
and for payment of any premium that may be necessary to be paid in 
order to redeem or retire the warrants to be refunded. All accrued interest 
and premium received in the sale of any warrants issued hereunder shall 
be applied for payment of interest and principal of the warrants sold. 


Section 11. SPECIAL RECORDING FEES. On and after the 
date this act becomes applicable to the county, a special recording fee of 
$1.00 shall be paid to the county, and collected by its Judge of Probate, 
with respect to each real property instrument and each personal prop- 
erty instrument that may be filed for record in the office of said 
Judge of Probate, and, on and after such date, no such instrument shall 
be received for record in the office of said Judge of Probate unless the 
said special recording fee of $1.00 is paid thereon.

To amend further Section 3 of Act 515, Regular Session 1945, an 
act providing a retirement system for state employees, so as to provide 
for the inclusion of county engineers in the membership of the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 3 of Act 515, Regular Session 1945, and act providing a re- 
tirement system for state employees, as amended, is amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 3. Membership - The membership of the retirement 
system shall be composed as follows: (1) All persons who shall become 
employees after the date of establishment shall become members of the 
retirement system as a condition of their employment. (2) Any person 
who is an employee on the date of establishment shall become a member 
as of that date unless within a period of ninety days next following, such 
empioyee shaii file with the board of control on a form prescribed by 
the board a notice of his election not to be covered in the membership of 
the system and duly executed waiver of all present and prospective bene- 
fits which would otherwise inure to him on account of his membership in 
the retirement system. (3) An employee whose membership in the retire- 
ment system is contingent on his own election and who elects not to 
become a member, may thereafter apply for and be admitted to member- 
ship with all prior service credit as otherwise provided in this act 
by applying for such membership at any time prior to July 1, 1962, pro- 
vided said employee pays to the treasurer of the said retirement system on 
or before July 1, 1962, a sum equal to the total contributions which he 
would have made as a member during the period of his service as an 
employee from October 1, 1945 to the date of his aplication for member- 
ship. Any member or retired employee who at one time worked as a non- 
member may now receive credit for prior service and for the years worked 
as a non-member provided said member or retired employee pays to the 
treasurer of the retirement system on or before July 1, 1962, a sum equal 
to the total contributions which he would have made as a member during 
the period of his employment from October 1, 1945, to the date he be- 
came a member. (3%4) All county engineers of the several counties of the 
state in whose salaries the state highway department participates, except 
county engineers who are already members of this retirement system under 
provisions of this act or who are covered under the provisions of a 
eounty retirement system supported by funds of the employing county. The 
effective date for the inclusion of county engineers in the system shall be 
October 1, 1963. Membership in the retirement system shall be optional 
for county engineers employed on the date participation becomes effec- 
tive, and any county engineer who elects to enroll in the retirement 
system within one year thereafter may be admitted to membership with 
all prior service credit and all membership service credit provided said 
county engineer pays to the treasurer of the retirement system at the 
time he enrolls, 2 sum equal to the total employee contributions and in- 
terests he would have had to his credit had he been a member during the 
period of his service as county engineer from October 1, 1945 to the 
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date of his application for membership. Should a county engineer employed 
on the date participation becomes effective elect to enroll as a member 
without paying such prior membership contributions and interest he may 
become a member without credit for service prior to date of his mem- 
bership. Membership shall be compulsory for all county engineers who are 
eligible for such membership upon entering service as a county engineer 
after the date participation becomes effective to the extent of the state 
highway department’s participation in his salary. (4) The board of control 
may in its discretion, deny the right to become members to any class of 
employees whose compensation is only partly paid by the state, except as 
provided in this act. (5) (a) Should any member in any period of six con- 
secutive years after becoming a member be absent from service more 
than five years, or withdraw his contributions, as provided in subsection 
(6) (a) of Section 5, or retire or die, he shall thereupon cease to be a 
member; provided that the board of control may continue the membership 
of a member entering directly into the armed forces of the United States, 
if he does not withdraw his contributions as provided in subsection (6) 
(a) of section 5 of this act. (b) Anything in this act to the contrary 
not withstanding, if any member enters directly into the armed forces of the 
United States if he does not withdraw his contributions as provided in 
subsection (6) (a) of section 5 of this act, and if he returns to service 
as an employee within one year after having been honorably discharged 
from the armed forces, membership service credit may be granted by the 
board of control for the period of such service in the armed forces, 
provided that upon his subsequent return to service as an employee he 
elects to make up his contributions for the period of his service in the 
armed forces by authorizing, in writing, special contributions to be de- 
ducted from his salary in such amounts as will make up contributions 
befcre the end of a period equal to the length of his service in the 
armed forees, or before the attainment of age sixty, whichever occurs 
first, on the basis of his rate of earnable compensation at the time his 
service in the armed forces commenced. Provided further that in the case 
of a state policeman the age of fifty-six shall apply. (c) Any employee 
who entered directly into the armed forces of the United States before 
date of establishment and who returns to service within one year after 
having been honorably discharged from the armed forces and who elects 
to become a member within ninety days thereafter may be deemed by 
the board of control to be a member at establishment and to be entitled 
to credit for prior service, and for service in the armed forces after 
the date of establishment, under the same conditions as credit for mem- 
bership service is allowed members entering into the armed forces after 
the date of establishment (d) No benefit under the retirement system other 
than the return of contributions as provided in subsection (6) (a) of section 
5 of this act shall become payable to or on account of any member while 
he is not in service as an employee, if the creditable service of such mem- 
ber is less than twenty-five years, or unless the member withdraws from 
service after reaching age sixty, or if a state policeman, the age of fifty- 
six shall apply. Anything in this act to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
member having twenty-five or more years of creditable service shall be 
eligible to continue in the membership of the system until he files appli- 
cation for service retirement in accordance with the provisions of subsec- 
tion (1) of section 5 of this act.”

Proposed Amendment 


1. The senate of the legislature shall consist of a member for 
each of the several counties of the state. Every county shall have and elect 


a senator. 


2. The house of representatives shall consist of one hundred and six 
members apportioned among representative districts composed of one or 
more counties. Each district shall have and elect one or more representa- 
tives, to be determined as follows: Divide the whole number of inhabitants 
of the state as determined by the most recent federal decennial census 
by 106, and the quotient thus obtained shall be the base population unit 
for which a representative shall be assigned; combine every county whose 
population is less than the base population unit with an adjoining county 
or counties so that the district thus formed will be entitled to at least 


descending in order. 


3. An apportionment of representatives shall be made by the leg- 
islature at its first regular session next following publication of the federal 
decennial census of the population. If an apportionment is not so made, 
the secretary of state shall submit to the governor a statement showing the 
whole number of persons in each county under the most recent federal de- 
cennial census, and the names of counties qualifying as single county dis- 
tricts and the county composition of combined county districts and the 
total number of representatives to which each district is entitled under an 
apportionment made in the manner prescribed by this article of amend- 
ment. Within thirty days after receipt of such statement from the secretary 
of state, the governor shall declare by proclamation the apportionment of 
representatives as submitted by the secretary of state and such reapportion- 
ment shall have full force and effect as law in the same manner and to 
the same extent as though enacted by the legislature.

Relating to investments for insurance 
companies.

Substitute to HB 822 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
Relating to assets and investments for insurance companies. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. For the purposes of this Act, and unless re- 
quad Py the context, the following terms shall have the meaning herein 
ascribed: 


(1) “Insurer” includes every person engaged as indemnitor, surety, 
or contractor in the business of entering into contracts of insurace. 


(2) “Person” includes an individual, insurer, company, association, 
organization, Lloyd’s insurer, society, reciprocal insurer or interinsurance 
exchange, partnership, syndicate, corporation, and every legal entity. 


" (83) “Superintendent” means the Superintendent of Insurance of Ala- 
ama. 


(4) “Department” means the Department of Insurance of Alabama. 


(5) A “life” insurer is an insurer authorized to transact life insur- 
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ance, and including disability insurance when also transacted by the same 
insurer. 


(6) <A “disability” insurer is an insurer authorized to transact disabil- 
ity insurace only. 


(7) A “nonlife” insurer is an insurer authorized to transact property, 
marine, casualty, surety or title insurances, or any one or more of such 
insurances, and including disability insurance when also transacted by the 
same such insurer. 


Section 2. (A) Assets and Valuation of Assets. In any determina- 
tion of the financial condition of an insurer, there shall be allowed as 
assets only such assets as are owned by the insurer and which consist of: 


(1) Cash in the possession of the insurer, or in transit under its 
control, and including the true balance of any deposit in a solvent bank 
or trust company. 


(2) Investments, securities, properties and loans acquired or held in 
accordance with this act, and in connection therewith the following items: 


(a) Interest due or accrued on any bond or evidence of indebted- 
ness which is not in default and which is not valued on a basis including 
accrued interest. 


(b) Declared and unpaid dividends on stock and shares, unless such 
amount has otherwise been allowed as an asset. 


(c) Interest due or accrued upon a collateral loan in an amount not 
to exceed one year’s interest thereon. 


(d) Interest due or accrued on deposits in solvent banks and trust 
companies, and interest due or accrued on other assets, if such interest is 
in the judgement of the Superintendent a collectible asset. 


(e) Interest due or accrued on a mortgage loan, in an amount not 
exceeding in any event the amount, if any, of the excess of the value of 
the property less delinquent taxes thereon over the unpaid principal; but in 
no event shall interest accrued for a period in excess of 18 months be 
allowed as an asset. 


(f) Rent due or accrued on real property if such rent is not in ar- 
rears for more than three months, and rent more than three months in 
arrears if the payment of such rent is adequately secured by property held 
in the name of the tenant and conveyed to the insurer as collateral. 


(g) The unaccrued portion of taxes paid prior to the due date on 
real property. 


(8) Premium notes, policy loans, and other policy assets and liens 
on policies and certificates of life insurance and annuity contracts and 
accrued interest thereon, in an amount not exceeding the legal reserve and 
other policy liabilities carried on each individual policy. 


(4) The net amount of uncollected and deferred premiums and an- 
nuity considerations in the case of a life insurer. 


(5) Premiums in the course of collection, other than for life insur- 
ance, not more than three months past due, less commissions payable 
thereon. The foregoing limitation shall not apply to premiums payable 
directly or indirectly by the United States government or by any of its 
instrumentalities. 
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(6) Installment premiums other than life insurance premiums to 
the extent of the unearned premium reserve carried on the policy to which 


premiums apply. 


(7) Notes and like written obligations not past due, taken for pre- 
miums other than life insurance premiums, on policies permitted to be 
issued on such basis, to the extent of the unearned premium reserves car- 
ried thereon. 


(8) The full amount of reinsurance recoverable by a ceding insurer 
from a solvent reinsurer. 


(9) Amounts receivable by an assuming insurer representing funds 
withheld by a solvent ceding insurer under a reinsurance treaty. 


(10) Deposits or equities recoverable from underwriting associa- 
tions, syndicates and reinsurance funds, or from any suspended banking 
institution, to the extent deemed by the Superintendent available for the 
payment of losses and claims and at values to be determined by him. 


(11) Electronic and mechanical machines constituting a data pro- 
cessing and accounting system if the cost of such system is at least Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars ($25,000), which costs shall be amortized in full 
over a period not to exceed 10 calendar years. in 2 Th tage eA a 

(12) All assets, whether or not consistent with the provisions of 
this section, as may be allowed pursuant to the annual statement form ap- 
proved by the Superintendent for the kinds of insurance to be reported 


upon therein. 


(13) Other assets, not inconsistent with the provisions of this section, 
deemed by the Superintendent to be available for the payment of losses 
and claims, at values to be determined by him. 


(B) Assets as Deductions From Liabilities. Assets may be allowed 
as deductions from corresponding liabilities, and liabilities may be charged 
as deductions from assets, and deductions from assets may be charged as 
liabilities, in accordance with the form of annual statement applicable to 
the insurer as prescribed by the Superintendent or otherwise in his discre- 


tion. 


(C) Assets Not Allowed. In addition to assets impliedly excluded by 
the provisions of subsection (A), the following expressly shall not be al- 
lowed as assets in any determination of the financial condition of an in- 
surer: 


(1) Good will, trade names and other like intangible assets. 


(2) Advances to officers, directors and controlling stockholders 
(other than policy loans) unless the same are secured by collateral satis- 
factory to the Superintendent, and advances to employees, agents and other 
persons on personal security only. 


(8) Stock of such insurer, owned by it, or any equity therein or loans 
secured thereby, or any material proportionate interest in such stock ac- 
quired or held through the ownership by such insurer of an interest in 
another firm, corporation or business unit. 


(4) Furniture, fixtures, furnishings, safes, vehicles, libraries, station- 
ery, literature, and supplies (other than data processing and accounting 
systems authorized under subparagraph (A) (11) of this section), except in 
the case of title insurers such materials and plants as the insurer is ex- 
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pressly authorized to invest in under this act, and except, in the case of 
any insurer, such property as the insurer is permitted to hold under sec- 
tion 8 of this act, or which is acquired through foreclosure of chattel 
mortgages, or which is reasonably necessary for the maintenance and op- 
eration of real estate lawfully acquired and held by the insurer other than 
rea] estate used by it for home office, branch office and similar purposes. 


(5) The amount, if any, by which the aggregate book value of in- 
vestments as carried in the ledger assets of the insurer exceeds the aggre- 
gate value thereof as determined under this act. 


(D) Dissallowance of “Assets” or “Credits” Resulting from “Wash” 
Transactions. (1) The Superintendent shall disallow as an asset or as a 
credit against liabilities any reinsurance found by him after a hearing there- 
on to have been arranged for on a temporary basis for the purpose prin- 
cipally of deception as to the ceding insurer’s financial condition as at the 
date of any financial statement of the insurer. Reinsurance of any sub- 
stantial part of the insurer’s outstanding risks contracted for in fact within 
ninety (90) days prior to the date of any such financial statement and 
eancelled in fact within ninety (90) days after the date of such statement 
shall prima facie be deemed to have been arranged for the purpose of 
deception within the intent of this provision. 


(2) The Superintendent shail disallow as an asset any deposit, funds 
or other assets of the insurer found by him after a hearing thereon: 


(a) Not to be in good faith the property of the insurer, 


(b) Not freely subject to withdrawal or liquidation by the insurer at 
any time for the payment or discharge of claims or other obligations 
arising under its policies, and 


(ec) To be resulting from arrangements made principally for the pur- 
pose of deception as to the insurer’s financial condition as at the date of 
any financial statement of the insurer. 


(3) No such disallowance of assets or credits shall be valid unless 
made by the Superintendent after a hearing of which notice was given the 
insurer within six (6) months after the date the financial statement of the 
insurer as to which such deception is claimed was filed with the Super- 
intendent. 


(4) The Superintendent may suspend or revoke the certificate of 
authority of any insurer which has knowingly been a party to any such 
deception or attempt thereat. 


(E) Valuation of Bonds. (1) All bonds or other evidences of debt 
having a fixed term and rate of interest held by an insurer under section 
8, subsection (H) to a subsection (P) (1) inclusive, shall if amply secured 
and not in default as to principal or interest, be valued as follows: 


(a) If purchased at par, at the par value. 


(b) If purchased above or below par, on the basis of the purchase 
price adjusted so as to bring the value to par at maturity and so as to 
yield in the meantime the effective rate of interest at which the purchase 
was made, or in lieu of such method, according to such accepted method 
of valuation as is approved by the Superintendent. 


(c) Purchase price shall in no case be taken at_a higher figure than 
the actual market value at the time of purchase, plus actual brokerage, 
transfer, postage or express charges paid in the acquisition of such securi- 
ties. 
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(d)_ Unless otherwise provided by valuation established or approved 
by the Superintendent, no such security shall be carried at above the call 
price for ae entire issue during any period within which the security may 
be so called. 


(2) The Superintendent shall have full discretion in determining the 
method of calculating values according to the rules set forth in this section, 
but no such method or valuation shall be inconsistent with any applicable 
yeluntion or method currently accepted and in use among insurers in 
general. 


(F) Valuation of Other Securities. (1) Securities, other than those 
referred to in subsection (E) held by an insurer shall be valued, in the 
discretion of the Superintendent, at their market value, or at their ap- 
praised value, or at prices determined by him as representing their fair 
market value. 


(2) Preferred or guaranteed stocks or shares while paying full divi- 
dends may be carried at a fixed value in lieu of market value, at the 
discretion of the Superintendent and in accordance with such method of 
valuation as he may approve. 


(8) No valuation under this section shall be inconsistent with any 
applicable valuation or method currently accepted and in use among in- 
surers in general. 


(G) Valuation of Property. (1) Real property acquired pursuant to 
a mortgage loan or contract for sale, in the absence of a recent appraisal 
deemed by the Superintendent to be reliable, shall not be valued at an 
amount greater than the unpaid principal of the defaulted loan or con- 
tract at the date of such acquisition, together with any taxes and expenses 
paid or incurred in connection with such acquisition, and the cost of im- 
provements thereafter made by the insurer and any amounts thereafter 
paid by the insurer on assessments levied for improvements in connection 
with the property. 


(2) Other real property held by an insurer shall not be valued at an 
amount in excess of fair value as determined by recent appraisal. If 
valuation is based on an appraisal more than three (3) years old, the 
Superintendent may at his discretion call for and require a new appraisal 
in order to determine fair value. 


(3) Personal property acquired pursuant to chattel mortgages made 
in accordance with section 3 subsection (GG) shall not be valued at an 
amount greater than the unpaid balance of principal on the defaulted loan 
at the date of acquisition, together with taxes and expenses incurred in 
connection with such acquisition, or the fair value of such property, which- 
ever amount is the lesser. 


(H) Valuation of Funeral Supplies, Equipment. Funeral supply in- 
ventories owned by the insurer under Sec. 3 subsec. (LL) shall be valued 
at amount not exceeding cost to the insurer or market value, whichever 
is lower. Funeral equipment owned by the insurer under such section shall 
be valued at an amount not in excess of cost to the insurer reduced by 
depreciation at the rate of not less than eighteen percent (18%) per annum 
from date of acquisition of such equipment. 


(I) Valuation of Purchase Money Mortgages. Purchase money 
mortgages on real property referred to in Sec. 8 subsec. (DD) (5) shall be 
valued in an amount not exceeding the acquisition cost of the real property 
covered thereby, or the unpaid balance of the mortgage, whichever is less. 


Section 3. Investments by Insurers. 
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(A) Scope of Act. Except as provided in subsection (OO) of this sec- 
tion, this Act shall apply to domestic insurers only. 


(B) Eligible Investments. (1) Insurers shall hold, as admitted assets, 
only eligible investments as prescribed in this section. 


(2) Any particular investment held by an insurer on the effective 
date of this Act, or which the insurer was obligated to accept by a legally 
enforceable commitment effectuated prior to the effective date of this Act, 
and which the insurer was legally entitled to possess immediatly prior to 
such ffective date, shall be deemed to be an eligible investment and an 
admitted asset to an extent not inconsistent with the provisions of Section 
(C) of this Act. The insurer shall within thirty (30) days after the effective 
date of this Act file with the Superintendent a written statement duly certi- 
fied by its treasurer of all such commitments as to investments not other- 
wise eligible under this section, identifying each such investment and 
stating the terms and conditions of acquisition or proposed acquisition 
thereof. 


(3) Eligibility of an investment shall be determined as of the. date 
of its making or acquisition, except as stated in subparagraph (2) above. 


(4) Any investment limitation based upon the amount of the insurer’s 
assets or particular funds shall relate to such assets or funds as shown by 
the insurer’s annual statement as of the December 31 next preceding date 
of acquisition of the investment by the insurer, or as shown by a current 
financial statement filed with the Superintendent. 


(C) General Qualifications. (1) No security or investment (other 
than than real and personal property acquired under subsection (HH) ((real 
estate)) or (LL) ((funeral supplies and equipment)) of this section) other- 
wise eligible under this section, shall be eligible for acquisition unless it 
is interest bearing or interest accruing or dividend or income paying, is 
not then in default in any respect, and the insurer is entitled to receive 
for its exclusive account and benefit the interest or income accruing 
thereon. 


(2) No provision of this section shall prohibit the acquisition by an 
insurer of other or additional securities or property if received as a dividend 
or as a lawful distribution of assets, or under a lawful and bona fide 
agreement of bulk reinsurance, merger or consolidation. Any investment 
so acquired which is not otherwise eligible under this section shall be 
disposed of pursuant to subsection (JJ) if personal property or securities, 
or pursuant to subsection (II) if real property. 


(D) Authorization of Investment. An insurer shall not make any 
investment or loan (other than policy loans or annuity contract loans of a 
life insurer) unless the same is authorized, approved or ratified by the in- 
surer’s board of directors or by a committee authorized by such board and 
charged with the supervision or making of such investment or loan. The 
minutes of any such committee shall be recorded and regular reports of 
such committee shall be submitted to the board of directors. This provision 
shall not apply as to funeral supplies, authorized under subsection (LL) 
which are purchased in regular course of business under a general au- 
thorization of the insurer’s board of directors. 


(E) General Diversification of Investments. An insurer shall invest 
in or hold as admitted assets categories of investments within applicable 
limits as follows only: 


(1) One person. An insurer shall not have at any one time any com- 
bination of investments in or loans upon the security of the obligations, 
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property or securities of any one person, institution, corporation or mu- 
nicipal corporation, aggregating in cost to the insurer the greater of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) or seven percent (7%) of the insurer’s assets. 
This restriction shall not apply to: 


(a) Evidences of indebtedness issued, assumed, or guaranteed by the 
United States of America or by any state. 


(b) Policy loans as authorized under subsection (Z). 


(c) Loans guaranteed or insured under the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act of 1944, as authorized under subsection (DD) (2). 


(d) Loans insured under the National Housing Act, as authorized 
under subsection (DD) (3). 


(e) Real estate and the equipment thereof owned and used by the 
insurer for home office purposes as authorized under subsection (HH). 


(f) General obligations of the government of any foreign country in 
which the insurer is authorized to transact insurance, and cash on hand 
and on deposit in any solvent bank in such foreign country, in amount 
necessary to meet deposit and reserve obligations of the insurer in such 
country. 


(2) Voting stock. An insurer shall not invest in, directly or in- 
directly, or hold or loan upon the security of at any one time, more than 
ten percent (10%) of the outstanding voting stock of any corporation, ex- 
cept with the consent of the Superintendent given as to voting rights of 
preference stock during default of dividends. This provision shall not apply 
to investments in stock of subsidiary corporations provided for under sub- 
enn (R) (8), or as to insurance stocks held pursuant to subsection 


. 


(F) Special Diversification, Life, Disability Insurers. (1) Minimum 
capital funds. A life or disability insurer shall invest and maintain invested 
funds not less in amount than the minimum paid-in capital stock required 
of a domestic stock insurer transacting like kinds of insurance, only in 
cash and the securities provided for under the following subsections of this 
section: 


(a) Subsection (H) (U.S. government obligations). 
(b) Subsection (J) (state, county, municipal and school obligations). 
(c) Subsection (DD) (mortgage loans). 


(2) Reserves. A life or disability insurer shall also invest and keep 
invested its funds in amount not less than the reserves under its policies 
and annuity contracts in force, in cash and the securities or investments 
allowed under this section, other than in common stocks authorized under 
subsection (R) and insurance stocks authorized under subsection (S). 


(3) Investments subject to ten percent (10%) limit. Such an insurer 
shall not have invested at any one time more than ten percent (10%) of 
its assets in investments authorized under any one of the following 
subsections: 


(a) Subsection (Q) (preferred and guaranteed stocks). 
(b) Subsection (R) (common stocks). 

(c) Subsection (S) (1) (insurance stocks). 

(d) Subsection (W) (oil and gas production loans). 


(4) Other specific limits. Limits as to investments in the category of 
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real estate shall be as provided in subsection (HH); and other specific 
limits shall apply as stated im subsections dealing with other respective 
kinds of investments. 


(G) Liabilities of Nonlife Insurers. A nonlife insurer, as defined in 
subsection (A) shall have in cash and/or investments as authorized under 
this section an amount equal to not less than one hundred percent (100%) 
of its liabilities, not including its capital stock as a liability for the pur- 
poses of this provision; and of such one hundred percent (100%) not less 
than fifty percent (50%) thereof shall be in cash and/or those securities 
authorized under this section which are readily amortizable under the form 
of annual statement required of the insurer. 


(H) United States Government Obligations. An insurer may invest 
in bonds, notes, warrants and other evidences of indebtedness which are 
direct obligations of the United States of America or for which the full 
faith and credit of the United States of America is pledged for the pay- 
ment of principal and interest. 


(I) Loans Guaranteed by the United States. An insurer may invest 
in loans guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United States of 
America, or by any agency or instrumentality of the United States of 
America, to the extent of such guaranty. 


(J) State, County, Municipal and School Obligations. An insurer 
may invest in bonds or other evidences of indebtedness which are general 
obligations of, or are adequately secured as to both principal and interest 
by irrevocable pledge of specific revenues by this State or any other state 
of the United States, or any county, incorporated city or town, or duly 
organized school district or other civil division, governmental unit or 
public instrumentality of any such state. Obligations payable solely out of 
special assessments on properties benefited by local improvements are not 
eligible under this subsection. 


(K) Public Improvement Obligations. An insurer may invest in 
bonds and other evidences of indebtedness which are obligations of any 
state, county, city, town, village, municipality, district or other political 
subdivision of any state, or of any instrumentality thereof or of the 
United States of America, issued to provide funds for public projects (or 
for refunding of bonds issued for such purposes) which are revenue pro- 
ducing and self-supporting if such obligations are secured by a lien on 
such revenues to pay principal and interest and the issuing body is required 
to charge adequate rates for the services so provided to pay all charges 
against the project, including principal and interest on all indebtedness out- 
standing against the project. 


(L) Housing Authority Obligations. An insurer may invest in bonds, 
debentures or other evidences of indebtedness of local public housing au- 
thorities existing under the laws of the United States or of any state if 
such obligations are: 


(1) Secured by a pledge of annual contributions unconditionally 
payable under the Annual Contributions Contract between the Public 
Housing Administration and the local agencies issuing the bonds; or 


(2) Unconditionally guaranteed by the state, municipality or political 
subdivision creating the authority, if the tax-supported obligations of such 
state, municipality or political subdivision so guaranteeing would be eligi- 
ble for investment under this section; or 


: (3) Secured by payments to be made sufficient to pay principal and 
interest on the bonds under an “assistance contract” between the local au- 
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thority and the state, municipality, or other political subdivision creating 
the authority; provided, the tax-supported obligations of the assisting state, 
municipality subdivision be eligible for investment under this section 


(M) Obligations, Stock of Certain Federal Agencies. An insurer 
may invest in the obligations, and/or stock where stated, of the following 
agencies of the government of the United States of America, whether or 
not such obligations are guaranteed by such government: 


(1) Commodity Credit Corporation. 

(2) Federal Intermediate Credit Banks. 

(3) Federal Land Banks. 

(4) Central Bank for Cooperatives. 

(5) Federal Home Loan Banks, and stock thereof. 


(6) Federal National Mortgage Association, and stock thereof when 
acquired in connection with sale of mortgage loans to such Association. 


(7) Any other similar agency of the government of the United States 
of America and of similar financial quality. 


(N) Canadian Government Obligations. An insurer may invest in 
bonds or other evidences of indebiedness issued, assumed or guarantcsd 
by Canada, any province thereof, or issued by any municipality in Canada 
having a population of twenty-five thousand (25,000) or more. 


(O) International Bank. An insurer may invest in obligations issued, 
assumed or guaranteed by the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development. 


(P) Corporate Obligations. (1) An insurer may invest in secured and 
unsecured obligations bearing interest at a fixed rate, with mandatory 
principal and interest being due at specified times, of any solvent institution 
engaged in any lawful business and existing under the laws of the United 
States or Canada or any state or province thereof, if the issuing institution 
has not defaulted in the payment of principal or interest on any of its 
fixed interest obligations during the five (5) years preceding date of in- 
vestment. The default provision shall not be deemed to require that an 
institution be in existence for a period of five (5) years for its obligations 
to be eligible for investment hereunder. For the purpose of this subsection, 
a secured debt may be secured by any assets which the insurer deems 
should be taken as additional security. 


(2) An insurer may invest in adjustment, income or other contin- 
gent interest obligations, whether secured or unsecured, of any solvent in- 
stitution engaged in any lawful business and existing under the laws of the 
United States or any state thereof if the fixed-income obligations, if any, 
would be eligible for investment under subparagraph (1) of this subsection. 


(Q) Preferred and Guaranteed Stocks. An insurer may invest in the 
preferred or guaranteed stocks or shares of any solvent institution engaged 
in any lawful business and existing under the laws of the United States or 
any state thereof if the prior obligations of the issuing company or the 
guarantor, if any, would be eligible for investment under the provisions 
of this section, and if the company has continuously paid the dividends pro- 
vided for by such preferred stock during the five (5) years preceding the 
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acquisition of the investment, or since issuance if less than five (5) years but 
at least for three (8) years. Im the case of a preferred stock which has 
been outstanding less than three (3) years, such preferred stock will be 
eligible if the other requirements are met, if the company paid the divi- 
dends required on all other issues of preferred stock, if any, outstanding 
during the three (3) years preceding investment, and if no other issues of 
preferred stock were outstanding, if the common stock of the company 
would be eligible for investment under section 3, subsection 3. 


(R) Common Stocks. (1) A life or disability insurer may invest in 
common stocks or shares of any solvent institution, other than insurers, 
engaged in any lawful business and existing under the laws of the United 
States or any state thereof if the prior obligations of such company, if 
any, would be eligible for investment under the provisions of this section, 
if the company has paid a dividend on its common stock in each of the 
last five (5) years, and if the average net earnings available for common 
dividends of the company for the ten (10) fiscal years preceding date of 
investment (or total period the company has been in existence if less than 
ten ((10)) years but in no event less than five ((5)) years) is at least equal 
to the average cash dividends actually paid during the five (5) fiscal 
years preceding the date of investment. 


(2) A nonlife insurer, as defined in subsection (A), may invest in 
common stocks of solvent corporations not less than three (8) years old, 
ira eel an existing under the laws of any state, or of the United States, 
or of Canada. 


(8) With the Superintendent’s approval in advance, an insurer may 
invest in and own all or substantially all of the capital stock of a subsidiary 
corporation, formed or acquired and used as a convenience in the conduct 
of the business as an insurer. 


(S) INSURANCE STOCKS. (1) An insurer may invest in the 
stocks of other solvent insurers formed under the laws of this or another 
state, which stocks meet the applicable requirement of subsections (Q) (pre- 
ferred or guaranteed stock) and (R) (common stocks). 


(2) With the Superintendent’s consent a life insurer may acquire 
and hold the controlling interest in the outstanding stock of another stock 
insurer formed under the laws of this and any other state. All of the life 
insurer’s investments under this subsection S shall not at any time exceed 
the amount of the investing life insurer’s surplus in excess of twice the 
couttal required to be maintained by it pursuant to the insurance laws of 
this state. 


(3) With the Superintendent’s consent, a non-life insurer may ac- 
quire and hold any of the outstanding stock of another stock insurer 
formed under the laws of this state. 


(T) EQUIPMENT TRUST OBLIGATIONS. An insurer may invest 
in certificates evidencing an interest in transportation equipment (railroad 
or other transportation equipment) which is located and will be used 
wholly within the United States or Canada, or both, and evidencing a 
right to receive determined portions of rental, purchase or other fixed 
obligatory payments for the use or purchase of such transportation equip- 
ment. 


(U) RAILROAD LEASED LINES, TERMINAL OBLIGATIONS. 
An insurer may invest in: 


(1) ‘Leased line obligations of railroads where all of the fixed in- 
terest bearing obligations of the lessee meet the standards prescribed in 
subsection (P) (corporate obligations). 
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(2) Terminal obligations of railroads and other common carriers 
where all of the fixed interest bearing obligations of the lessee, or any one 
lessee under a “joint and several” lease, meet the standards prescribed in 
subsection (P) or where the lessees are severally liable and all of the fixed 
interest bearing obligations of all the lessees meet the standards prescribed 
in subsection (P). 


(V) RELIGIOUS INSTITUTIONAL OBLIGATIONS. An_ insurer 
may invest in secured and unsecured obligations of religious institutions 
located within the United States if the institution has not defaulted in 
payment of principal or interest on any of its obligations during the five 
(5) years preceding the investment. 


(W) ‘OIL AND GAS PRODUCTION LOANS. An insurer may in- 
vest in adequately secured loans secured by first liens on interests in oil, 
gas or condensate properties or lease-holds in the United States and Cana- 
da on which there are fully completed commercially producing wells. 


(X) TRUSTEES’ OR RECEIVERS’ OBLIGATIONS. An insurer 
may invest in certificates, notes or other obligations issued by trustees or 
receivers of any institution created or existing under the laws of the United 
States or any state thereof, which, or the assets of which, are being ad- 
ministered under the direction of any court having jurisdiction if such 
obligation is adequately secured as to principal and interest. 


(Y) COLLATERAL LOANS. An insurer may invest in loans with 


(Z) POLICY LOANS. A life insurer may lend to its policyholder 
upon pledge of the policy as collateral security, any sum not exceeding 
the cash surrender value of the policy; or may lend against pledge or 
assignment of any of its supplementary contracts or other contracts or ob- 
ligations, so long as the loan is adequately secured by such pledge or 
assignment. Loans so made are eligible investments of the insurer. 


(AA) SAVINGS & LOAN. An insurer may invest in share or saving 
accounts of savings and loan associations, which associations qualify for 
insurance by and are insured in, the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. 


(BB) FOREIGN SECURITIES. An insurer authorized to transact 
insurance in a foreign country may make investments, in aggregate 
amount not exceeding its obligations incurred in such country, in securities 
of or in such country possessing characteristics and of a quality similar 
to like investments required pursuant to this section for investments in the 
United States of America. Canadian securities eligible for investment 
under other provisions of this section are not subject to this subsection. 


(CC) SHIP LOANS. An insurer may invest in: (1) Bonds, notes 
or other evidences of indebtedness which are secured by mortgage on 
barges, tugboats, ships or other shipping vessels if payment of such in- 
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debtedness or part thereof is insured by the Secretary of Commerce 
under the terms of the “Federal Ship Mortgage Insurance Act,” as amended. 


(2) Bonds, notes or other evidences of indebtedness which are se- 
cured by mortgage on barges, tugboats, ships or other shippnig vessels 
which are under lease or charter party to a solvent institution whose 
fixed interest obligations, if any, would be eligible investments under sub- 
section (P) (corporate obligations), and if such lease or charter party is 
assigned as additional security for such bonds, notes or other evidences of 
indebtedness. 


(DD) MORTGAGE LOANS. An insurer may invest in: (1) Bonds, 
notes or other evidences of indebtedness, in addition to those eligible 
under subsection (P) (corporate obligations), which are secured by first 
mortgage or deed of trust upon unencumbered improved real property 
located in the United States or Canada, including leasehold estates in 
such real estate having an unexpired term of not less than fifty (50) years 
inclusive of the term which may be provided by an enforceable option of 
renewal. No such mortgage loan or loans when made shall exceed the 
following percentage of the value of the real property or leasehold securing 
the same, as determined by a competent appraiser or appraisers, unless 
guaranteed or insured by the Administrator of Veterans Affairs or insured 
by the Federal Housing Commissioner: 


Seventy-five percent (75%) of the fair value of the real estate or 
leasehold. All mortgage loans secured by leaseholds must provide for 
amortization payments on principal at least once in each year in amounts 
sufficient to completely amortize the loan within a period of seventy-five 
percent (75%) of the term of the leasehold, inclusive of the term which 
may be provided by an enforceable option of renewal. 


(2) Bonds, notes or other evidences of indebtedness which are se- 
cured by mortgage or deed of trust on real estate or an interest in real 
estate in the United States, if payment of such indebtedness or part thereof 
is guaranteed or insured by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs in 
aceordance with the “Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944” as amended. 


(83) Bonds, notes or other evidences of indebtedness which are se- 
cured by mortgage or deed of trust insured in whole or in part by the 
Federal Housing Commissioner under the terms of the “National Housing 
Act” as amended. 


(4) Any portion of a mortgage loan referred to in subsection (2) or 
(8) above, which is not either insured by the Federal Housing Commis- 
sioner or guaranteed under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act, as 
amended, is subject to the same provisions as apply under this section to 
uninsured mortgage loans. 


(5) Purchase money mortgages or like securities received upon the 
sale or exchange of real property acquired. 


(6) Loans, notes, bonds, or other evidences of indebtedness of cor- 
porations up to the fair market value of real property securing said in- 
debtedness, upon compliance with the following conditions and provisions: 


(a) The indebtedness must be secured by a first mortgage lien on 
real property having a fair value of not less than the principal amount of 
the loan, except as hereinafter provided in subdivision (h) of this sub- 
paragraph; 


(b) The indebtedness must be additionally secured by a lease on said 
real property, which lease must be assigned and transferred by the lessor 
to the lender or to a trustee of the lender; 
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(c) The lease so assigned as additional security must be noncan- 
cellable and may be terminated only upon such conditions as are generally 
provided in commercial leases such as, for example, destruction by fire, 
tornado, or similar hazards, or condemnation by governmental authority; 


(d) Rental payments under such lease must be payable monthly and 
the aggregate rental payments required to be paid during the initial term 
of any such lease must be sufficient to pay the fixed charges against the 
leased property, including expenses of maintenance, upkeep and repair, in- 
surance charges and taxes, and to pay the installments of principal and 
interest and any other payments required by the instrument evidencing the 
indebtedness; 


(e) The lease adidtionally securing such indebtedness shall be a so- 
called “net lease”, except as otherwise provided in subdivision (h) of this 
subparagraph. “Net Lease” shall mean a lease under the terms of which 
the lessee is required to pay, in addition to the rental payments, all other 
charges for the maintenance, upkeep and repair of the leased property, 
and all taxes, insurance, and other charges provided under the terms of 


the lease; 


(f) The indebtedness must be payable in full, both principal and in- 
terest, during the initial term of the lease assigned or transferred as addi- 
tional security. The payments of principal and interest on such indebted- 
ness must be made in substantially equal periodic installments in an aggre- 
gate amount sufficient to retire or pay the loan in full upon or prior to 
the expiration of the initial term of such lease; 


(g) The lessee, or any obligor under any such lease, must be a cor- 
poration or governmental agency, unit, or subdivision, the bonds of 
which, at the time the lender commits in writing to make the loan, are or 
would be an eligible investment under the laws of Alabama and are or 
would be amortizable under rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Superintendent (ordinarily the same as promulgated by the National As- 
sociation of Insurance Commissioners) ; 


(h) If (a) the lease additionally securing such indebtedness is not a 
“net lease”; or (b) if there is more than one lease relied upon to satisfy the 
above requirements, and such leases are the obligations of more than 
a single corporation or governing agency, unit, or subdivision, then, 
and in either such event, the indebtedness shall not exceed 90 per cent 
of the fair value of real property mortgaged to secure the payment of such 
indebtedness. 


“Encumbrance” defined. For the purposes of this subsection real 
estate shall not be deemed to be encumbered by reason of the existence 
of taxes or assessments that are not deliquent, instruments creating or re- 
serving mineral, oil or timber rights, rights of way, joint driveways, 
sewer rights, public utility easements, rights in walls, nor by reason of 
building restrictions or other restrictive covenants, nor when such real 
estate is subject to lease in whole or in part whereby rents or profits are 
reserved to the owner; provided, that the security created by the mort- 
gage or trust deed on the real estate is a first lien upon such real estate 
and that there is no condition or right of re-entry or forfeiture under 
which such lien can be cut off, subordinated or otherwise disturbed. 


(EE) Miscellaneous Investments. (1) A life insurer may make 
loans or investments not otherwise expressly permitted under this section, 
except as prohibited under subsection (NN), provided: 


(a) The aggregate of all such investments shall not exceed ten per- 
cent (10%) of the insurer’s admitted assets. 
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(b) The insurer’s total capital and surplus shall be not less than 
twice the total capital and surplus required under the provisions of the 
laws of this State. 


(2) A nonlife stock insurer may make loans or investments not 
otherwise expressly permitted under this section, in an aggregate amount 
not to exceed 30% of that part of its capital and surplus in excess of 
twice the amount which it is required to maintain in order to transact the 
lines of insurance which it is authorized to write. Provided that, in order to 
count such loans and investments as admitted assets, such insurer must at 
all times maintain admitted assets equal to 150% of its liabilities. 


(8) A nonlife mutual or reciprocal insurer may make loans or in- 
vestments not otherwise expressly permitted under this section, in an 
aggregate amount not to exceed 30% of that part of its surplus in excess of 
twice the amount which it is required to maintain in order to transact the 
lines of insurance which it is authorized to write. Provided that, in order 
to count such loans and investments as admitted assets, such insurer 
must at all times maintain admitted assets equal to 150% of its liabilities. 


(4) Such loans and investments as are permitted under subpara- 
graphs 1, 2 and 8 above must then qualify as sound investments. 


(5) No loan or investment permitted under subparagraphs 1, 2 and 
8 of this subsection shall be represented by: 


(a) Any item described in section 2, subsection (C) (assets not 
allowed), or any loan or investment otherwise expressly prohibited. 


(b) Any category of loans or investments eligible under any other 
provisions of this section. 


(c) Any asset theretofore acquired or held by the insurer under any 
other category of loans or investments eligible under this section. 


(6) The insurer shall keep a separate record of all loans and in- 
vestments made under this subsection. 


(7) If an investment made under this subsection subsequently quali- 
fied as an investment under any other provision of this section, the invest- 
ment shall thereafter be held under such other provisions and not under 
this subsection. 


(FF) Investments Incidental to Agricultural Property Loans. (1) If 
real property securing any evidence of indebtedness held by an insurer is 
used for agricultural purposes and a proceeding to foreclose the mortgage 
or an insolvency proceeding relating to the mortgagor has been commen- 
ced, or if the mortgagor has made an assignment for the benefit of 
creditors, the insurer may, for the purpose of preserving or enhancing the 
earnings of such property: 


(a) Purehase agricultural livestock or equipment and utilize the 
same or cause the same to be utilized in the operation of the property 
by the mortgagor, or a receiver of trustee, or by the insurer; or 


(b) Lend up to the value of any agricultural equipment or livestock 
which may be utilized in the operation of the property, on the security of 
such equipment and livestock as a first lien. 


(2) Nothing in this subsection shall be deemed to limit any right 
which the insurer may otherwise have under or with respect to any such 
loan, mortgage or investment. 
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(GG) Chattel Mortgages. In connection with mortgage loans made 
under subparagraphs (2) and (8) of subsection (DD), an insurer may loan 
on the value of personal property items listed in the Federal Housing 
Administration Commitment for Insurance or the Veterans Administration 
Certificate of Reasonable Value. This subsection shall not be deemed to 
prevent an insurer from taking liens on personal property items as addi- 
tional security for any investment eligible for investment under this section. 


(HH) Real Estate. (1) An insurer may acquire, invest in, own, 
maintain, alter, furnish and improve the following real estate: 


‘(a) Land and buildings used for home office and branch office pur- 
poses, together with such other real estate as is required for its accommo- 
dation in the convenient transaction of its business. 


(b) Funeral home buildings used in servicing of burial insurance 
policies. 


(c) Real estate acquired in satisfaction of loans, mortgages, liens or 
other evidences of indebtedness previously owing to the insurer in the regu- 
lar course of its business. 


(d) Real estate acquired in part payment of the consideration in 
the sale of other real estate owned by the insurer. 


(e) Real estate acquired by gift or devise. 


(f) Real estate necessary for the protection or enhancement of the 
value of other real estate owned by the insurer. 


(g) Real estate acquired through a lawful merger or consolidation 
with another insurer and not required for its accommodation as provided 
in subdivision (a) above. 


(h) Real estate under lease, or being constructed under a definite 
agreement providing for lease, to solvent institutions, for industrial or 
commercial purposes, other than real estate for agricultural, horticultural, 
ranch, mining, mineral, recreational, amusement, club or hotel purposes. 
The fixed interest obligations, if any, of any such lessee must be eligible 
for investment under subsection (P) (corporate obligations). The total in- 
vested in real estate under this subdivision (h) shall not exceed five percent 
(5%) of the insurer’s assets. 


(2) The aggregate amount of real estate owned under subdivisions 
(a), (b), (d), (e), (£) and (g) of subparagraph (1) above, shall not exceed 
fifty percent (50%) of the insurer’s capital and surplus of ten percent 
(10%) of its admitted assets, whichever is greater; except that real 
estate acquired under subdivisions (e) and (g) of subparagraph (1) above, 
which results at time of acquisition in an investment in excess of such 
limitation shall be an eligible investment for five (5) years after date of 
acquisition, and thereafter if all real estate investments referred to in this 
subparagraph do rot then exceed fiftv percent (50%) of the insurer’s capi- 
tal and surplus or ten percent (10%) of its admitted assets, whichever is 
greater. 


(3) An insurer may lease to other part of real property otherwise 
occupied by it for home office and other purposes under subparagraph (1) 
(a), above, but the value of the entire property must be included for the 
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purposes of the limitation upon aggregate real estate investments provided 
in subparagraph (2) above. 


(II) Time Lime for Carrying Certain Real Estate as Admitted As- 
set. (1) Except as stated in subparagraph (3) of this subsection, an in- 
surer shall not carry as an admitted asset real estate acquired under sub- 
paragraph (1)(a), (b) and (f) of subsection (HH) after ten years from the 
date when such real estate ceases to be necessary for the convenient ac- 
commodation of the insurer in the transaction of its business or for the 
protection and enhancement of the value of other real estate owned by 
the insurer. 


(2) Except as stated in subparagraph (3) of this subsection, an in- 
surer shall not carry as an admitted asset real estate acquired under sub- 
paragraphs (1)(c), (d), (e) and (g) of subsection (HH) after ten years 
from the date of acquisition. 


(8) Upon proof satisfactory to him that the interest of the insurer 
will suffer materially if it is not permitted to carry any particular parcel 
of such real estate as an admitted asset after expiration of the period set 
out in subparagraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection, the Superintendent may 
by order in writing grant a reasonable extension of the period as specified 
in said order during which time the insurer may continue to carry such 
real estate as an admitted asset. 


(4) The insurer may elect to hold any of the above real estate as 
an investment for income purposes under subparagraph (1) (h) of subsec- 
tion (HH) if it meets the requirements thereof, in which event such real 
estate may continue to be carried as an admitted asset and shall be deemed 
to have been acquired at a cost equal to its book value at the time of 
such election. 


(JJ) Time Limit for Disposal of Other Ineligible Property and Se- 
curities. Any personal property or securities lawfully acquired by an in- 
surer through merger, consolidation, bulk reinsurance, execution of a 
judgment, gift, devise, or other means, which it could not otherwise have 
invested in or loaned its funds upon at the time of such acquisition, shall 
be disposed of within five (5) years from the date of acquisition unless 
within such period the security has attained to the standard of eligibility; 
except, that any security or personal property acquired under any agree- 
ment of bulk reinsurance, merger, or consolidation, may be retained for 
a longer period if so provided in the plan for such reinsurance, merger, or 
consolidation as approved by the Superintendent. Upon application by the 
insurer and proof that forced sale of any such property or security would 
materially injure the interest of the insurer, the Superintendent may ex- 
tend the disposal period for an additional reasonable time. 


(KK) ‘Failure to Dispose of Real Estate, Property, or Securities — 
Effect, Penalty. Any real estate, personal property, or securities lawfully 
acquired and held by an insurer shall not be allowed as an asset of the 
insurer after expiration of the period for disposal thereof or any extension 
of se period granted by the Superintendent, as provided in subsection (II) 
or 


With the exception of investments included under subsection (NN) 
which insurers shall definitely be prohibited from making, no insurer 
shall be prevented from making, acquiring, or holding without limit as to 
time, any investment authorized by subsection (D); provided, however, 
that only those investments meeting the requirements of this section shall 
be included in the admitted assets of the insurer. 


(LL) Funeral Supply Inventories and Funeral Equipment. In addi- 
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tion to other investments permitted under this section, mutual aid asso- 
ciations may invest in funeral supply inventories consisting of caskets, suits, 
robes, dresses and embalming supplies, and funeral equipment consisting 
of automobiles, hearses, ambulances, funeral cars and other motor vehi- 
cle equipment, all to the extent reasonably necessary to the full perform- 
ance by the insurer of its outstanding contracts and policies. Such funeral 
supply inventories shall not exceed twenty-five percent (25%) of the in- 
surer’s assets. 


(MM) Special Investments by Title Insurer. (1) In addition to other 
investments eligible under this section, a title insurer may invest and have 
invested an amount not exceeding fifty percent (50%) of its paid-in capi- 
tal stock in its abstract plant and equipment, and, with the Superinten- 
dent’s consent, in stocks of abstract companies. If the insurer transacts 
kinds of insurance in addition to title insurance, for the purposes of this 
subsection its paid-in capital stock shall be prorated between title insurance 
and such other insurances upon the basis of the reserves maintained by 
the insurer for the various kinds of insurances; but the capital so assigned 
to title insurance shall in no event be less than one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000). 


(2) Investments authorized by this subsection shall not be credited 
against the insurer’s required unearned premium or guaranty fund reserve. 


(NN) Prohibited Investments and Investment Underwriting. (1) In 
addition to investments excluded pursuant to other provisions of this Act, 
an insurer shall not invest in or lend its funds upon the security of: 


{ay Securities issued by any corporation or enterprise ths controlling 
interest of which is or will after such acquisition by the insurer be, held 
directly or indirectly by the insurer or any combination of the insurer and 
the insurer’s directors, officers, parent corporation, subsidiaries or control- 
ling stockholders. This provision does not apply as to investments in the 
controlling stock of an insurer under subsections (S)(2) and (S)(3) where 
such controlling stock is owned directly by the insurer, nor to direct in- 
vestments in wholly owned subsidiaries necessary for the convenient opera- 
tion of the insurer’s business. 


(b) Any note or other evidence of indebtedness of any director, offi- 
cer, or controlling stockholder of the insurer, except as to policy loans 
authorized under subsection (Z), and except as provided in Section 2(C) 


(2). 


(2) No insurer shall underwrite or participate in the underwriting of 
an offering of securities or property by any other person. Nothing herein 
shall prevent an insurer from purchasing securities or property directly 
from any person so long as the purchase is made for investment purposes 
and not for the purpose of re-sale through public distribution. 


(OO) Investments of Foreign Insurers. The investment portfolio of 
a foreign or alien insurer shall be as permitted by the laws of its domicle 
but shall be of a quality substantially equivalent to that required under 
this section for similar funds of like domestic insurers. 


(PP) Investments of Mutual Aid Associations. The funds of a mutual 
aid association shall be in cash or shall be invested as provided in this 
section 8 as applicable to life insurers with the following exceptions: 


(1) Funds of the association to the extent of its reserve liabilities re- 
sulting from valuation of its contracts providing for benefits, aid or serv- 
ices payable or to be rendered other than in cash may, at the option of 
the association, be constituted as a separate investment account and be in- 
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vested in securities or assets eligible for investment of the funds of life 
insurers in general, but with category limits as follows in lieu of limits 
otherwise applicable thereto under this section 3: 


(a) Not to exceed twenty-five percent (25%) of such reserves in the 
aggregate may be invested in preferred and guaranteed stocks authorized 
in subsection (Q) and common stocks authorized under subsection (R)(1). 


(b) Not to exceed ten percent (10%) of such reserves may be invested 
in insurance stocks authorized under subsection (S) (1). 


(ec) Not to exceed forty percent (40%) of such reserves may be in- 
(HED ay estate for production of income authorized under subsection 
H) (1) (h). 


2. In addition to the investment of particular reserves in designated 
categories of investments as provided in subdivision (1) above, the associa- 
tion may invest additional funds in the same categories, but within the 
percentage limitations, otherwise applicable under this section 3 as com- 
puted upon all of the assets of the association after deduction of the re- 
serves mentioned in such subdivisoin (1). 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This act shall take effect immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be in- 
troduced in the 1963 regular session of the Legislature of Alabama and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


AN ACT 


Relating to Cherokee County, Alabama: To abolish the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court and to create and establish in lieu thereof a court of 
record to be known as the “Cherokee County Court”; to define the court’s 
jurisdiction powers and venue; to provide for its officers, their appoint- 
ment and election, their powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to pro- 
vide for the transfer of all cases from the dockets of the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court to the Cherokee County Court; to provide for the trans- 
fer of certain cases pending in the Cherokee County Court to the law or 
equity side of the Circuit Court to invest said court with the powers and 
jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the Cherokee Law and Equity Court; 
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to prescribe rules of procedures for said court; to provide that said 
court shall be open at all times for trial of cases and transaction of 
business; to provide for the execution of the process of said court and the 
operation thereof; and to repeal all conflicting laws. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there be and is hereby established in and for Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, a court of law which shall be called the “Cherokee 
County Court”, which shall be a court of record, and which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, function and powers hereinafter 
conferred upon it by this Act. 


Section 2. That the first judge of the court created hereby shall be 
the person holding office as the Judge of the “Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court” when the same is abolished by this act, and shall hold office as 
Judge of said court until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January 1965, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. A Judge 
of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors of Cherokee County, 
Alabama, at the general election to be held in 1964, and each six years 
thereafter, and the term of the Judge of said court shall commence on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following his elec- 
tion, and shall continue for a period of six years and until his successor 
shall be elected and qualified. The judge of said court before entering upon 
the duties of said office, shall take oath required by law to be taken by 
the judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said judge shall be a 
qualified elector of Cherokee County, Alabama; and shall be learned in the 
law, and shall be licensed as an attorney at law and solicitor in chancery 
by the Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall be not less than twenty-five 
years of age. In case of sickness or disqualification of the judge of said 
court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of special judges 
in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The judge of said court shall be subject 
to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the court as are Circuit 
Judges of this State. The judge of said court shall keep an office in the 
courthouse of Cherokee County, Alabama, and it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Revenue of Cherokee County, Alabama, to provide such office, and 
supply the same with necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationary, and 
supplies. 


Section 8. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as required by the Constitution of this State. Said judge may 
be removed from office in the manner, and for the causes, now provided 
by law for removal of Circuit Judges. 


Section 4. That said court shall be held at the courthouse of Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. The judge of said court may 
determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said court for the 
trial of all cases, both civil and criminal; provided, however, that all civil 
and criminal cases in which no jury is demanded, shall be called for trial 
at least once in each month, and for the trial of civil and criminal cases 
wherein juries have been demanded there shall be two sessions of court 
each year, and time of said sessions to be fixed by the court by order 
entered upon the minutes of the court. Provided, however, that this 
section shall not be construed to prevent the continuance of any case in 
said court, by agreement of counsel of the parties on good cause shown 
to the court and when any cause is so continued to a specified time 
either for a cause shown to the court or by agreement of the parties of 
counsel, it shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of 
the time to which it has been continued, and provided further than the 
court shall have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said 
court whenever, in the judgment of the court, the same are necessary. 


REGULAR SESSION 1965 


Section 5. That the said Court shall adopt a seal which shall be in 
the custody of the clerk of said court. 


Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Chero- 
kee County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases in 
said court, as ex-officio solicitor of the Cherokee County Court. 


Section 7. The clerk of the Circuit Court of Cherokee County, Ala- 
bama, shall be ex-officio clerk of the Cherokee County Court hereby es- 
tablished, and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases 
brought before the court, and of the minutes and records as are now re- 
quired by law to be kept by clerks of the Circuit Courts and he shall 
have authority to issue all necessary summons and complaints as to all 
cases filed in the court, and all other civil and criminal process which 
clerks of the Circuit Courts are now required or empowered by law to 
issue, and shall have the same powers to issue warrants of arrest and search 
warrants as a magistrate, returnable to the court created hereby. He shall 
have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in this court. It 
shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil and criminal 
case in the Cherokee County Court the same costs fees, commisions, 
and compensations for services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff, and 
the witnesses which are now allowed, or which may hereafter be allowed, 
by law to be taxed charged, and collected in the Circuit Courts of this 
State; except that in Civil matters where suit is brought for $100.00 or 
less, only fees allowed Justices of the Peace, Constables and witnesses in 
the Justice Court shall be collected, and he shall disburse the same fees, 
commissions and compensations as are now, or may hereafter be allowed, 
or required in Circuit Courts of Alabama, except as may be herein other- 
wise provided, and except as may be otherwise provided by local laws in 
regard to payment of fees, commissions and compensation which are now 
applicable to Cherokee County, Alabama. It shall also be his duty to collect, 
or receive from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in the court, which he 
shall pay into the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County. He shall 
also have all other powers and discharge all other duties which shall de- 
volve upon the clerks of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, and shall be subject 
to the same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office as 
by law provided in the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The deputy clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Cherokee County, Alabama, shall be ex-officio deputy 
clerk of the Cherokee County Court, and shall exercise the same powers 
and perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. 


Section 8. That the clerk, with the approval of the judge of said 
court is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, records, 
stationary and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of said court 
and the same shall be paid out of the county Treasury upon warrants 
drawn by the judge and signed by the clerk. 


Section 9. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by 
the judge of said court, be required to attend upon said court in pre- 
serving order, and execute all writs of process, and perform such other 
duties in all respects as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for him- 
self and each deputy required for attendance upon said session of said 
court, he shall receive the same amount received by sheriffs and deputies 
in the Circuit Courts of the State of Alabama, payable out of the county 
Treasury upon his warrant except, however, as limited by existing local 
laws in regard to compensation for the Sheriff of Cherokee County, Ala- 
bama, and his regular deputies, approved by the presiding judge, provided 
that the sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay except for the time 
that the court is actually in session and none of such compensation to the 
deputies shall be shared in by the sheriff; and for the service by the sheriff

That the judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person, who shall not be required to reside in Cherokee County, Alabama 
capable of taking the proceedings of, said court in shorthand, or by me- 
chanical device or devices, as the official court reporter for said court, and 
shall make an order of appointment of such official reporter, and when so 
appointed may be removed by the judge of said court at his discretion, and 
his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law for the reporter 
of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the same rate of 
compensation for transcribing the testimony or other proceedings as are 
now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, and shall receive as a salary 
the sum of Nine Hundred Dollars per annum. The said annual salary of 
said official Court Reporter shall be paid out of the County Treasury of 
Cherokee County, Alabama, in equal monthly installments at the end of 
each month upon warrants drawn in the same manner as other employees 
of Cherokee County are paid. 


Section 11. That in all cases reported by an official Court Re- 
pores, there shall be taxed as a part of the costs of the case a fee of 
ive Dollars for each day or fraction thereof that such reporter shall be 
engaged in reporting a case, to be collected as costs as in other cases, and 
when collected, paid by the Clerk of the Court into the County Treasury 
of Cherokee County, Alabama; provided, however, that in criminal cases 
where the defendant enters a plea of guilty, in cases where a money judg- 
ment is soughi, in cases of less than one hundred dollars as determined 
by the complaint, and in cases where there is a judgment by default, 
there shall be no Court Reporter’s fee. 


Section 12. The Cherokee County Court shall have and exercise the 
following jurisdiction, authority and powers: 


(a) Exclusive jurisdiction of all causes against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor. On all indictments returned by Grand 
Juries of Cherokee County, Alabama, against persons charged with a 
misdemeanor, the clerk of this court shall issue capiases returnable to this 
court. 


(b) Exclusive jurisdiction of all criminal] cases appealed from the 
Court of any Mayor, Recorder, Justice of the Peace or Notary Public 
ex officio Justice of the Peace. 


(c) Exclusive juirsdiction of all civil cases appealed from the Court 
of any justice of the Peace or Notary Public ex officio Justice of the Peace. 


(d) Unlimited jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court of Cher- 
okee County, Alabama, in all civil cases, where the amount involved does 
not exceed ten thousand dollars. 


(e) It shall have power to issue any and all special and extraordinary 
writs that circuit courts or judges thereof are authorized to issue, expect 
such as are peculiar to a court of chancery. 


(f) It may exercise all other powers and authority that are, or that 
may hereafter be conferred upon the Circuit Courts or the Judges thereof, 
including the power to punish for contempt, consistent with the jurisdiction 
conferred hereby. 


(g) Unlimited concurrent jurisdiction of all causes that are confer- 
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red upon Justice of the Peace Courts of the State under the general laws 
of the State of Alabama. 


Section 18. (a) All laws and rules of practice with reference to 
process, pleading and practice, and the drawing of juries in the several 
proceedings in the Circuit Court shall be applicable to this court, and all 
statutes and rules of practice pertaining to county courts and to the circuit 
court shall be applicable to criminal causes pending in this court. All 
cases tried in Cherokee County Court shall be tried by the judges without 
a jury, the judge to decide all questions of law and fact, unless any party 
to a civil action involving Fifty Dollars ($50.00) or more may demand a 
trial by jury by endorsement on the initial general pleading filed therein, 
and unless a party charged with a criminal offense makes a demand for a 
trial by jury by endorsing the same on the bond at the time of making 
the same, or filing such demand with the Clerk of the Court with fifteen 
(15) days after the arrest of the defendant. On such jury demand being 
made in either a criminal or civil action, the Clerk shall place such 
cause on the jury dockets of said court. All civil cases involving less than 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without a jury. 


(b) That civil cause may be transferred from the Cherokee County 
Court to the Circuit Court in Equity for the same reason and in the same 
manner and under the same rules and regulations as is now provided for 
the transfer of causes from the law side of the Cireuit Court to the 
Equity side of said Court. 


(c) The Venue in any case in the said Cherokee County Court shall 
be changed to any other county under the same orders and regulations as 
governed by change of venue in the Circuit Court. 


(d) Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Cherokee County 
may be instituted in Cherokee County Court by making an affidavit be- 
fore the Judge, Clerk or the Solicitor of said Court, the writ on said 
affidavit to be issued by the Clerk, Solicitor or Judge of said Court, and 
when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, the cause shall be 
docketed for trial and be tried’ as though the defendant had been indicted 
by a Grand Jury. 


(e) That the Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the manner as such jurisdiction 
may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State and the judges there- 
of, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgments of said 
court to the Supreme Courts and Court of Appeals in the same manner, 
and within the same time as appeals are now taken from the orders and 
judgments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 


(f) Bills of exception in the trial of cases in this Court are hereby 
abolished in the same manner, and under the same conditions as are con- 
‘templated as attaining in the Circuit Courts of this State under the pro- 
visions of Title 7, Section 827 (1) et seq of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as recompiled in 1958. 


Section 14. The judge of this court shall receive a salary of Six 
Thousand Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments at the 
end of each month out of the county treasury. 


Section 15. That the Act creating the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court of Cherokee County, Alabama as amended is hereby repealed and 
the Cherokee Law and Equity Court is hereby abolished; and from and 
after the passage of this Act, the Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall 
no longer exist; and all cases both civil and criminal pending in said Chero- 
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kee Law and Equity Court, when this act becomes law shall immediately 
become pending upon the dockets of the Cherokee County Court as though 
originally brought in said court, except cases wherein a will contest is pend- 
ing, which said cases shall be transferred to the Circuit Court to be tried 
according to law. That all files, papers, costs and judgment entries per- 
taining to all cases now pending or heretofore filed in the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court and all further proceedings thereon shall be had as if 
the cases had originated in the Cherokee County Court, or as if the judg- 
ments had been obtained in this Court. 


Section 16. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict with 
this Act, are hereby repealed.

Colbert County to be known as “The ‘County Commission of Colbert County, 
Alabama”; prescribing the jurisdiction of the commission and prescribing its 
powers and duties; providing for the selection of its members and duties; 
providing for the selection of its members and employees, and prescribing 
their qualifications, terms, compensation, powers, and duties; and repealing 
conflicting laws. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of revenue of Colbert County created by Act 
No. 181, H. 333, Regular Session 1949 (Acts 1949, p. 157), is abolished. 


Section 2. There is hereby created and established a county com- 
mission in and for Colbert County, Alabama to be known as “The County 
Commission of Colbert County, Alabama”. The county commission created 
by this Act shall be composed of three members, a chairman and two 
associate commissioners, all of whom must be qualified electors of Col- 
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bert County. One associate member of the commission must be a resident 
of either the northeast or southeast district of the county; the other asso- 
ciate member must be a resident of either the northwest or the southwest 
district of the county. The chairman of the commission may reside any- 
where in Colbert County. For the purposes of this Act Colbert County 
shall remain divided into the four districts as provided for by Act No. 
184, H. 564, Regular Session 1945 (Local Acts 1945, p. 101). 


Section 3. The associate commissioners shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election to be held in November 1964 and every four years there- 
after, by the qualified electors of Colbert County, Alabama, and shall take 
office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January next after 
their election and shall hold office for a period of four years, or until 
their successors are elected and qualified. In the event of a vacancy on 
the commission, the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the gover- 
nor for the unexpired term. The chairman of the board of revenue of Col- 
bert County, Alabama who is serving on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday of January, 1965 shall be the chairman of the commission and 
shall serve until the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 
1967. A chairman of the county commission shall be elected at the gen- 
eral election to be held in November, 1966, and every four years there- 
after, by the qualified electors of Colbert County, and shall take office on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January next after their 
election and shall hold office for a period of four years, or until their 
successors are elected or qualified. In the event of a vacancy in the posi- 
tion of the chairman of the commission, the vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment by the governor for the unexpired term. 


Section 4. The memhers of said county commission shall be nomi- 
nated by the voters who are authorized to participate in any primary 
election, caucus or convention held or called by any political party for 
the nomination of said officers as required by law and the laws of this 


state relative to the primary elections shall apply. 


Section 5. The chairman of the commission shall be a resident of 
said County continuously during his term of office and each member of 
said commission shall be a resident of the districts for which he is elected 
and shall reside in said districts continuously during his term of office. 


Section 6. The county commission shall have the power and auth- 
ority to direct and control and insure all equipment and property of the 
county as it may deem expedient and according to law; to levy general 
and special taxes for particular county purposes according to the provi- 
sions of the laws of the State of Alabama, general or special; to examine, 
settle and allow accounts and claims chargeable against the county; to 
examine and audit accounts of all officers having the management, col- 
lection or disbursement of money belonging to the county or appropriated 
for its use or benefit. 


Section 7. The commission shall have all of the jurisdiction and all 
the powers which are now or may hereafter be by law invested in the 
board of revenue or commissioners courts of this state and the several 
members of the said county commission of Colbert County shall respec- 
tively perform all the duties and services which are or may be required 
by law of the members of the board of revenue or commissioners courts. 


Section 8. All the general laws heretofore and hereafter enacted by 
the Legislature of Alabama, in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, auth- 
orities or duties of boards of revenue or commissioners courts in this 
State shall apply to said county commission of Colbert County, except as 
otherwise provided by this Act. 


Section 9. The commission shall have the power and authority to 
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compromise the outstanding debts of Colbert County, to examine into and 
pass upon the regularity of warrants already issued, to classify and regis- 
ter outstanding warrants, and may pledge the credit of the county to raise 
money to discharge the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by 
Law. 


Section 10. The chairman of the said commission is required to 
give his entire time and attention to the business of the said commission; 
the said chairman shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of said com- 
mission and shall sign all warrants drawn on the county treasury, or 
orders for the payment or disbursements of money or funds for the coun- 
ty. It is hereby made the duty of the said chairman to receive and pre- 
pare the business and obtain information for the sessions of the said com- 
mission and to see to the execution of all orders of said commission. The 
commission shall purchase all supplies for Colbert County and no pur- 
chase shall be made except at a regular or adjourned meeting of the com- 
mission while it is in session and no contract or purchase shall be binding 
on Colbert County made contrary to the provisions of this Act. The pur- 
pose and intent being to require all the purchases to be made by the 
commission sitting as the county commission, provided, however, that the 
chairman of the commission may purchase necessary parts, repairs and 
materials, books, stationery and supplies, when the cost of such necessary 
expenditures are not in excess of $150.00 without complying with the pro- 
visions of this Act. In case of purchases of materials, books, stationery and 
supplies, etc. that the cost exceeds $150.00, requisitions for such materi- 
als, books, stationery, supplies, etc. needed by the various officers of Col- 
bert County shall be made to said chairman of the county commission 
who shall present said requisitions to the county commission at any subse- 
quent meeting and said commission shall, after it has examined the said 
requisitions and found same to be correct and if in the opinion of the 
commission said materials, books, stationery, supplies, etc., for said of- 
fices are ncessary, direct the chairman to secure bids from responsible 
business establishments as required by this Act. The purchases and expend- 
itures of county funds by the chairman of the county commission and the 
commission shall be governed by the provisions of Section 3 of Title 41 
of the 1940 Code of Alabama which said Section 3 is known as the uniform 
system of accounting and reporting. 


Section 11. The majority of the commission shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the conducting of business, and no funds belonging to the county 
shall be drawn out or paid out except as authorized by said commission 
and a proper list and registry of all sums drawn out and paid out and the 
nature of the claim and the name of the person in whose favor drawn 
or paid out shall be kept by the chairman of the commission, provided, 
however, each member of the commission present shall vote on all mat- 
ters coming before the commission and each member present shall vote un- 
less he is interested in the results of the matter being voted on. It is the 
intent of this Act that the chairman of the board shall vote on all issues 
coming up whenever he is present and unless he is interested in the re- 
sults of the matter being voted on. 


Section 12. The chairman of the said commission shall issue all no- 
tices required to be given by the said commission and by law, shall under 
the direction of the said commission keep the minutes, and records of the 
proceedings of the said commission in a well bound volume provided for 
that purpose, which said records shall be kept in the office of the judge 
of probate of said county and shall be opened at all reasonable hours to 
the inspection of the citizens of said county, and generally to do and 
perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by law. 
The minutes of said commission shall be recorded in the minute book, 
provided for that purpose, within ten days (Sundays excepted) from the 
adjournment of any meeting of said commission, regular or special. 
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Section 18. Said county commission shall be a court of record. 


Section 14. It shall be the duty of the said county commission to 
cause to be published in some newspaper published in Colbert County, 
Alabama, annually, a statement showing the receipts of all moneys by the 
county during the preceding year and from what source so derived and a 
statement of all the sums disbursed during the preceding year and for 
what so disbursed. 


Section 15. The said county commission shall hold its sessions or 
meetings at the courthouse or in the courthouse annex in and for Colbert 
County, and executive sessions thereof are hereby expressly prohibited. 


Section 16. The chairman of said commission shall receive a salary 
of $7,200 per annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments of 
$600.00. The chairman of the commission shall be the presiding officer 
and in addition to the rights, powers and duties designated in this Act, he 
shall exercise and perform all other rights and duties in relation to the 
commission, and shall be liable to the same penalties in connection there- 
with as are now exercised by the judges of probate of the several coun- 
ties of this State as provided under the general law of the State, in relation 
to the court of county commissioners. He shall issue warrants to all per- 
sons whose claims have been allowed by the county commission, and in 
the same manner and under the same restrictions as same have been here- 
tofore issued by the judge of probate of Colbert County. The members 
of said commission, other than the chairman, shall receive as their full 
compensation a salary of $5,400.00 per annum, payable in twelve equal 
monthly installments of $450.00, and shall receive no per diem and no 
mileage for trips made within Colbert County, Alabama. All of said sal- 
aries and compensations are to be paid out of the county treasury on 
sworn, itemized and verified statement of each of said commission mem- 
bers to be approved by the county commission as other claims as above 
provided and to be filed and recorded as other claims. 


Section 17. Each member of said commission is hereby required 
before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the statutory 
cath of office together with a bond in some acceptable surety company 
to be approved by the judge of probate of Colbert County, Alabama, 
payable to Colbert County, Alabama, and conditioned as other official 
statutory bonds and oaths, for their faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices. Said bond and oath to be filed with the prboate 
judge of said county. The bond of the chairman of said commission is 
hereby fixed at $10,000 and the bond of the other two members of said 
county commission fixed at $3,000 each. 


Section 18. The county commission shall hold regular meetings on 
the first and third Mondays in each month, remaining in session as many 
days as may be necessary, and said commission shall have the authority 
to adjourn said meetings to specific times; and said commission may hold 
special meetings at the call of the chairman. 


Section 19. It shall be the duty of the commission to fix, from 
time to time, in accordance with prevailing economic conditions, the 
various scales of wages or salaries to be paid for employees and labor in 
connection with the business of the county and in connection with the 
maintenance and construction of roads and bridges. 


Section 20. The commission may employ a competent engineer when- 
ever the commission deems it necessary or expedient for the efficient 
management of the roads and highways of Colbert County, and may fix 
his compensation and prescribe his duties as they deem best, and may 
discharge said engineer at any time that they see fit without giving 
any reason therefor. The county commission shall have the right to em- 
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ploy a clerk-stenographer for the chairman of the commission at a salary 
not exceeding $175.00 per month. The commission shall have the right to 
discharge the said clerk-stenographer at any time they see fit without any 
reason therefor. 


Section 21. It shall be the further duty of each associate member of 
the commission to inspect the roads in the districts from which he must 
be a resident of one or the other from time to time and hear the sugges- 
tions and complaints of the citizens, and report the same to the county 
commission with his recommendations; to advise with the chairman of the 
county commission and the county engineer concerning the problems of 
his districts particularly, and to comply with the directions of the county 
commission; and to assist in securing right-of-ways, and assist in public 
relations generally. 


Section 22. In so far as feasible, the county commission shall con- 
struct, repair and maintain all county roads, bridges and ferries on the 
basis of the county as a unit, without regard to any district or beat 
lines. The county commission shall determine as a unit all construction, 
repairing and maintenance of all county roads, bridges and ferries, in so 
far as is feasible on a unit basis and the chairman of the county com- 
mission is responsible to see that the decisions of the county commission 
in connection therewith are carried out. 


Section 28. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 24. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 25. The provisions of this Act shall become effective only 
if approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Colbert County, 
voting in a referendum to be held on the date of the first county-wide 
primary, general, or special election held after the passage of this Act. 
The governing body of Colbert County shall order and provide for the 
holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballot to be used at the 
election, the question shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall the 
provisions of Act No... of the 1963 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature, which provides for the reorganization of the county government 
of Colbert County, be adopted? Yes ( ) No ( ).” If a majority of the 
votes cast in the election are “Yes”, the provisions of this Act shall become 
effective as of the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 
1965. If a majority of the votes cast in the election are “No,” this Act 
shall have no effect. The judge of probate of Colbert County shall certify 
the results of the election to the Secretary of State within thirty days after 
the returns are canvassed.

February, notwithstanding the fact that such person may be licensed by 
the State Department of Conservation to use such gear in any other 
county. 


Section 2. Any person, firm, co-partnership, association or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than four hundred dollars and in ad- 
dition thereto all commercial fishing gear, implements, instruments, ap- 
pliances or things of whatsoever nature used in connection with the com- 
mission of such misdemeanor, if the owner be unknown, shall be seized 
and confiscated and shall become the property of the Game and Fish 
Division of the Department of Conservation and shall be disposed of as 
ordered by the Direction of Conservation, and such fishing gear, imple- 
ments, instruments, appliances or things of whatsoever nature used in con- 
nection with the commission of such misdemeanor, if the owner be known, 
shall be seized and confiscated and shall be disposed of as ordered by the 
court having jurisdiction thereof. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

“Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Madison, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known and 
called the Madison County Court. The court is hereby invested with and 
shall have and exercise final jurisdiction of the following offenses when 
committed in Madison County; Violations of Sunday, vagrancy, assaults, as- 
saults and batteries, and affrays in which no stick or other weapon is used; 
when the value of the commodity does not exceed ten dollars of larceny, 
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whether at common law or by statute, of embezzlement and receiving 
stolen or embezzled goods, knowing them to be stolen or embezzled; for 
failure to work on the public road after legal notice; of offenses for cruel- 
ty to animals; of public drunkenness; and of any and all other misde- 
meanors of which justices of the peace have final jurisdiction under the 
general law, including violations of traffic laws, rules of the road and all 
other offenses triable in justice of the peace courts or courts of like juris- 
diction under the provisions of Title 36, Code of Alabama, 1940, and any 
amendments or additions thereto. The court shall also have jurisdistion 
concurrently with the circuit court of ali misdemeanors not herein speci- 
fically named. The court shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies 
committed in the county, and shall have jurisdiction of bastardy and peace 
proceedings. All jurisdiction of justices of the peace and notaries ex offi- 
cio justices of the peace in criminal and quasi-criminal cases heretofore 
granted to and conferred upon them by law, as to Madison County, is 
hereby revoked.

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Section 1. DEFINITIONS. The following words, terms, and phra- 
ses, wherever used herein, shall have the meanings respectively ascribed 
to them in this section, and shall include the singular as well as the plural: 


ALLOCATION means the assignment of positions to a class on the 
basis of the nature, difficulty and responsibility of work of the positions. 


APPOINTING AUTHORITY means the official or board designated 
by resolution of the governing body as being the official or board having 
authority to fill vacancies in a specified class, or the governing body itself 
in the event that the governing body has made no such designation in 
respect to a class, or having made such designation, has thereafter re- 
pealed such resolution. 


BOARD means the Personnel Board of the City of Decatur. 


CERTIFY, CERTIFICATION means the act of supplying the ap- 
pointing authority with names of applicants deemed eligible for appoint- 
ment to the class or position to be filled. 


CITY means the City of Decatur. 


CLASS means a position or group of positions that involve similar 
duties and responsibilities and require similar qualifications and are desig- 
nated by a single title indicative of the work to be performed. 


COURT means the Circuit Court of Morgan County, Alabama. 


ELIGIBLE LIST means a list of names of persons who have success- 
fully competed by examination, arranged in the order of their final ratings. 


EMPLOYEE means a person regularly occupying a position in the 
classified service or a person who is on authorized leave of absence and 
whose position is being held for him pending his return, but shall not in- 
clude an independent contractor. 


DEMOTION means removal of an employee from a position in one 
class to a position in another class having a lower maximum salary 
limit than the position from which he was removed. 


GOVERNING BODY means the Board of Commissioners of the city 
or any governing authority which is a successor thereto. 


ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT means the appointment to a position 
in the classified service of a person who is not being reemployed from the 
reemployment list, nor being promoted from the promotional eligible list 
and who, except for those in the exempt service and those serving under 
temporary appointment, is not an employee of' the city. 


ORIGINAL APPOINTMENT ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible 
list of persons qualified for original appointment to a position. 


LAID-OFF means separated from the classified service of the city 
because of lack of work or funds or other reason not related to fault, 
delinquency or misconduct on the part of the employee. 


POSITION means a group of current duties and responsibilities as- 
signed or delegated by competent authority and requiring the full or part 
time services of one employee. 


PROMOTION means a change of employment from a position of one 
class to a position of another class which has a higher maximum salary 
rate. 
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PROMOTIONAL ELIGIBLE LIST means the eligible list of persons 
qualified for promotion to a position. 


REEMPLOYMENT LIST means the list of names of former em- 
ployees who have been laid-off from a position who had permanent 
status in that position so long as that position contimued in the classified 
service, arranged in the inverse order in which they were laid-off. 


VACANCY means a position duly created with funds provided for 
payment of a salary, which is not occupied, or which is occupied by 
a person serving under a temporary appointment. 


Section 2. DIVISION INTO EXEMPT AND CLASSIFIED SERV- 
ICES. All offices and positions of the city shall be divided into the 
exempt service and the classified service. The exempt service shall include: 
the positions of all elected officials of the city; the positions of voluntary 
personnel and personnel appointed to serve without pay; the positions 
of consultants rendering temporary professional service; all positions 
involving seasonal or part time employment; such positions as the board 
shall determine to involve unskilled or semi-skilled work; the positions 
of attorneys rendering legal service; the positions held by persons em- 
ployed by the Municipal Utilities Board of Decatur, Morgan County, Ala- 
bama, and by any other boards and commissions of the city; provided, 
however, such positions in the exempt service held by employees of such 
other boards and commissions may be placed in the classified service by 
resolution of the governing body, after favorable recommendation by such 
other board or commission, and the governing body in such resolution 
shall prescribe the conditions under which the employees holding such 
positions so transferred may acquire permanent status in such positions 
so long as such positions remain in the classified service. The classified 
service shall include the City Recorder and all other positions in the city 
service that are paid out of the general fund of the city and out of funds 
of boards and commissions whose employees are placed in the classified 
service, and which are not specifically placed in the exempt service; pro- 
vided, however, the governing body may by resolution, pursuant to a rec- 
ommendation by the board, remove any position from the classified service 
and place it in the exempt service. Unless otherwise specifically provided 
or clearly implied, the provisions of this act shall apply only to the 
classified service. 


Section 8. STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES. All employees 
who have acquired permanent status under Act No. 788 adopted at the 
1961 Regular Session of the Legislature shall, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, have permanent status in their present positions so long as such 
positions remain in the classified service. All other employees shall be 
eligible to acquire permanent status in their present positions so long as 
such positions remain in the classified service in the manner provided in 
Section 14, upon completing six months’ service in such positions, such 
time to be computed from the beginning of such service, rather than 
from the effective date of this act. 


Section. 4. ORGANIZATON OF BOARD. The personnel program 
established by this act shall be administered by the board. The board 
shall consist of five members who are residents of the city and who shall 
be appointed by the governing body. The members of the board shall be 
persons in sympathy with the application of merit principles to public em- 
ployment. No member of the board shall be employed by or be an official 
of the city, nor hold any elective public office. The members of the board 
shall serve staggered five year terms so that the term of one member 
of the board will expire at the end of each year. The first board under 
this act shall consist of the members of the board presently serving as 
the board under Act No. 788 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the 
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Legislature, and each of said members of said present board shall continue 
to be a member of said first board under this act until the expiration of 
the term for which said member was appointed to membership cn the 
present board. Vacancies occurring during a term shall be filled for the 
balance of the term by the governing body. Members of the board shall 
serve without compensation, but funds shall be provided from the general 
fund of the city for their reasonable and necessary expenses. The board 
shall elect from its own members a chairman, a vice chairman and a 
secretary-treasurer. The board shall meet as often as shall be necessary 
to effectuate the purposes of this act. A majority of the members of the 
board shall be necessary to constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business and no action shall be taken without the affirmative vote of a 
majority of the quorum present at a meeting. The board with the approval 
of the governing body, shall have the right to engage such full or part- 
aoe personnel as shall be necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act. 


Section 5. GENERAL DUTIES OF BOARD. In addition to the 
duties set forth elsewhere in this act, the board shall (a) advise the gov- 
erning body on matters of personnel administration, including the develop- 
ment of personnel rules, a job classification plan and a systematic pay 
plan; (b) represent the public interest in the improvement of personnel 
administration in the city service; (c) make any inquiry which it may con- 
sider desirable concerning personne! administration in the city service; and 
(d) make recommendations to the governing body with respect to any of 
the foregoing duties. 


Section 6. RULES, CLASSIFICATION PLANS, AND PAY 
PLANS. So long as the same are not inconsistent with this act, the board 
shall have the power to recommend to the governing body the adoption 
of rules and regulations for the operation of the merit system established 
hereby, a job classification plan, a pay plan and a plan for the mandatory 
and or permissive retirement of employees. Within sixty (60) days after 
the presentation of a recommendation of the board, the governing body 
shall act upon the same, and if the governing body by resolution adopts 
the recommendation of the board, the same shall become operative and 
have the force and effect of law. All rules, regulations and pay and classi-

Section 7. AMENDMENTS AND REPEAL. Any rule, determina- 
tion, regulation or plan may be amended or repealed in whole or in part 
in the same manner as is provided herein for the making of such rules, 
determinations, regulations or plans. 


Section 8. JOB CLASSIFICATION PLAN. After the adoption by 
the governing body of a job classification plan, allocation of each position 
in the classified service shall be made by the board with the approval of 
the governing body to the end that all positions in the same class shall be 
sufficiently alike to permit use of a single descriptive title, the same qualifi- 
saci requirements, the same test of competence, and the same pay 
scale. 


Section 9. PAY PLAN. After the adoption by the governing body 
of a pay plan and any rules of its administration, the board with the 
approval of the governing body, will assign each position to one of the 
pay ranges provided in the pay plan to the end that the rate or range of 
compensation for each class provided for in the pay plan shall be such 
as to reflect fairly the differences in duties and responsibilities in the 
various classes.

Section 10. EXAMINATIONS. Eligibility for original appoint- 
ment or promotion to vacancies in positions in the classified service oc- 
curring after the adoption of this act shall be determined by competitive 
examinations of applicants therefor. Examinations shall be in such form 
as will fairly test the abilities and aptitudes of the applicants with respect 
to the duties to be performed. Applicants who pass the test and other- 
wise qualify for original appointment or promotion, as the case may be, 
shall be placed on the appropriate eligible list for the vacancy in the 
order of the grades they obtained on the examination. The board may 
refuse to examine, or aiter examination refuse to certify the name of

to practice any deception or fraud in his application, or in his examination. 


Section 11. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENT. Pending the avail- 
ability of a list of names certified as provided in Section 18 hereof, posi- 
tions may be filled by temporary appointment. The governing body by 
resolution adopted pursuant to a recommendation of the board may grant 
permanent status to a position in the classified service so long as such 
position remains in the classified service to any employee who has served 
in a vacancy in a position then in the classified service by temporary ap- 
pointment for at least twelve months and who has made a passing score 
on his examination, if at the time of such action by the governing body 
moO Such list of names has been so certified for the Vacancy ii which ihe 


said employee is serving. 


Section 12. LISTS OF NAMES OF PERSONS AVAILABLE FOR 
APPOINTMENT. Lists of names of persons available for appointment to 
a vacancy in a position in the classified service will be selected for certifi- 
cation as provided in Section 13 hereof in the order in which they appear 
on the reemployment list, promotional eligible list, and original appoint- 
ment eligible list for said vacancy, which lists shall have priority one over 
the other in the order named. A former employee with probationary status 
with respect to the vacancy may, with the approval of the appointing au- 
thority, have his name placed at such position on the promotional eligible 
list as the appointing authority may designate. Policies and procedures for 
administering eligible lists and covering the duration, cancellation, replace- 
ment, and consolidation of such lists, and the removal or suspension of 
names therefrom shall be provided in the personnel rules, 


Section 18. METHOD OF FILLING VACANCIES. Except as here- 
inafter provided, vacancies in positions in the classified service shall be 
filled by the appointing authority by the appointment of a person whose 
name is certified, within thirty (30) days after certification. Certification 
shall be made upon request of the appointing authority therefor whenever 
a vacancy exists, the appointing authority, in his discretion, determines 
that such vacancy shall be filled, and the name of an applicant for such 
vacancy is eligible for certification. If there is a reemployment list with re- 
spect to the vacancy, only the top name on such list shall be eligible fox 
certification. In the event there is no such reemployment list, and the names 
on the promotional eligible list for such vacancy plus the names on the 
original appointment eligible list for such vacancy equal three or more, the 
three names ranked highest on the said promotional eligible list shall be 
eligible for certification; provided, however, should the said promotional 
eligible list not contain three names, then the names appearing thereon, 
plus such of the names ranked highest on the said original appointment 
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eligible list as will be sufficient to bring the number certified to three 
shall be eligible for certification. If after making a reasonable effort it 
should prove impossible for the appointing authority to locate any of the 
persons so certified or should it become known to the board that any 
person so certified is not willing to accept the position, the appointing au- 
thority may request that additional names be certified until the appoint- 
ing authority has available to him a list from which to make the appoint- 
ment containing the aforesaid authorized number of persons all of whom 
are available for such appointment and willing to accept the position, 
or, in the event that the list certified to the appointing authority contains 
fewer than the authorized number of available and willing persons as afore- 
said from which to make a selection, the appointing authority, in his dis- 
cretion, may choose from the remaining certified names, make a tempo- 
rary appointment, or make no appointment. In the event that there does 
not exist an employment list which the board deems to be appropriate 
from which to fill the vacancy, the board shall prepare such a list within a 
reasonable time after receipt of the request of the appointing authority 
that eligibility be certified. Provided, however, nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as preventing an appointing authority, in his discretion, 
from withdrawing his request for the aforesaid certification, either before 
or after such certification has been made in response to his request there- 
for. Whenever a person has been certified to and rejected by an ap- 
pointing authority three times, the board may remove the name of such 
person from the eligible list on which his name appeared. A person shall 
be deemed to have been so rejected by an appointing authority when a 
vacancy is filled from an eligible list on which his name appeared and such 
person was not selected to fill the vacancy. 


Section 14. PROBATION. Except as provided in Sections 2 and 3, 
to acquire permanent status in a position in the classified service so long 
as such position remains in the classified service, employee shall be sub- 
ject to a period of probation. The regular period of probation shall be 
six month, provided, however, the board may adopt rules and regulations 
specifying a longer or shorter period of probation for a designated class or 
classes, or for extension of the probation period for any individual probation- 
ary employee, but no probationary period may extend beyond twelve months. 
The work and conduct of employees with a probationary status shall be 
subject to close scrutiny and evaluation. An employee retained beyond 
the end of the probationary period shall have permanent status in the 
position in which he was so retained so long as that position remains in 
the classified service if, but only if, the appointing authority files a 
written statement with the board affirming the fact that the services of 
the employee have been found to be satisfactory. 


Section 15. ABSENCES; HOURS OF WORK. Rules shall be adop- 
ted in the manner hereinbefore provided prescribing hours of work and the 
conditions and length of time for which leaves of absence with pay and 
leaves of absence without pay may be granted. These shall cover such 
matters as vacations, holidays, sick leaves, leaves for military service, 
and leaves granted so that the employee can seek election to public office. 


Section 16. LAY-OFF OF EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be 
separated from his position by being laid-off. Reduction in the number of 
employees shall be made in such class or classes as the appointing authority 
may designate; provided, however, within each class affected by such re- 
duction employees shall be laid off in the following order: (1) temporary 
employees who did not have permanent status in some other position in 
the classified service at the time they were appointed to their present posi- 
tion; (2) probationary employees who did not have permanent status in 
some other position in the classified service at the time they were appointed 
to their present position; (3) other temporary employees; (4) other pro- 
bationary employees; and (5) employees having permanent status in a posi- 
tion in the classified service. 
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Section 17. DISMISSAL, DEMOTION AND SUSPENSION OF 
EMPLOYEES. Any employee may be dismissed, suspended without pay 
or demoted by his appointing authority for any violation of the provisions 
of this act or whenever the good of the service will be served thereby or 
the employee’s work, performance, conduct on or off the job, or insubor- 
dinate attitude so warrants; provided, however, that no employee may be 
suspended without pay for more than fifteen working days at any one 
time or for more than thirty (30) working days in any one year; and pro- 
vided further, that no employee shall be dismissed, suspended without pay 
or demoted for political considerations other than those enumerated in 
Section 21 hereof. Any person appointed to a position who has secured 
his certification therefor through fraud shall be removed by his appointing 
authority and shall not thereafter be eligible for examination for or ap- 
pointment to any position except by unanimous permission of the board. 
Each appointing authority shall promptly report to the board in writing 
the fact and extent of all disciplinary action taken by him against em- 
ployees holding positions in the classified service. 


Section 18. PROCEDURE FOR PROTESTING CERTAIN DIS- 
CIPLINARY ACTION. An employee shall have the right to protest any 
disciplinary action taken against him by his appointing authority; provided, 
however, an employee serving by temporary appointment and an employee 
having probationary status shall have no right to protest any such discip- 
linary action, unless such employee had permanent status in some other 
position at the time he was appointed to his present position. An em- 
ployee desiring to protest any disciplinary action directed against him by 
his appointing authority shall file a protest in writing with the board and 
with his appointing authority within seven (7) days of the date on which the 
disciplinary action was taken and request a hearing hefore the board. With- 
in seven (7) days after receipt of the protest, his appointing authority 
shall file with the chairman of the board and mail to the employee by 
certified mail a statement specifying the charges against such employee 
on which the disciplinary action was based. Upon the filing of such charges, 
the said chairman shall call a meeting of the board to be held within 
thirty (30) days after the filing of such charges to hear such protest, and 
shall forthwith give notice by certified mail to the employee and his ap- 
pointing authority of the time and place of such meeting. The board shall 
have the authority to continue the hearing from time to time as may be 
necessary. In preparing for and conducting such hearing, the chairman 
and secretary-treasurer of the board shall each have the power to ad- 
minister oaths, and to subpoena and require the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books, documents and accounts pertaining to the 
subject under investigation. 


Subpoenas issued as herein provided shall be served (and the fees and 
allowances for the service thereof shall be the same) as is provided by 
law for the service of subpoenas issued by the court. Said fees and allow- 
ances in connection with the service of such a enoenas issued at the request 
of the appointing authority or the board shall constitute reasonable and 
necessary expenses of the board. Such subpoenas issued at the request of 
the employees shall be served as aforesaid but only after such employee 
has deposited sufficient security with such sheriff or other officer as will 
guarantee payment of such fees and allowances for such service. In the 
event any person is duly summoned to appear and testify or produce evi- 
dence, or both, before the board, and such person refuses to attend or testify 
or produce such evidence, or any of them, in obedience to such summons, 
the board shall have the right to invoke the aid of the court at law. In 
such event, and upon proper showing by the board to the court, the court 
shall issue, or cause to be issued, an order or subpoena requiring such 
person to appear before the board and produce all evidence and give all 
testimony relating to the issue within his knowledge. Any person failing to 
obey any such summons by either of said officers of the board without 
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good cause, to be determined by the court, may be punished by the court 
in the same method as is provided by law for contempt of the court and 
any person failing to obey any such order or subpoena of the court, may 
be proceeded against by the court as is by law provided in the case 
of contempt of such court. In addition, any employee of the city who fails 
to obey any of such orders or subpoenas may be disciplined as provided 
in Section 17. 


At the hearing the employee and his appointing authority shall each 
have the right to be represented by counsel. Such hearing shall be governed 
by rules of practice and procedure adopted by the board, and in con- 
ducting such hearing, the board shall not be bound by the technical rules 
of evidence. No informality of procedure in the conduct of such hearing shall 
invalidate any decision made by the board. At the conclusion of the hearing, 
the board shall render a decision (a) affirming the disciplinary action 
taken if it is reasonably satisfied from the evidence offered at the hearing 
that the disciplinary action taken was lawful or was not too severe; 
or (b) reversing the action of the appointing authority if it is reasonably 
satisfied from such evidence that the disciplinary action taken was not 
lawful; or (c) modifying the disciplinary action taken and prescribing 
the proper penalty if it is resonably satisfied from such evidence that the 
employee was subject to some disciplinary action, but that the penalty 
imposed was too severe. If the board’s decision reduces the severity of 
the diciplinary action taken against the employee, the board, in its de- 
cision, may provide that the employee shall be reinstated with or with- 
out pay; provided, however, in the event any employee is so ordered 
to be reinstated with pay such pay shall not exceed the amount that 
the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) days next preceding the 
taking of the disciplinary action in question. A copy of the board’s 
decision shall be filed with the city clerk of the city and such decision 
shall become effective immediately upon such filing, and it shall become 
final ten (10) days thereafter unless reversed or modified as hereinafter 


provided. 


Section 19. APPEAL TO THE COURT. Decisions of the board 
may be enforced in the court by mandamus, injunction, or other appro- 
priate proceedings. The employee, the appointing authority, or the city 
may, within ten (10) days after the decision of the board is rendered, ap- 
peal to the court from any decision of the board affirming, imposing or 
refusing to affirm or impose dismissal or demotion as disciplinary action 
by filing notice of such appeal with the court and causing a copy of such 
notice to be served on the appointing authority and any member of the 
board. Upon the filing of such notice, the board shall file with the court 
a certified transcript of the proceeding had before it with respect to the 
appeal, and its decision in the matter. The appeal shall be heard at the 
earliest possible date by the court sitting without a jury on the issues 
made before the board and the trial in the court shall be de novo. No 
bond shall be required for such an appeal and the cost of such appeal 
shall be taxed against the unsuccessful party. At th econclusion of such 
hearing the court may affirm, reverse, or modify the board’s decision, or 
remand the case for further proceedings before the board, as the court 
in its discretion shall deem best. If the order of the court is that the 
employee shall be reinstated with pay, such pay shall not exceed the amount 
that the employee as such earned during the thirty (30) days next preceding 
the taking of the disciplinary action in question. An appeal may be taken 
from any judgment of the court to the Court of Appeals as is now pro- 
vided by law. 


Section 20. RECORDS TO BE MAINTAINED BY BOARD. The 
board shall maintain adequate records of its proceedings, of its own official 
acts, the examination record of every candidate, and the employment 
record of every employee. 
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Section 21. POLITICAL ACTIVITIES PROHIBITED. No _ person 
holding a position in the classified service shall seek or attempt to use any 
political endorsement in connection with any appointment to a position in 
the classified service. No person holding a position in the classified service 
shall use or promise to use, directly or indirectly, any official authority or 
influence, whether possessed or anticipated, to secure or attempt to se- 
cure from any person an appointment or advantage in appointment to a 
position in the classified service, or an increase in pay or other advantage 
in employment in any such position, for the purpose of influencing the 
vote or political action of any person, or for any consideration. No em- 
ployee holding a position in the classified service shall, directly or in- 
directly, pay or promise to pay any assessment, subscription, or contribu- 
tion for any political organization or purpose, or solicit or take any part 
in soliciting any such assessment, subscription, or contribution. No person 
shall solicit any such assessment, subscription, or contribution of an em- 
ployee holding a position in the classified service. No employee holding a 
position in the classified service shall be a candidate for nomination or 
election to any public office, or shall take any part in the management 
or affairs of any political party or in any political campaign, except to 
exercise his right as a citizen privately to express his opinon and to cast 
his vote, unless on authorized leave of absence for such purpose. Any 
person holding a position in the classified service who violates any provi- 
sion of this section may be disciplined by dismissal, suspension without 
pay, or demotion as provided in Section 17 of this Act. In addition, any 
person, including but not limited to persons holding a position in the 
classified service (irrespective of whether or not such persons holding a 
position in the classified service have or have not theretofore been discipli- 
ned therefor as hereinbefore provided) who wilfully violates any provision 
of this section shall he guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished as provided by Section 327 of Title 15 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940. 


Section 22. EXPENSES OF BOARD. The governing body shall 
make necessary appropriations from the general fund to pay the reasonable 
and necessary expenses incurred by the board and its members in the 
administration of this act. 


Section 23. RIGHT OF GOVERNING BODY. Nothing herein 
shall be construed as restricting the right of the governing body (1) to 
refuse employment and prohibit the further service of any person or 
persons who are members of an organization which is opposed to the 
pasic purpose of local self government; or (2) to increase or decrease pro- 
portionately the compensation of all employees; or (3) to use independent 
contractors for performance of work or the rendering of service by the 
City. 


Section 24. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this act are sever- 
able. If any part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 25. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with this act, and Act No. 788 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of 
the Legislature, are repealed. 


Section 26. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall become effective 


immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

To provide further for the execution of certain public contracts by 
county boards of education and city boards of education, providing com- 
petitive bidding on certain public contracts made by said board for labor 
services or work, or for the purchase of materials, equipment, supplies or 
other personal property made by or on behalf of such county board of 
eouee on or such city board of education and prescribing penalties for 
violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. All contracts of whatever nature for labor, services or 
work or the purchase or lease of materials, equipment, supplies or other 
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personal property involving $300 or more, made by or on behalf of any 
county board of education of the State of Alabama or any city board of 
education of the State of Alabarna shall, except as hereafter otherwise 
provided, be let by free and open competitive bidding on sealed bids to 
the lowest responsible bidder. No undertaking involving sums in excess of 
$300 shall be split into parts involving sums below $300 for the purpose 
of avoiding the requirements of this Act. All contracts involving less than 
$300 shall be let by said boards in a manner calculated to insure the best 
interests of the school system operated by such county board of education 
or city board of education. 


Section 2. Competitive bids shall not be required for utility services 
where no competition exists or where rates are fixed by law or ordinance; 
to contracts for securing of services of attorneys, physicians, architects, 
teachers, superintendents of construction, artists, appraisers, engineers, or 
other individuals possessing a high degree of professional skill where the 
personality of the individual plays a decisive part for purchases of perish- 
able commodities including milk and milk products; nor shall it apply to 
copyrighted or patented articles where there is only one source of supply 
or the selling price is fixed by the manufacturer or publisher. Provided 
that in case of extreme emergency, purchases may be made by the pur- 
chasing agent with the written approval of the county superintendent of 
education or the city superintendent of education where the amount in- 
volved is in excess of $300, but all such transactions shall be entered on 
the records of the board and the reasons for the emergency action stated. 


Section 8. The county board of education or the city board of edu- 
cation, as the case may be, may appoint a purchasing agent for the pur- 
chase of supplies required by the respective boards, at a salary to be fixed 
by the county superintendent of education or the city superintendent of 
education, or the respective county or city board of education may desig- 
nate the superintendent of education as the purchasing agent, in which 
event he shall serve without additional compensation, and he, in such ca- 
pacity, shall be subject to the conditions of this Act, provided that when 
acting as purchasing agent in case of emergency purchases he shall be au- 
thorized to make such purchases with the written approval of the chair- 
man of the board of education, and the transaction shall be entered on the 
records of the board as herein before provided. 


Section 4. The county or city board of education shall adopt and 
promulgate all necessary and applicable rules for advertising, receiving bids 
and awarding such contracts and in general establish rules for the guidance 
of the purchasing agent or the superintendent of education when acting as 
such. Provided further, that, other things being equal, preference shall 
be given to goods and merchandise manufactured in Alabama. If pur- 
chases can be made from suppliers of goods and merchandise manu- 
factured in Alabama at a price not in excess of five percent of that 
charged for goods and merchandise manufactured outside the State of 
Alabama for the same class or quality of material, then the contracts 
shall be awarded to suppliers of the goods and merchandise manufactured 
in the State of Alabama. 


Section 5. In the awarding of all bids, evidence shall be shown by 
the purchasing agent or the superintendent of education when acting as 
such, that competitive bids have been called for and that the award made 
was made in conformity with the terms of this Act. 


Section 6. The purchasing agent, the county or city superintendent, 
or any assistant or employee shall not be financially interested or have any 
personal beneficial interest directly or indirectly in the purchase of or 
contracts for any personal property or contractual service, nor in any firm, 
partnership, association or corporation furnishing any such personal prop-

erty or contractual services to his respective board of education; neither 
shall the purchasing agent, the superintendent of education, nor any assis- 
tant or employee receive directly or indirectly from any person to whom 
any contract may be awarded any rebate, gift, or any promise of future 
reward, or compensation, nor shall any person wilfully make any purchase 
or award any contract in violation of the provisions of this Act. 


Section 7. Any agreement or collusion among bidders or prospec- 
tive bidders in restraint of freedom of competition, by agreement to bid 
at a fixed price or to refrain from bidding, or otherwise, shall render the 
bids of such bidders void. Each bidder shall accompany his bid with a 
sworn statement that he has not been a party to such an agreement. 


Section 8. Any disclosure in advance of the terms of a bid submit- 
ted in response to an advertisement for bids shall render the proceedings 
void and require advertisement and award anew. 


Section 9. Such competitive bids may be called for in any manner 
which may be provided by the rules of the county board of education or 
the city board of education. Provided, however, that there must also be 
solicited sealed bids by sending notices by mail to all persons, firms or 
corporations, who have filed a request in writing that they be listed for 
solicitation on bids for such particular items as set forth in such request. 
If any such person, firm or corporation so listed does not respond to such 
notice after three such solicitation notices, his or its listing may be can- 
celled. At least three bids must be received on all purchases requiring bids 
under this Act. All bids shall be sealed when received. Shall be opened in 
public at the hours stated in the notice, and all original bids together with 
all documents pertaining to the award of the contract shall be retained 
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inspection. 


Section 10. The boards of education may require all bidders to give 
bond in a responsible sum for faithful performance of the contract in case 
the same is awarded to them. 


Section 11. When purchases are required to be made through com- 
petitive bidding, award shall be made to the lowest responsible bidder, 
taking into consideration the quality of the commodities proposed to he 
supplied, their conformity with specifications, the purposes for which re- 
quired, the terms of delivery, transportation charges, and the dates of de- 
livery. The awarding authority or requisitioning agency shall have the 
right to reject any bid if the price is deemed excessive or quality of 
product inferior The purchasing agent may obtain information from the 
Division of Purchases and Stores of the State Department of Finance rela- 
tive to the items to be purchased by competitive bids; and if the state 
price is less than the lowest bid received, and if the delivery date is reason- 
able, all bids may be rejects and the purchase may be negotiated through 
the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names of the bidders, shall 
be entered on a permanent record. Each record, with the successful bid 
indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award if not awarded to 
the lowest bidder, shall, after the award, be open to public inspection. In 
the event of a sale, trade, or other disposition of any property of the board 
of any nature or kind the procedure as outlined herein as it relates to the 
obtaining of written, sealed, competitive bids shall be followed, and such 
sale, trade, or disposition of the property of the respective board of edu- 
eation shall be made in accordance with the most advantageous offer 
made. Contracts for the purchase of personal property or contractual 
services shall be let for periods not greater than one year.

Section 18. Any violation of this Act shall be deemed a misde- 
meanor and any person who violates this Act shall, upon conviction, be 
imprisoned in the county jail for not more than twelve months or fined not 
less than $100 or more than $1,000, either or both. Upon conviction for 
such offense by any person, he shall be removed from office or employ- 
ment. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent

To further promote the agricultural interests of the state 
by providing for the acquisitions, establishment, equipment, operation, 
and maintenance of state farmers’ markets; and to define the duties, pow- 
ers, and authority of the state board of agriculture and industries and the 
commissioner of agriculture and industries in relation to such markets.

Mr. Grouby offered the following substitute for the bill. H. 674: 


To promote, aid and develop the marketing of fruits and vegetables grown 
in Alabama by creating the State Agricultural Marketing Commission and 
prescribing the powers and duties of such Commission; to authorize the 
establishment of farmer marketing facilities and the operation thereof in- 
cluding its financing and to provide for studies and surveys for the location 
of marketing facilities; to authorize and provide for an advertising and pro- 
motional campaign for Alabama produced fruits and vegetables; to make 
an appropriation for carrying out the provisions of this Act and to author- 
ize counties and municipalities to appropriate funds for the establishment 
of any farmers market as may be established under authority of this Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In order to aid, promote, encourage and develop the 
orderly and efficient marketing of fruits and vegetables in Alabama, the 
processing, packaging and otherwise preparing such farm products for 
market, for the benefit of the farmer, consumer and the general public 
and to assist, encourage and develop the efficient production and sale of 
such farm products properly graded as to condition and quality to enable 
producers to receive a fair price and the consumer to be provided with a 
good quality product it is declared to be in the public interest to create 
and upten a State Agricultural Marketing Commission as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 2. There is hereby created the State Agricultural Marketing 
Commission hereinafter referred to as “Commission” which shall consist of 
seven members to be composed of the following: the Governor, as Ex 
Officio Chairman; the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, Ex 
Officio Vice-chairman; and five members to be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, three of whom shail be farmers engaged in the production of fruits 
and vegetables and two of whom shall be engaged in a business activity 
which involves buying, selling, processing, packaging, merchandising or 
otherwise handling or marketing fresh fruits and vegetables. The members 
of the Commission shall be qualified electors of the State of Alabama and 
shall hold office concurrently with the term of the Governor making the 
appointment and until their successors are appointed. Any vacancy on the 
Commission shall be filled by the Governor by appointment for the un- 
expired term. Each appointive member of the Commission for attendance 
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at its meetings and otherwise transacting business of the Commission shall 
receive a per diem allowance of Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) plus neces- 
sary traveling expenses, but such per diem and expense allowance for each 
of the appointive members of the Commission shall, in no case, exceed 
an annual aggregate sum of Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,200). The two 
Ex Officio members of the Commission, when unable to attend any meeting 
may be represented at such meeting by a substitute member in the em- 
ploy of their respective offices and such substitute shall be duly designated 
in writing by such Ex Officio members to represent them and vote upon 
questions coming before the Commission. 


Section 3. The Governor shall ag the members of the Com- 
mission following passage and approval of this Act after which the Com- 
mission shall meet within thirty days for organizational purposes and to 
adopt rules of procedure for the performance of its duties and functions 
as required under this Act. The Commission shall maintain an adminis- 
trative office in the City of Montgomery where other administrative offices 
of the State government are located. The Commission shall be authorized, 
subject to the provision of the Merit System, to appoint and employ an 
Executive Director to be designated as “Chief of Markets” or by some 
other appropriate title and he shall possess qualifications which require a 
knowledge of the marketing of fresh fruits and vegetables. The salary of 
the Executive Director shall be fixed by the Commission subject to the 
approval of the State Personnel Department and he shall attend all meet- 
ings of the Commission and perform such duties as may be prescribed and 
delegated to him by the Commission. The Commission shall also be au- 
thorized, subject to the provision of the Merit System, to employ such 
other administrative, technical, secretarial and clerical personnel as may 
be necessary for the Commission to perform its duties as required under 


this Act. It is further provided, however, that members of the Commicsion 
shall not be appointed as authorized hereunder nor shall any personnel be 
employed unless and until it is determined by the Governor that suffi- 
cient funds are available from Legislative appropriations, donations, gifts, 
grants, transfers from contingency or emergency funds, or any other sour- 
ces in an amount adequate and sufficient to defray the administrative 
expenses and costs necessary for the Commission to hold a sufficient 
number of meetings during the first or second fiscal years, o rboth, follow- 
ing passage and approval of this Act which meetings may be held for the 
purpose of planning, conducting surveys and studies and other duties as 
may be necessary to determine the location and need for farmer markets 
in Alabama. 


Section 4. The Commission is hereby authorized to acquire by pur- 
chase, donation, lease, or otherwise, for and in the name of the State of 
Alabama a suitable site or sites, accessible to consuming areas and to trans- 
portation facilities, and to erect, install and maintain thereon such struc- 
tures, facilities and equipment as may be necessary for the inspection, 
grading, dehydration, canning, processing, cold storage, freezing, packing 
and marketing of fruits and vegetables, and to let or lease space and facil- 
ities in such markets for the storage of such agricultural products pending 
inspection, grading, packing, canning, processing, classification, refrigera- 
tion, dehydration, canning and marketing of such products, and to make 
such charges for such space, services, and facilities, as will cover the 
reasonable cost of operation and maintenance of such markets, equipment 
and facilities; provided, however, that such charges shall not be made with 
a view of producing any revenue or profit to the State of Alabama or to 
the Commission but shall be based exclusively upon the reasonable costs 
of operation and maintenance, as aforesaid, and liquidation of costs of 
construction. This Act shall not be construed as conferring the right of 
condemnation or eminent domain upon the Commission. The Commission 
shall be authorized to promulgate and adopt reasonable rules and regula- 
tions as in its judgment may be necessary to conduct properly the op- 
eration of any market as may be established under authority of this Act, 
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and to require and to take the necessary action to provide experienced 
and competent personnel to grade and classify fruits and vegetables handled 
by such markets. The Commission shall also be authorized to enforce all 
grade requirements at such markets as well as any such requirements as 
may be established by the Commission including requirements to prohibit 
the sale of fruits and vegetables of substandard or inferior quality and any 
produce found to be unfit for human food. 


Section 5. All collections of such charges for use of marketing facil- 
ities as authorized under Section 4, hereof, shall be deposited in the State 
Treasury to the credit of a fund to be designated therein as the “Agricul- 
tural Marketing Fund”, and shall be used and expended for payment of 
the expense of operation and maintenance, and liquidation of cost of con- 
struction of such markets and facilities, upon requisition of the Commis- 
sion upon the State Comptroller and to be paid by the warrant of the 
Comptroller upon the Treasury. Any monies on deposit to the credit of 
the Agricultural Marketing Fund, as herein created, may in the discre- 
tion of the Commission be used and expended for the purpose of carrying 
out the provisions and purposes of this Act including the acquisition and 
erection of additional marketing facilities as authorized under Section 4 
hereof and to defray the administrative costs and expenses of the Com- 
mission. 


Section 6. No agricultural marketing facilities shall be established 
as authorized under this Act unless and until studies and surveys relating 
to the establishment of such facilities indicate that it would be a sound and 
successful venture consistent with the needs of producers of fresh fruits and 
vegetables. The survey and study as required hereunder shall be made and 
conducted by a committee designated as “Markets Study Committee” to 
be composed of a representative in the employ of the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries to be named by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, a representative in the employ of the Extension Serv- 
ice of Auburn University to be named by its Director and a representa- 
tive of the Experiment State of the School of Agriculture of Auburn Uni- 
versity to be named by its Director. A written report of any study and 
survey conducted hereunder shall be filled with the Commission before 
such Commission is authorized to take any action relative to the establish- 
ment of marketing facilities at any given location. 


Section 7. All surveying and engineering services in connection with 
the construction of roads, approaches, grading and other surfacing, includ- 
ing the furnishing of construction materials and supplies, connected with 
any marketing facilities as may be established under the provisions of this 
Act may be furnished by and may be rendered under the supervision of 
the State Highway Department, without charge to the Commission, and all 
labor for such construction of such improvements, approaches and paving 
may be furnished without charge by the State Department of Corrections 
and Institutions. 


Section 8. The Commission or any marketing facility as may avail 
itself cf any benefits or services as authorized hereunder shall be au- 
thorized hereunder to accept and receive monies, gifts, grants, donations 
and other aid from any agency, department, board, bureau, or other in- 
strumentality of the Federal, State, County or municipal government for 
the purposes authorized under this Act. 


Section 9. The Commission shall also be authorized to conduct an 
advertising and promotional program designed to stimulate and create a 
demand for the use, sale and consumption of fruits and vegetables grown 
in Alabama; to cooperate, advise with and act jointly with other agencies, 
departments, boards and bureaus of the Federal, State and municipal gov- 
ernments in activities designed to promote the marketing, use, sale and con- 
sumption of Alabama fruits and vegetables for the benefit and betterment 
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of the farmers of Alabama; and to cause to be conducted research and 
experimental projects and programs designed to improve production, mar- 
keting and use of fruits and vegetables produced in Alabama and to con- 
tribute to the financing of each such activity. 


Section 10. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue or 
other like governing body of any county, and the governing body of any 
municipality, are hereby authorized to make such appropriations as may, in 
their discretion, be deemed necessary or proper to assist in the establish- 
ment of farmers’ markets under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 11. The sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) for each 
of the two fiscal years ending September 30, 1964 and September 30, 
1965, is hereby appropriated from funds in the State Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated (General Fund) to the Commission for each such year 
to be expended for the purposes of planning, conducting surveys and 
studies and other duties as may be necessary to determine the location of 
markets as may be established under authority of this Act when sufficient 
funds are available for their construction. The appropriation herein made 
may also be expended by the Commission for the payment of its adminis- 
trative expenses including the payment of salaries, equipment purchases 
and other expenses.

“The term practice of practical nursing means the performance, for com- 
pensation,” and insert the following: A person practices nursing as a prac- 
tical nurse within the meaning of this Act who for compensation or per- 
sonal profit performs such duties as are required in the physical care of 
a patient and the carrying out of medical orders, as prescribed by licensed 
physicians or by licensed dentists, requiring an understanding of nursing but 
not requiring the skill and knowledge of a registered nurse; the foregoing 
shall not be deemed to include acts of diagnosis or prescription of thera- 
peutic or corrective measures.

There is hereby created the Board of Nursing, which shall be com- 
posed of seven members, to be appointed as hereinafter provided for, 
which shall have the duties and powers hereinafter enumerated.

The board of directors of the Alabama 
State Nurses Association shall, on or before December first of each year, 
or at such other times as necessary, furnish the governor with a list of 
licensed professional nurses qualified for appointment to the board, and the 
governor shall appoint the members of the board from the list of nominees 
so submitted. Each person so appointed to the board shall be a citizen of 
the United States and a resident of the State of Alabama and shall have 
these additional qualifications: Be a graduate of a state approved educa- 
tional program for the preparation of practitioners of professional nursing, 

referably a college graduate; a licensed professional nurse in Alabama, 
vaving minimum of five years nursing experience in an administrative or 
teaching capacity, and shall be actively engaged in professional nursing in 
this state immediately preceding appointment. The governor shall appoint 
the two licensed practical nurse members of the board from a list of nomi- 
nees furnished him by the board of directors of the Licensed Practical 
Nurses Association of Alabama, and such list, when furnished, shall con- 
tain at least twice the number of nominees as there are appointments to 
be made or vacancies to be filled. The board of directors of the Licensed 
Practical Nurses Association of Alabama shall, on or before December 
first of each year, or at such other times as necessary, furnish the gover- 
nor with a list of licensed practical nurses qualified for appointment to the 
board and the governor shall appoint the members of the board from the 
list of nominees as submitted. The licensed practical nurses appointed as 
members of the board shall be citizens of the United States and residents 
of the State of Alabama, and shall file with the Secretary of state the 
constitutional cath of office before beginning his or her term of office. 
Such members shall possess these additional qualifications: Be a graduate 
from a state accredited educational program for the preparation of practi- 
cal nurses; be a licensed practical nurse in the State of Alabama, having 
had at least five years experience since graduation as a licensed practical 
nurse and has been actively engaged in licensed practical nursing for at 
least three years immediately preceding appointment or reappointment.

Relating to Cleburne County, regulating the purchase, sale, and ex- 
change of property for the county and providing for and requiring com- 
petitive bidding on certain contracts, prescribing penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Subject to the supervision, regulation, and control of the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like governing 
body of Cleburne County, and any rules and regulations which such body 
may promulgate from time to time in exercising its authority under this 
Act, all purchases for the county shall be made by such county governing 
body or its duly authorized agent. And the probate judge, as chairman of 
the county commissioners court, shall function as purchasing agent with- 


woah om Adibinmal anwimanantion 2 srovisions of this Act shal ave applica 
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tion to all purchases made by or for Cleburne County, whether such pur- 
chases are made by the county governing body as such, or by its pur- 
chasing agent. The purchasing agent shall make all purchase of supplies, 
materials, equipment, and contractual services (which term as used in 
the Act shall not include purchase of insurance or contracts for profes- 
sional or other personal services) for the county; and, subject to the ap- 
proval of the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other 
like governing body of the county, may promulgate reasonable rules and 
regulations governing the acquisition of such supplies, materials, equipment, 
and contractual services. 


Section 2. At least three written, sealed, competitive bids shall be 
obtained on all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, and contract- 
ual services when the amount involved in five hundred dollars or more. If 
the proposed purchase or contract involves an amount less than five 
hundred dollars, the purchase may be made either on the basis of sealed 
bids or in the open market. It shall be a violation of this section to divide 
or otherwise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than 
five hundred dollars for the purpose of evading the requirements of this sec- 
tion. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board in the county 
courthouse at least ten days prior to the meeting at which the purchase is 
to be made. If the amount of the proposed purchase or the proposed con- 
tract is in excess of five hundred dollars, written notice by registered mail, 
with return receipt requested shall be given to at least three merchants or 
dealers in the goods or materials to be purchased, or where notice is of 
a contract to be let, to at least three contractors engaged in the type of 
work contemplated. A copy of such notice or notices, together with the 
return receipts showing their delivery, must be recorded in and shall be- 
come a part of the minutes of the court of county commissioners, board of 
revenue, or other like county governing body. 


All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts shall be opened 
publicly at the time and place stated in the invitation to bid. The contract 
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or order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, or all bids 
may be rejected and the purchase or contract may be renegotiated if a 
better price is thereby obtained. The purchasing agent may obtain informa- 
tion from the Division of Purchases and Stores of the State Department 
of Finance relative to the items to be purchased by competitive bids; 
and if the state price is less than the lowest bid received, and if the 
delivery date is reasonable, all bids may be rejected and the purchase may 
be negotiated through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names 
of the bidders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Each record, with the 
successful bid indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award if 
not awarded to the lowest bidder, shall, after the award, be open to public 
inspection in the event of a sale, trade, or other disposition of any prop- 
erty of the county of any nature or kind the procedure as outlined herein 
as it relates to the obtaining of written, sealed, competitive bids shall be 
followed, and such sale, trade, or disposition of the property of the county 
shall be made in accordance with the most advantageous offer made. 


Section 3, In an emergency a purchase may be made without com- 
petitive bids and without obtaining information from the Division of Pur- 
chases and Stores. However, a full written account of the circumstances ne- 
cessitating any such emergency purchase, together with a statement de- 
scribing the item purchased and naming the vendor from whom the 
item was purchased, shall be at once prepared by the purchasing agent 
and filed in his office. An emergency, as the term is used herein, means 
a situation where needed equipment of the county is idle due to lack of 
parts, supplies, or repairs therefor, or when materials or supplies are 
immediately needed to pee in operating condition the road or bridge 
system of the county which has become impassable or dangerous due to 
damage or destruction of existing portions thereof. The records of such 
emergency transactions shall be open to public inspection. The provisions 
of this Act regarding competitive bidding and obtaining information from 
the State Purchasing Agent may be waived for purchases of perishable 
commodities, utility services, machinery repairs, and commodities or serv- 
ices for which there is not competitive situation. 


Section 4. In making purchases for the county the purchasing agent 
shall give preference to commodities produced or sold in Cleburne County, 
provided there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 


Section 5. Whoever purchases or disposes of, or attempts to pur- 
chase or dispose of property for or on behalf of Cleburne County con- 
trary to the provisions of this Act, or whoever violates any provision of 
this Act, is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined 
not less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, 
and Ve addition may be imprisoned in the penitentiary for one year and 
one day. 


Section 6. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
other like county governing body of Cleburne County shall provide the 
purchasing agent with the quarters, supplies, books, equipment, postage, 
and assistance necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of his duties. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for and regulate salaries payable to certain state officers 
and employees in state service, further amending Code of Alabama 1940, 
Title 41, Section 152, and repealing laws in conflict herewith. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That Title 41, Section 152, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
last amended by Act No. 1034, Acts of 1961, page 1619, is further amended 
to read as follows: 


When not fixed by law or provided for in the pay plan of the merit 
system, the Governor is authorized to fix or approve salaries or compen- 
sation of officers and employees of the State of Alabama, but no salary 
or compensation, including those provided for in the pay plan of the 
merit system for unclassified positions, in the state service, shall be fixed 
or approved in excess of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) per annum, unless 
a different maximum is fixed by law. The State Personnel Board may 
provide in the pay plan for officers and employees in the classified serv- 
ice of the state, other than physicians employed by the State Health De- 
partment whose salaries are fixed in accordance with Section 9, Title 22 
of this Code, as amended, and the Directors of Unemployment Compen- 
sation and Employment Service whose salaries are fixed by Section 25, 
Title 26, of this code, and are paid solely from Federal grants, and em- 
ployees of the State Docks Department, a maximum salary or compensa- 
tion not exceeding eleven thousand dollars ($11,000) per annum, any law 
now applying to the salary or compensation of specific officers or em- 
ployees to the contrary notwithstanding; and provided further, where the 
salary or compensation of any officer or employee in the exempt or un- 
classified service is now fixed by law at a lower amount the appointing. 
authority (ag defined in the merit system law; may fix the salary or com- 
pensation at an amount not exceeding the maximum salary of officers and 
employees in the unclassified service. The salary or compensation of 
officers and employees of the State Docks Department who are in the 
classified service of the state shall be provided for in the pay plan of the 
merit system without regard to the limitations prescribed herein. : 
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Section 2.: The following public officers in the serwice of the State 
shall each be paid a salary not to exceed fourteen thousand dollars 
($14,000) per annum, the exact amount to be determined by the authority 
that appoints such officers: Director of the Department of Finance, Com- 
missioner of Revenue, Administrator of the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board, State Health Officer, Executive Secretary to the Governor. The 
compensation of: the Director of the Legislative Reference Service shall 
be an annual salary of $14,000. 


Section 8. The following public officers in the service of the State 
shall each be paid a salary not to exceed thirteen thousand dollars

by any such Authority may be secured by pledge of any of the revenues of 
the Authority issuing such bonds, whether the Authority’s right to such 
revenues then exist or may thereafter come into existence and by mort- 
gage on any property of any such Authority whether then in existence or 
thereafter acquired; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in 
an indenture between the Authority issuing such bonds and a trustee or by

To provide for a program of tax equalization 
of all real property in any county of the state having a population of not less 
than 300,000 nor more than 500,000 according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to more fully define the duty, authority and 
responsibility of the Tax Assessor of such counties in the matter of 
equalizing assessments of real property within such counties; to provide 
for the division of such counties into districts for the purpose of tax assess- 
ment records; to require that certain records be kept and maintained on 
a current basis by the Tax Assessor of such counties; to describe the man- 
ner in which such records are to be kept; to provide a time within which 
the equalization program required herein is to be initially completed; to 
provide for a continuous program of appraisal of real property within such 
counties; to provide for the assessments of improvements to real property 
within such counties; to prescribe penalties for failure to assess, or prop- 
erly assess, improvements to real property within such counties; to provide 
for a portable set of assessment records for use by appraiser appointed 
by the Tax Assessor; to set the salaries of the Board of Equalization and 
to provide the method of payment; to define the duties of the Board of 
Equalization in such counties in the matter of the equalization of assess- 
ments of real property; to provide that no outstanding obligations against 
the proceeds of any tax derived from assessments of real properties in 
such counties shall be impaired by the provisions of this Act; to provide 
for appeals of any assessment made by the Tax Assessor or ruling of the 
Board of Equalization of such counties; to provide for the necessary per- 
sonnel, supplies, materials, and equipment to carry out the provisions of 
this Act and to provide the manner in which personnel are to be ap- 
pointed in such counties; to provide for the severability of the provisions 
of the Act; to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act.

Excise tax levied; use of the net proceeds thereof and 
method of allocation and distribution; distributor, dealer, etc., to add tax 
to price. (a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer, or user of 
gasoline shall collect and pay over to the State Department of Revenue an 
excise tax of (1) seven cents per gallon upon the selling, use or consump- 
tion, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this State for 
any use except as aviation fuel, and (2) five cents per gallon upon the 
selling, use or consumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from 
storage in this State for use as aviation fuel, gasoline as defined or other- 
wise referred to in Article 5, Chapter 20 of Title 51, Code of Alabama 
1940, and as amended; provided, that where the excise tax herein levied 
upon the sale, use or consumption, distribution, storage, withdrawal from 
storage in this State of such gasoline shall have been paid to the State by a 
distributor, refiner, or by any retail dealer, storer, or user, such payments 
shall be sufficient, the intent being that the tax shall be paid to the 
State but once. (b) The State Department of Revenue is hereby auth- 
orized to issue to the United States certificates of exemption, upon the 
forms prescribed by the department for use by the United States in pur- 
chasing gasoline within the State of Alabama and which is paid for by 
the United States. Any person in reporting and paying the tax to the 
Department may deduct the number of gallons of gasoline sold to the 
United States, as shown by such certificate of exemption duly executed 
by the United States and filed with such report; and the Department is 
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authorized to adopt. rules and regulations with respect to the issuance and 
use of such certificates. (c) The revenue, less the cost of collection, 
obtained from the taxes on gasoline, naphtha, and other liquid motor 
fuels, or any device or substitute therefor, commonly used in internal 
combustion engines, as is provided for in this section, shall not be used 
for any purposes other than the following, namely: (1) The revenue 
arising from the sale of gasoline, as herein defined for aviation fuel, shall 
be used exclusively for the purpose of paying the cost of acquiring, engi- 
neering, construction, improvement and maintenance of existing or pro- 
posed airports and other air navigation facilities within the State, for the 
payment of the salary of the State Director of Aeronautics, the salaries 
of other employees of the Alabama Department of Aeronautics, and for 
the payment of other administrative and aeronautical expenses of the Ala- 
bama Department of Aeronautics and for the further purpose of creating 
a sinking fund for the payment of the interest and retirement of the 
principal of all bonds which may be hereafter lawfully issued, sold and 
delivered for funds to be used exclusively for the enumerated purposes. 
All gasoline or any substitute therefor, sold or delivered to any airport 
within the State for use as fuel to propel airplanes, is hereby classified as 
aviation fuel. (2) The Legislature hereby finds as a fact that of all the 
gasoline sold in this State not less than thirty-five one-hundredths of one 
per cent thereof is used for marine purposes to propel vessels on inland 
and coastal waterways of this State.

five per centum (25%) thereof to be allocated to each unit of government

H. J. R. 126. WHEREAS 4-H Clubs throughout the United States 
comprise a vast organization having a total enrollment of 2,200,000 boys 
and girls, 132,000 of whom are Alabamians; and 


WHEREAS in addition to its large membership, 4-H Clubs are as- 
sisted by great numbers of volunteer leaders, similar to the 6,000 public 
spirited Alabama men and women who along with Auburn University Ex- 
tension Service personnel, devote much time and effort in forwarding 
4-H work; and 


WHEREAS the 4-H Club program emphasizes leadership and charac- 
ter development based on work. It is believed that through work boys and 
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girls discover, develop, and put to practical use their individual talents 
and abilities with the result that they not only grow mentally, physically, 
and morally, but also acquire desirable personal traits which will equip 
them to assume the responsibilities of adult life; and 


WHEREAS when 4-H was begun more than a half century ago, the 
sole object was to improve the lot of farm families by teaching boys and 
girls better methods of farming and homemaking, and a 4-H boy or girl 
was pictured as one with a calf; but today half of Alabama’s 4-H mem- 
bers live in towns and cities with urban clubs growing faster than rural 
clubs and with projects geared to the needs of the area; and 


WHEREAS though 4-H has changed with the times and has shown 
itself to be sensitive to the needs of the boys and girls of the individual 
community by adopting flexible and progressive programs of wide and 
varied interests, it has maintained its proven and successful policy of

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVE OF 
THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE SENATE CONCURRING, 
That this body salutes Alabama’s 132,000 4-H Club Members and their 
adult leaders and wishes them every success in their continuing efforts to 
make themselves more valuable citizens and Alabama a better state in 
which to live.

Section 3. One commissioner shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of Cleburne County from each of the four districts into which the county 
is now divided by law for the purpose of electing members of the county 
governing body. Each commissioner must be a resident and qualified 
elector of the district for which he is elected, and shall continue to 
reside therein during his continuance in office. Commissioners shall be 
elected at the general election to be held in 1966, and every four years 
thereafter. The commissioners shall hold office for terms of four years 
from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeed- 
ing their election and until their successors are elected and qualified. In 
the event of a vacancy on the board, the vacancy shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor for the unexpired term. The present members 
of the court of county commissioners shall serve as members of the board 
of commissioners until their successors are elected and qualified as pro- 
vided in this Act. 


Section 4. Except as otherwise provided herein, the board of com- 
missioners provided for in this Act shall have and exercise all the juris- 
diction and powers which are, or hereafter may be, vested in courts of 
county commissioners or like county governing bodies by the general laws 
of the State, or vested in the governing body of Cleburne County by Ineal 
law; and the members of the board shall perform all the duties and services 
and exercise all the powers which are, or which hereafter may be, pro- 
vided by law for members of courts of county commissioners or like 
county governing bodies, or for members of the board of commissioners 
of Cleburne County. 


Section 5. Each commissioner shall receive an annua! salary of four 
thousand dollars ($4,000), which shall be his entire compensation and al- 
lowance for the services required of him by this Act. The salary of each 
commissioner shall be paid in equal monthly installments on warrants 
drawn on the funds of the county in accordance with the orders of the 
board. 


Section 6. If a law requiring competitive bids on certain purchases 
made for Cleburne County has been enacted during the current session 
of the legislature, this Act shall become effective immediately; if such a 
Jaw is hereafter enacted, then this Act shall become effective simultan- 
eously with the effective date of such a law; however, if such a bill never 
becomes law, then this Act shall have no force and effect.

“Hach judge of the Court of General Sessions shall be entitled 
to a vacation for a period not to exceed a total of three weeks in each 
year in addition to legal holidays.”

“Section 11. The business of the Court of General Sessions shall be 
divided between the judges as provided for by the rules and orders of the 
court. The presiding judge shall be responsible for the observance of such 
rules and orders and shall divide the business and assign the cases so far 
as such rules and orders do not otherwise prescribe. If the two judges of 
the court are unable to agree upon the adoption of rules or orders for 
that purpose, the presiding judge of the circuit court of the county shall 
make the necessary orders. If either of the judges of said court is unable 
to attend court and unable to make an order of adjournment, the clerk 
may adjourn the court to the next regular term or to an earlier date 
which he may determine. When the office of judge becomes vacant all 
pending process shall when necessary be specially continued by the clerk 
until a judge is appointed and qualified. Any such vacancy shall be filled 
by the Governor by appointment for the unexpired term. 


“In case of the absence of either judge while on vacation or his 
failure or inability to attend and perform his duties in said court because 
of illness, the presiding judge is authorized to appoint a relief judge who 
is some competent person, learned in the law, and is a qualified elector who 
shall act as a special judge during such absence or incapacity of either 
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judge, provided that in the event the presiding judge suffers an illness of 
such nature as to render him incapable of making such appointment, the 
other judge may make the appointment. The relief judge so appointed 
shall be entitled to the same per diem pay as is paid to a special circuit 
court judge.”

Little cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco or any 
substitute therefor, and weighing not more than three pounds per thousand, 
one mill on each cigar, or fractional part thereof. 


Cheroots, stogies, cigars, etc. made of tobacco, or any substitute there- 
for, retailing for three and one-third cents each or less, thirty cents per 
thousand. 


Cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any substitute 
therefor, retailing for more than three and one-third cents each and not 
more than five cents each, sixty cents per thousand. 


Cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or any sub- 
stitute therefor, retailing for more than five cents each and not exceeding 
eight cents each, ninety cents per thousand. 


Cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco or any sub- 
stitute therefor, retailing for more than eight cents each and not ex- 
ceeding ten cents each, one and one-half dollars per thousand. 


Cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco or any sub- 
stitute therefor, retailing for more than ten cents and not exceeding twenty 
cents each, three dollars per thousand. 


Cigars. Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco or any sub- 
stitute therefor, retailing for more than twenty cents each, four dollars 
per thousand. 


Smoking tobacco. Upon all smoking tobacco, including granulated, 
plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other kinds and forms of tobacco 
prepared in such manner as to be suitable for smoking in a pipe or ciga- 
rette, upon each package weighing: not more than one and one-eighth 
ounces, tax one-half cent; over one and one-eighth ounces, not exceeding 
two ounces, tax one cent; over two ounces, not exceeding three ounces, 
tax one and one half cents; over three ounces, not exceeding four ounces, 
tax two cents; and one-half cent additional tax for each ounce or fractional 
part thereof over four ounces. 


Chewing tobacco. Upon all chewing tobacco prepared in such man- 
ner as to be suitable for chewing only and not suitable for smoking as 
described and taxed as smoking tobacco supra; one cent per ounce or 
fractional part thereof. 


Snuff. Upon each can or package of snuff weighing not more than 
five-eighth ounces and not exceeding one and five-eighth ounces, one- 
quarter cent; over one and five-eighth ounces and not exceeding two and 
one-half ounces, one-half cent; over two and one-half ounces and not ex- 
ceeding three ounces, three-quarter cent; over three ounces and not ex- 
ceeding five ounces (cans, packages, gullets), one cent; over five ounces

(b) Whenever reference is made herein to any manufactured to- 
bacco products upon which the tax is based on weight, the weight as 
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shown by the manufacturer or the federal internal revenue stamp shall 
apply. 


(ec) When the retail or selling price is referred to herein as the basis 
for computing the amount of stamps required on any article, it is intended 
to mean the retail or selling price of the articles before adding the amount 


of the tax. 


Section 3. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in Walker Coun- 
ty any cigarettes, cigars, or other tobacco products shall add the amount 
of the license or privilege tax levied and assessed herein to the price of

The dealer, storer, or distributor shall state the amount of the tax 
separately from the price of the cigarettes, cigars, or other tobacco 
products on all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and state- 
ments which advertise or indicate the price of the cigarettes, cigars, or 
other tobacco products. It shall be unlawful for any dealer, storer or 
distributor engaged in or continuing in the county in the business for which 
the tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse to add to the sales price and col- 
lect from the purchaser the amount due on account of the tax herein pro- 
vided or to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount 
collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of 
the tax or any portion thereof. Any person, firm, corporation, club or as- 
sociation violating any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100) or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 
sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment.

least thirty days prior to voting. 


Section 5. Whoever knowingly makes a false statement in answer 
to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars or the judge 
of probate or the duly authorized employees of the judge of probate or 
to the clerk, manager, inspector, or returning officer or to the commis- 
sioned officer of the United States Armed Forces is guilty of perjury, and 
upon conviction shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not less than one year nor more than five years. 


Section 6. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or 
like governing body of Lawrence County, is hereby authorized and directed 
to furnish the board of registrars and the judge of probate the sup- 
plies, equipment, printed forms, stationery, stamps, clerical help and ad- 
vertisements necessary for the reidentification of voters as herein provided. 


Section 7. The board of registrars shall meet as often as necessary 
and on such dates as the board may by order fix for the purpose of 
purging the list of qualified electors of the county. The board may meet 
any number of days not exceeding thirty days per annum, in excess of 
the maximum now provided by law for the purpose of purging such list, 
and shall be entitled to the same per diem allowances for meeting on such 
dates in excess of the maximum, as now provided by law. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 


affect the part which remains. 


Section 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The costs taxed under the Act shall be col- 
lected as other costs in such cases are collected, and when collected by the 
clerks or other collecting officers of such courts (including the register of the 
circuit court) shall be by them paid over to the treasurer or depository of 
Madison County for deposit in the county treasury. The sums so paid over to 
the county treasurer or depository shall be maintained in a separate fund in 
the county treasury, designated as the Madison County law library fund, and 
shall be expended by the presiding judge of the circuit court of Madison 
County for establishing, maintaining, equipping, and operating a law li- 
brary in the courthouse at Huntsville. The presiding judge of the circuit 
court shall draw warrants on the county treasury in making expenditures 
for the purposes contemplated in this Act, and shall indicate on the war- 
rants the fund against which the warrants are drawn.

“Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Madison, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known and 
called the Madison County Court. The court is hereby invested with and 
shall have and exercise final jurisdiction of the following offenses when 
committed in Madison County: Violations of Sunday, vagrancy, assaults, as- 
saults and batteries, and affrays in which no stick or other weapon is used; 
when the value of the commodity does not exceed ten dollars 
of larceny, whether at common law or by statute, of embezzlement and 
receiving stolen or embezzled goods, knowing them to be stolen or em- 
bezzled; for failure to work on the public road after legal notice; of of- 
fenses for cruelty to animals; of public drunkenness; and of any and all 
other misdemeanors of which justices of the peace have final jurisdiction 
under the general law, including violations of traffic laws, rules of the 
road and all other offenses triable in justice of the peace courts or courts 
of like jurisdiction under the provisions of Title 36, Code of Alabama, 
1940, and any amendments or additions thereto. The court shall also 
have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit court of all misdemeanors 
not herein specifically named. The court shall have preliminary jurisdic- 
tion of all felonies committed in the county, and shall have jurisdiction of 
bastardy and peace proceedings. All jurisdiction of justices of the peace 
and notaries ex officio justices of the peace in criminal and quasi-criminal 
cases heretofore granted to and conferred upon them by law, as to 
Madison County, is hereby revoked. The Madison County Court shall also 
be invested with and shall have and exercise jurisdiction in all civil cases

at law when the matter or sum in controversy does not exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) and of all other civil cases of which justices of the 
peace have jurisdiction under the general law. 


“The Madison County Court shall not be a court of record, but it 
shall have a seal of office. The court shall not draw or impanel juries. 
When the defendant demands trial by jury in any criminal case in such 
court the case shall immediately be transferred to the Circuit Court of 
Madison County in the same manner prescribed by Section 424 of Title 13, 
Code of Alabama, 1940, for the transfer of cases in which trial by a jury is 
demanded in a justice of the peace court. Upon the transfer of any case to 
the circuit court for trial by jury, the solicitor shall make, sign, and file a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint in substantially the form pre- 
scribed in Section 363 of Title 15, Code of Alabama 1940, and the case shall 
then proceed to a jury trial in the circuit court without any indictment or 
presentment by the grand jury. 


“Any case pending in the court of any justice of the peace of Madi- 
son County or in the Inferior Court of Huntsville when this Act be- 
comes effective may be transferred to the Madison County Court, hereby 
established, for further prosecution. Any case so transferred shall be pro- 
ceeded upon as if originally instituted in such court.” 


Section 2. Section 3 of said Act No. 661 of 1957 is amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 3. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) per annum, payable monthly out of the county 
treasury, unon his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer or proper cus- 
todian of county funds. The judge of said couri, vefure entering upon the 
duties of said office, shall take the oath of office in form required by law 
to be taken by judges of the circuit courts of Alabama, which shall be 
recorded in the office of the Probate Judge of Madison County, and 
a commission shall be issued to him as provided by law in other county 
offices. The said judge may be removed from office for the causes and 
in the manner now provided by law for the removal of judges of the 
circuit court. The judge of said court may punish for criminal contempt 
in cases where the judges of the circuit court can punish for contempt, by 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the county jail for 
not exceeding five days, one or both at the discretion of the said judge. 
The said judge shall have the right to take the affidavits and to issue 
and sign in his name any process or other paper of said court, and he is 
hereby specifically authorized to issue warrants of arrest in any case of 
which the Madison County Court has preliminary jurisdiction. 


Section 3. Section 4 of said Act No. 661 of 1957 is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 4. The said court shall have a chief clerk who shall issue 
all civil process of said court, approve civil bonds, keep dockets of the pro- 
ceedings of said court, both civil and criminal, and certify all appeals and 
certioraries, collect all monies due the court, and his duties shall be, gen- 
erally, those performed by clerks of the county court. When execution 
against the defendant is returned ‘no property found,’ the chief clerk shall 
issue execution against the plaintiff for all costs created by him in ob- 
taining his judgment in the same manner that circuit clerks issue executions 
in such cases. The same fees and costs allowed by law in civil cases to 
justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and witnesses for services in 
justice of the peace courts shall be taxed and collected in each civil case 
in the Madison County Court. In addition thereto, there shall be taxed 
and collected for the use of the county in each civil case docketed a trial 
fee of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50). Provided, however, that in each 
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civil case docketed where the amount in controversy is more than two 
hundred fifty dollars ($250), the trial fee shall be five dollars ($5.00). The 
same fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in justice of the peace 
courts or courts in lieu of justices in the State shall be taxed and collected 
in each criminal case tried or plea of guilty entered in said court. In 
addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for the use of the 
county in each criminal case docketed a trial fee of one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50). All costs, fees, fines and forfeitures collected for the county 
shall be paid monthly by the chief clerk to the county treasurer or 
other proper custodian. All fines, forfeitures and other monies collected 
by the chief clerk for the State of Alabama shall be paid monthly by such 
chief clerk to the state treasurer or other proper custodian. The costs and 
fees accruing to sheriffs, constables, witnesses, and justices of the peace 
and other monies collected shall be paid direct to those entitled to receive 
same. The said chief clerk shall give bond before he enters upon his 
duties with good and sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, and conditioned to faith- 
fully discharge the duties of such office, and to pay all monies to the pro- 
per authorities and persons to whom they are due, and to faithfully ac- 
count for all monies coming into his hands by virtue of his office, which 
bond shall be approved by the chairman of the board of county commis- 
sioners or like governing body of the county, and together with his oath 
of office, shall be filed in the office of the probate judge of Madison 
County.” 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act does not affect rights and duties that matured, 
penalties that were incurred, and proceedings that were begun, before its 
effective date. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

providing for the repeal of Act No. 369, H. 952, Regular Session 1955 
(Acts, 1955, p. 892), relating to the levy of a privilege or license tax 
upon liquid motor fuels in Mobile County. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The governing body of Mobile County is authorized to 
levy, in addition to all other taxes, licenses and fees of every kind now 
imposed by law, a county privilege or license tax upon every person, firm 
or corporation selling, delivering, or withdrawing from storage or keeping 
in storage for sale or delivery in Mobile County, any gasoline, naphtha, 
diesel fuel, or other liquid motor fuels, or any device or substitutes there- 
for, commonly used in internal combustion engines, but not including 
“kerosene oil,” “fuel oil,” or “crude oil” commonly used for lighting, 
heating, or industrial purposes, in an amount equal to two cents ($.02) per 
gallon sold, delivered, withdrawn from storage, or kept in storage for 
sale or delivery. Provided, however, that the tax provided for by this 
Act shall not be levied or paid on the sales of such motor fuels in inter- 
state commerce, or to the federal government or any agency of the 
federal government, or to the State of Alabama, or to any incorporated 
municipality for municipal purposes, or to such motor fuels which are with- 
drawn from storage within Mobile County for delivery only to a point or 
points outside Mobile County, when the distributor or seller of such 
motor fuels prepares and files with the tax collector of Mobile County 
written statements sworn and subscribed to showing the name and address 
of the person and to whom such motor fuels are or have been delivered by 
the distributor or seller, the volume and kind of such motor fuels and 
the dates of such withdrawals, and the point or points outside the county 
to which the motor fuels are delivered, or are to be delivered. Where the 
excise tax levied herein upon the sale, use, distribution, storage, or with- 
drawal from storage in Mobile County of such motor fuels shall have 
been paid to the tax collector of Mobile County by any person, firm or 
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corporation, such payment shall be sufficient, the intent being that the 
tax shall be paid but once. 


Section 2. Every person, firm or corporation upon whom the taxes 
levied by this Act are imposed shall, on or before the fifteenth day of 
each month, file with the tax collector of Mobile County, on forms to be 
prescribed by the County governing body, a written statement, sworn and 
subscribed to which shall show: (1) the name and address of the taxpayer; 
(2) the amount of all sales and withdrawals of motor fuels liable for pay- 
ment of the tax levied herein made during the next preceding month; (3) 
the amount of the sales or withdrawals of such motor fuels which are not 
subject to the tax, or are not to be used as a measurement of the taxes 
due by such taxpayer, and the nature thereof; and (4) such other informa- 
tion as the county governing body may demand. At the time of making 
such monthly statement or report, each taxpayer shall compute the 
amounts of taxes due, and shall pay to the tax collector of Mobile Coun- 
ty the amount of taxes shown to be due; provided, however, that the 
amount of any municipal excise tax levied on such motor fuels and paid 
to any municipality in Mobile County shall be allowed as a credit 
toward and shall be deducted from the amount of the tax due the coun- 
ty under the provisions of this Act, when the distributor or seller of such 
motor fuels prepares and files with the tax collector of Mobile County 
written statements sworn and subscribed to showing the volume and kind 
of such motor fuels on which a municipal excise tax has been paid, 
the amount of such tax paid each municipality and the name of the mu- 
nicipality to which paid. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of every person, firm, or corpora- 
tion upon whom a privilege or license tax is imposed by this Act to keep 
and preserve suitable books, accounts, papers, documents, and such other 
records as will clearly show the amount of sales or withdrawals of motor 
fuels made in Mobile County and subject to the tax levied herein. Such 
records shall be open during reasonable hours at the place of business of 
such person, firm, or corporation, for inspection and examination by the 
tax collector, or his agent, or by such other person as may be designated 
under any rules or regulation adopted and promulgated by the gov- 
erning body of Mobile County. 


Section 4. The governing body of Mobile County shall promulgate and 
adopt rules and regulations necessary for the enforcement and collection of 
the tax levied herein. 


Section 5. The proceeds of the tax levied herein shall be paid by 
the tax collector to the Mobile County Hospital Board and shall be used 
by that Board for public hospital purposes, as defined in the Act and in the 
Certificate of Incorporation under and by which it was incorporated; pro- 
vided, however, that so long as there should be any obligation from the 
Mobile County Hospital Board to the City of Mobile for repayment of 
any advances made by such municipality for construction of or improve- 
ments to any public hospital facilities owned or operated by such Board, 
the annual proceeds up to the amount of $50,000.00 shall be applied by said 
Board to such obligation. The tax collector shall keep the receipts from 
said county privilege or license tax authorized by this Act separate and 
apart from all other funds and shall keep a clear and distinct account 
thereof and shall turn the same over to the Mobile County Hospital Board, 
whose duty it shall be to receipt therefor. 


Section 6. Any person, firm, or corporation who violates any 
provision of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic~- 
tion shall be punished as prescribed by law. Each day a violation con- 
tinues shall constitute a separate offense. 
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Section 7. Any person, firm or corporation who fails to pay the 
tax herein levied within the time required by this Act shall pay, in 
addition to the tax, a penalty of 10 per cent of the amount of tax due, 
together with interest thereon at the rate of one-half of one per cent 
per month, or fraction thereof, from the date at which the tax herein 
levied became due and payable, such penalty and interest to be assessed 
and collected as a part of the tax. 


Section 8. If any provision of this Act or the application thereof 
to any person, firm, or circumstance, is declared invalid or unconsti- 
tutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder of the Act and 
the application thereof to any person, firm, or circumstance shall not be 
affected by such declaration. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the 
first month next following the date of its passage and approval. 


Section 10. Upon this Act becoming effective, Act No. 369, H. 952, 
Regular Session 1955 (Acts, 1955, p. 892), as amended, relating to the 
levy of a privilege or license tax upon liquid motor fuels in Mobile Coun- 
ty shall be repealed and shall be of no further force and effect thereafter.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Walker County; abolishing the Law and Equity Court of 
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Walker County and establishing in lieu thereof the Intermediate Court of 
Walker County; defining the court’s jurisdiction and powers; providing for 
its officers, and their powers, duties and compensation; providing for the 
holding of the terms and sessions of the court; providing for the rules and 
procedure of the court; and providing for the transfer of all cases 
pending in the Law and Equity Court of Walker County to the Intermediate 
Court of Walker County, Alabama. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in and for Walk- 
er County the Intermediate Court of Walker County. The court shall be 
in lien of the Law and Equity Court of Walker County which is hereby 
abolished. 


Section 2. The Intermediate Court of Walker County shall have the 
following power, authority, and jurisdiction: 


(a) All power, authority and jurisdiction which was by law vested 
in the court hereby abolished and which is now, or hereafter may be, con- 
ferred on or hereafter may be, conferred on or vested in county courts 
under the general laws of this State. 


(b) All power, authority, and jurisdiction which is now, or which 
hereafter may be, conferred on or vested in the juvenile court of Walker 
County. 


(ec) That the court hereby established shall be a court of Record and 
have and exercise civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of 
the peace and inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace have 
jurisdiction under the general laws of the state, concurrently with the 
several justices of the peace and inferior courts in Walker County, and in 
addition thereto the said courts in Walker County, and, in addition 
thereto the said court shali have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit 
court in all civil cases where the amount in controversy exceeds the juris- 
diction of justices of the peace, but not exceed the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000), provided that where the action is in detinue in which the 
plaintiff seeks to recover on a chattel mortgage or on a conditional sale 
contract, the amount in controversy shall for the purpose of determining 
jurisdiction be the balance of the mortgage debt or purchase price as 
the case may be or the value of the property in suit, whichever may be 
less. Said court shall also have jurisdiction of proceedings for discovery of 
assets of judgment debtors which it shall exercise in the same manner and 
according to the same procedure and with the same powers provided by 
law with respect to civil judgments in Circuit Courts. 


(d) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court relating to the 
custody of children in cases of voluntary separation of husband and wife, 
which are now, or which hereafter may be vested in the circuit court 
under the provisions of Section 79, Title 34, Code of Alabama 1940. All 
power, authority, and jurisdiction relating to domestic relations which 
is now vested in the Law and Equity Court of Walker County or which 
hereafter may be conferred on or vested in the probate courts or which 
is conferred on or vested in the probate courts under the provisions of 
Article 3 of Chapter 4 of Title 34, Code of Alabama, 1940, or any other 
laws relating to the duties of a husband toward his wife or any parents 
toward their children and the Intermediate Court shall have all the power, 
authority and jurisdiction conferred on or vested in the probate courts 
under the provisions of Chapter 7 of Title 13, or any other laws relating 
to juvenile delinquents, probation officers, wards of the State, and de- 
pendent children. 
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(e) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court of Walker County 
of all misdemeanors committed in the county. 


(f) Jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court of Walker County 
in all matters pertaining to habeas corpus proceedings instituted in Walker 
County; and in all matters pertaining to divorce proceedings held under 
the provisions of Chapter 2 of Title 34, Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. The judge of The Intermediate Court of Walker Coun- 
ty shall be elected at the general election to be held in November, 1966, 
and every six years thereafter. He shall hold office for a term of six 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
following his election, and until his successor shall have been elected and 
qualified. He shall be a resident and qualified elector of Walker County, 
shall be a person learned in the law, and shall have been admitted to the 
practice of law in the State of Alabama. He shall receive a salary of nine 
thousand five hundred dollars ($9,500.00) per annum, payable as a pre- 
ferred claim in equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the 
county, which shall be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore pro- 
vided by law. The judge of the intermediate court may be impeached or 
removed from office on the same grounds and in the same manner that 
the judges of county courts may be impeached or removed under the gen- 
eral laws of this State. 


Section 4. The duly elected judge of the law and equity court of 
Walker County as constituted prior to the passage of this act, shall serve 
as judge of the Intermediate Court of Walker County as constituted by 
this act until his successor shall be elected and qualified in accordance with 


Section 3 of this act. 


Section 5. The judge of the Intermediate Court of Walker County 
shall have the power and authority to administer oaths and take acknowl- 
edgments to conveyances and affidavits in all cases in which such oaths, 
acknowledgements, and affidavits are required by law, and to solemnize 
the rites of matrimony. He shall have and exercise the power and authority 
which is now, or which hereafter may be conferred on or vested in the 
judges of county courts under the general laws of this State, or which is 
conferred on or vested in the judge of the Law and Equity Court of 


Walker County. 


Section 6. The Intermediate Court of Walker County shall be held at 
the courthouse in Walker County and shall be open at all times for the 
transaction of business. The judge of such court shall keep an office in 
the courthouse which office shall be provided by Walker County. The judge 
of The Intermediate Court of Walker County may fix the time for holding 
the sessions of the court for the trial of all cases, civil, criminal or equity. 


Section 7, In all matters of controversy in which the Intermediate 
Court is given equity jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court under the 
provisions of this act, such matters shall be tried and determined in the 
same manner and under the same rules of practice and procedure as govern 
the circuit courts under the general laws of this State, and the Intermediate 
Court shall have the power and authority to enforce its orders, judgments, 
and decrees in such cases in the same manner as the circuit courts under 
the general laws of this State. In all other cases, practice and procedure in 
the Intermediate Court of Walker County shall conform to, and shall be 
governed by, the rules of practice and procedure which apply in county 
courts under the general laws of this State, except civil cases which shall 
also be governed by Section 19 of this Act. 


Section 8. In all cases in which the intermediate court of Walker 
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County exercises equity jurisdiction concurrent with the circuit court 
under the provisions of this act, appeals from any order, judgment, or 
decree of the intermediate court may be taken to the supreme court and 
the court of appeals in the same manner, on the same grounds, and within 
the same times as such appeaJs may be taken from any order, judgment, 
or decree of the circuit court. 


Section 9. Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the judge of 
the intermediate court of Walker County shall determine what papers con- 
nected with any proceedings before him shall be recorded. 


Section 10. The sheriff of Walker County shall in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies, appointed by him subject to the approval by the judge 
of the court, be required to attend upon the Intermediate court and pre- 
serve order. He shall execute all writs of process and perform such other 
duties in this court in all respects as in the circuit courts of this State. 


Section 11. In lieu of the office of solicitor of the Walker County 
Law and Equity Court, which is hereby abolished, there is hereby created 
the office of the solicitor of the Intermediate Court of Walker County. 
The duly elected solicitor of the county court of Walker County as that 
office was constituted prior to the passage of this act shall serve as soli- 
citor of the Intermediate Court of Walker County as that office is con- 
stituted by this act until his successor shall be elected and qualified in 
accordance with this act. A solicitor shall be elected at the general elec- 
tion to be held in November, 1964, and every four years thereafter. He 
shall hold office for a term of four years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, next following his election and until his suc- 
cessor shall have been elected and qualified. He shall be learned in law 
and licensed to practice law under the laws of Alabama, and must be a 
citizen and a qualified elector of Walker County. 


It shall be the duty of the solicitor of the Intermediate Court of 
Walker County to represent the State in all criminal and quasi-criminal cases 
in such court; to prosecute all criminal cases arising from indictments 
transferred to such court; to represent the State in preliminary proceedings 
in felony cases and habeas corpus proceedings brought before such court; 
and to perform the duties imposed on deputy solicitors as provided in Sec- 
tion 256 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code of Alabama. The solicitor is hereby 
empowered to administer the oath to any one making complaint and to 
issue warrants of arrest for the offenses committed in Walker County in 
violation of Section 90, Title 34 of the 1940 Code of Alabama; to per- 
form the duties now imposed on circuit solicitors and deputy solicitors 
as provided in Article 7 of Chapter 4, Title 13 of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama where such offenses occur and duties arise in Walker County; and in 
the circuit court of such county, and to issue subpoenas to the witnesses 
to attend the grand jury of the county; to reduce the number of State’s 
witnesses in the Intermediate Court of Walker County to be summoned, to 
not more than two to prove the same fact; to assist the coroner of 
Walker County in holding inquests and assembling evidence to be presented 
to the grand jury; to represent the State of Alabama in all juvenile mat- 
ters brought before the intermediate court; to represent the State and the 
county in application to the court of probate for orders of condemna- 
tion of lands in Walker County for public uses under the right of eminent 
domain; and to give written opinions to, and to represent the board of fi- 
nance and control or like governing body of Walker County, in all legal 
proceedings when requested to do so by such board of finance and control 
or other governing body. It shall be the additional duty of the solicitor of 
the intermediate court to represent the board of registrars of Walker 
County in all acts brought against them by any person seeking to appeal 
any decision of the board of registrars. 
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The salary of the solicitor of the Intermediate Court is hereby fixed 
at the sum of forty-eight hundred dollars ($4800.00) per annum, which 
shall be payable out of the county treasury of Walker County in twelve 
equal monthly installments on the last day of each month upon a war-: 
rant drawn upon the treasurer of the county by the chairman of the board 
of finance and control, or other like governing body of Walker County. 


Section 12, The clerk of the circuit court of Walker County shall 
be ex officio clerk of the Intermediate Court of Walker County. As clerk 
of the intermediate court, he shall have the same power, jurisdiction, and 
authority and shall perform the same duties as may be conferred on, 
vested in, or required of the clerks of county courts, circuit courts under 
the general laws of the State, or conferred on, vested in or required of 
the clerk of the Intermediate Court of Walker County under the provisions 
of this act. The clerk of the intermediate court shall receive the same fees 
and compensation as allowed by law to clerks of the county courts in 
criminal cases, to be payable in the same manner. 


Section 18. The clerk of the Intermediate Court of Walker County 
shall be ex officio register of the intermediate court, and in all matters in 
equity in the intermediate court he shall have the same power, jurisdiction, 
and authority and shall perform the same duties, including the taking of 
decrees pro confesso and holding references, aS May be conferred on, 
vested in, or required of the register of the circuit court of Walker County 
in such cases. 


Section 14. The clerk of the Intermediate Court of Walker County 
shail nave the same power and authority and shall perform the same 
duties which are now, or which hereafter may be conferred on, vesied ii, 
or required of the clerk of the juvenile and domestic relations court of 
Walker County, and the clerk of the juvenile and domestic relations court 
of Walker County is hereby relieved of such power and authority and the 
performance of such duties. 


Section 15. The judge of The Intermediate Court of Walker County 
may employ a stenographic secretary, who shall receive a salary of twenty- 
four hundred ($2,400.00) a year, payable in equal monthly installments 
out of the treasury of Walker County in the same manner as the salaries 
of other county employees are paid. The stenographic secretary pro- 
vided for herein shall be appointed by the judge of the Intermediate 
Court of Walker County and shall serve at his pleasure. 


Section 16. In all criminal cases resulting in conviction in the In- 
termediate Court of Walker County the defendant shall have the right of 
appeal to the circuit court of Walker County on entering into bond, with 
sufficient surety, to appear at the term of the court to which the appeal 
is taken, and from term to term until discharged; the bond to be in such 
penalty as the judge of the said Intermediate Court of Walker County 
may prescribe, and to be approved by the judge or clerk of said court. 
If the defendant does not make the bond required he shall remain in 
custody and said defendant may, within ten days after taking said appeal, 
demand in said curcuit court; in writing, a trial by jury; otherwise, said 
case shall be tried by the court without a jury. All appeals must be taken 
within 30 days of conviction and no appeal shall be taken after defendant 
has accepted judgment of the court by paying any fine adjudged. 


Section 17. All criminal, equity, juvenile, or domestic relations cases 
pending in the Law and Equity Court of Walker County as _ consti- 
tuted prior to the passage of this act shall be transferred to the Inter- 
mediate Court of Walker County as constituted by this act and in all 
cases in which the judge of the Law and Equity Court of Walker County 
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as constituted prior to the passage of this act had continuing authority 
said authority shall be continued in The Intermediate Court of Walker 
County as constituted by this act. 


Section 18. That the judge of this court shall have power to punish 
for contempt in all cases where judges of the Circuit Courts of this State 
can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding $50.00 and by imprison- 
ment not exceeding five days, either or both. 


Section 19. That the practice, procedure, judgments and records in 
this court shall conform to and be governed by the laws applicable to prac- 
tice and procedure in justice of the peace courts insofar as applicable and 
except as otherwise provided in this act. All judgments required to be 
signed shall be signed by the judge. Judgments and the records thereof shall 
not be required to be more formal than those in courts of justice of the 
peace and shall be governed by the same laws as judgments in the courts 
of justices of the peace. Every intendment is in favor to the sufficiency and 
validity of proceedings in this court, when brought in question either directly 
or collaterally in any of the courts of this state where it appears on the 
face of the proceedings that the court had jurisdiction of the subject mat- 
ter and the parties. 


Section 20. That the owner of any judgment of this court may file a 
certificate of same in the office of the judge of probate under the same 
procedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be pro- 
vided for filing certificates of judgments rendered in the Circuit Court, 
which judgments when so registered shall be a lien on all property of the 
defendant subject to levy and sale under execution and such lien shall 
continue for six years from the date of registration shall be notice to 
all persons of the existence of a lien and during said period executions or 
other process to enforce collection of said judgments may issue. 


Section 21. That the judge of the court shall make any and all neces- 
sary rules for the conduct of the court and the officers thereof, for the 
filing and trying of cases, for the distribution and service of the processes 
of the court and generally with respect to the duties of the various officers 
of the court in their relations to the court, the authority herein specifi- 
cally granted not to be construed as limiting authority generally and 
usually exercised by the judges in making and enforcing rules of court. 


Section 22. That all civil cases in said court shall be tried by the 
judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the judge determining 
both the law and facts and any party shall have the right to appeal to 
the Circuit Court within five days from entry of judgment and on appeal 
either party may demand a trial by jury under the same rules as are 
provided by law for demand of jury trials in cases of appeal from judg- 
ments of justices of the peace and the trial in said Circuit Court shall be 
do novo and according to the same procedure as apply to appeals from 
judgments of justices of the peace. 


Section 23. That appeals from judgments of said court to the Cir- 
euit Court in cases of forcible entry and unlawful detainer shall be taken 
within the same time and in the same manner and upon the same condi- 
tions with respect to bonds and surety as are applicable to appeals in like 
eases from justices of the peace courts. 


Section 24. That any party desiring to appeal shall give bond with 
sureties to be approved by the clerk conditioned to pay all costs which 
may be taxed against him in the Circuit Court. If the judgment appealed 
from is for the payment of money or for the recovery of personal property 
and the party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, he shall 
give bond with sureties to be approved by the clerk and payable to the 
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party or parties in whose favor the judgment was rendered and in such 
penalty as the judge may prescribe conditioned to pay and satisfy such 
judgment and costs as may be awarded and taxed against him on the trial 
of the case in the Circuit Court. All such bonds shall be filed with and 
approved by the clerk within five days from the rendition of the judgment 
from which appeal is taken. This section shall not be applicable to judg- 
ments in forcible entry and unlawful detainer cases. 


Section 25. Certioraris from judgments of this court may be granted 
by judges of the Circuit Court and trials de novo had in the Circuit Court 
for the same causes, and upon the same conditions and according to the 
same procedures as apply to statutory certioraries from judgments of 
justices of the peace, and all certificates and notices with respect to such 
certioraris shall be issued by the clerk. 


Section 26. That in any case in said court wherein the parties in 
interest shall either before or after final judgment file in the cause a 
written waiver of their rights to jury and waiver of appeal to the Circuit 
Court, then the appeal in such case shall lie direct to the Court of Appeals 
to be taken within five days from final judgment and in such cases the 
appeals and costs thereof shall be taken, regulated, controlled, governed 
and disposed of in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as apply to appeals from judgments of the Circuit Court except as herein 
provided. The bills of exception in such cases shall be presented to the 
judge within 30 days after presentation and the date of presentation and 
signing of such bills of exception must be endorsed thereon by the trial 
judge. In cases of such appeals to the court of appeals the clerk shall make 
up a record and transcript of all the proceedings in the cause including 
the bill of exceptions and certify the same in the court of appeals. 


Section 27. Neither party to a suit in this court as a matter of right 
may file interrogatories to be propounded to the opposite party, but for 
good cause shown, the judge of this court may allow such interrogatories 
to be propounded, in which cases the judge shall fix the time in which 
they shall be answered, and the said filing and answering of said inter- 
rogatories except as herein provided, shall be governed as far as appli- 
cable by practice and procedure of the circuit court, and the same costs 
shall be taxed and collected with respect to such interrogatories as is pro- 
vided in the circuit court. 


Section 28. That the judge of this court shall have the same powers 
and authority with respect to taxation, retaxation and apportionment 
of costs as are conferred upon judges of the circuit court. 


Section 29. The judge of the court may determine and fix the time 
of holding sessions of the court for the trial of all cases, civil, criminal, ju- 
venile, domestic relations, and equity, provided that all cases shall be 
ealled for trial at least once every thirty days. However, this section 
shall not be construed to prevent the continuance of any case in said 
court, by agreement of counsel or the parties on good cause shown to 
the court, and when any cause is so continued to a specified time either 
for a cause shown to the court, or by agreement of the parties or counsel, 
it shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the time 
to which it has been continued. And provided further, that the court shall 
have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said court when- 
ever in the judgment of the court the same are necessary. 


Section 30. In all civil cases the summons must be issued by the clerk 
of the court, and accompanied by the complaint of the plantiff or by an 
endorsement setting forth the cause of action but a complaint shall be 
sufficient if it contains such information as is required by law with re- 
spect to endorsements on the summons of courts of justices of the peace. 
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The summons must be executed by the constable, sheriff or other officer 
authorized to serve process by leaving a copy of the summons and com- 
plaint, or summons, with the cause of action endorsed thereon with the 
defendant which fact he must return with the process. All garnishments 
shall be answerable at or before nine o’clock A.M. of the return day of 
the writ and the court may render a conditional judgment against any 
garnishee who after proper service of the writ fails to answer at or before 
such time. No more than three days service of any rule or notice to show 
cause why a conditional judgment should not be made final shall be 
necessary in any garnishment proceeding in this court. Service of any 
notice proper to be made by publication may be perfected by one inser- 
tion of the notice and after ten days from the date of publication of any 
such the party so notified and failing to appear shall be treated as in de- 
fault. In all garnishment proceedings in said court the court may upon 
motion of any party in interest and reasonable notice to the party or 
parties adversely affected not less than three days, and whether the gar- 
nishee has answered or not hear and determine the right of exemption of 
the defendant in garnishment with respect to the monies or property gar- 
nished. 


Section 31. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execu- 
tion on all judgments rendered in said court after five days from the entry 
thereof and place the same in the hands of the sheriff or other officer of 
the court who shall return such execution within thirty days thereafter, 
said return to show that he has collected said judgment and paid the 
same or the amount collected, or is unable to find property of the person 
against whom said process issued out of which said execution can be satis- 
fied in whole or in part. Real property may be levied on and sold under 
any execution from this court without motion or other proceeding in Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Section 32. That if it shall appear to the clerk that in any case where 
an execution has been returned unsatisfied as to the cost of said cause and in 
the opinion of the clerk said cost can be collected by an alias execution the 
clerk may issue such alias execution and may direct the sheriff or con- 
stable as to what property can be levied upon to satisfy said judgment. 


Section 33. The costs charged in all criminal cases in the Interme- 
diate Court of Walker County shall be the same as provided for county 
cases under the general laws governing costs in county cases. 


Section 34. The costs charged in equity cases in the Intermediate 
Court of Walker County shall be the same as provided by law for the 
Circuit Courts in Equity under the general laws of the State of Alabama. 


Section 35. The costs charged in civil cases in the Intermediate 
Court of Walker County when the amount in controversy is an amount 
which could be filed in a justice of the peace court shall be the same 
as allowed by law for justice of the peace courts and in those cases when 
the amount in controversy exceeds one hundred dollars ($100.00) the costs 
shall be those allowed by the general laws of Alabama for Circuit Courts. 


Section 36. It shall be the duty of the governing body of the county 
to provide such office and supply the same with telephone service and of- 
fice supplies. Such office furniture, furnishings, fixtures, law library, and 
equipment as may be necessary to enable the judge of said court effi- 
ciently to conduct the affairs of his office shall be provided by the 
State Department of Finance, the expense of which shall be paid from any 
available funds appropriated to pay the expenses of circuit courts, circuit 
judges, or solicitors, or appropriated to purchase equipment. 


Section 37. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
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the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 38. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 39. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the purchase of supplies, materials, equipment, and con- 
tractual services, and the sale or exchange of property, by or for Blount 
County; providing for competitive bidding on certain contracts, purchases, 
sales, and exchanges; prescribing penalties. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
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Section 1. Subject to the supervision, regulation, and control of 
The Board of Finance and Control, the court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue, or other like governing body of Blount County, and any 
rules and regulations which such body may promulgate from time to time 
in exercising its authority under this Act, all purchases for the county shail 
be made by such county governing body or its duly authorized agent. And 
the Chairman of The Board of Finance and Control, or the Probate Judge 
as Chairman of the County Commissioners Court, shall function as pur- 
chasing agent without additional compensation. The provisions of this 
Act shall have application to all purchases made by or for Blount County, 
whether such purchases are made by the county governing body as such, 
or by its purchasing agent. The purchasing agent shall make all purchases 
of supplies, materials, equipment, and contractual services (which term as 
used in this Act shall not include purchase of insurance or contracts for 
professional or other personal services) for the county; and, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Finance and Control; The Court of County 
Commissioners, Board of Revenue, or other like governing body of the 
county, may promulgate reasonable rules and regulations governing the 
acquisition of such supplies, materials, equipment and contractual services. 


Section 2. At least three written, sealed, competitive bids shall be 
obtained on all purchases of supplies, materials, equipment, and contrac- 
tual services when the amount involved is five hundred dollars or more. If 
the proposed purchase or contract involves an amount less than five 
hundred dollars, the purchase may be made either on the basis of sealed 
bids or in the open market. It shall be a violation of this section to di- 
vide or otherwise adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less 
than five hundred dollars for the purpose of evading the requirements of 
this section. Invitations for bids shall be posted on a bulletin board in 
the county courthouse at least three days prior to the meeting at which 
the purchase is to be made. If the amount of the proposed purchase or 
the proposed contract is in excess of five hundred dollars, notice by mail, 
shall be given to at least three merchants or dealers in the goods or ma- 
terials to be purchased, or where notice is of a contract to be let, to at 
least three contractors engaged in the type of work contemplated. 


All bids received on proposed purchases or contracts shall be opened 
publicly at the time and place stated in the invitation to bid. The contract 
or order shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, or all bids 
may be rejected and the purchase or contract renegotiated when the 
public interest will be served thereby. 


Section 3. In an emergency a purchase may be made without com- 
petitive bids. An emergency, as the term is used herein, means a situation 
where needed property of the county is idle due to lack of parts, supplies, 
or repairs therefor, or when materials or supplies are immediately needed 
to place in operating condition the road or bridge system or buildings of 
the county which has become impassable or dangerous due to damage or 
destruction of existing portions thereof, or in need of repairs. 


Section 4. In making purchases for the county the purchasing agent 
shall give preference to commodities produced or sold in Blount County, 
provided there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 


Section 5. Whoever purchases or disposes of, or attempts to pur- 
chase or dispose of property for or on behalf of Blount County contrary 
to the provisions of this Act, or whoever violates any provision of this Act, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than 
one hundred nor more than one thousand dollars, and in addition may be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary for one year and one day. 


Section 6. The Board of Finance and Control, Court of County 
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Commissioners, Board of Revenue, or other like county governing body of 
Blount County shall provide the purchasing agent with the quarters, sup- 
plies, books, equipment, postage and assistance necessary for the proper 
and efficient conduct of his duties.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The public hospital owned by Walker County, and all re- 
lated and allied facilities operated in connection therewith, shall be under 
the general supervision, management, and control of a board of manag- 
ers selected as provided in Section 2. 


Section 2. The board shall consist of seven members, who shall 
serve concurrent terms of four years each. Four members shall be elected

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize, provide for and regulate the establishment and opera- 
tion of a pension and retirement system for employees of the City of Syla- 
cauga and certain incorporated and unincorporated municipal boards of 
such city; to authorize and provide for the establishment of the Sylacauga 
Employees Pension Trust Fund, provide for the composition, manage- 
ment and administration of such trust fund; and to authorize, provide for 
and regulate the payment of benefits under the system. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. A pension and retirement system for employees of the 
City of Sylacauga, the Utilities Board of the City of Sylacauga, a public 
corporation organized under the general law, the Park and Recreation 
Board of Sylacauga, an unincorporated municipal board organized by 
said city under the general law, and the Library Board of the City of 
Sylacauga, an unincorporated board organized by the city under the 
general law, may be established and the Sylacauga Employees Pension 
Trust Fund in connection therewith may be created, maintained, and ad- 
ministered for the benefit of such employees in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed. 


Section 2. If the mayor and city council of the City of Sylacauga, 
the board of directors of the Utilities Board of the City of Sylacauga, 
the Park and Recreation Board of the City of Sylacauga and the Library 
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Board of the City of Sylacauga, hereinafter individually and collectively 
called the employer, desire to establish such system they shall each sepa- 
rately approve the plan for the pension and retirement system. When such 
plan is approved by each of such employers, the system shall become effec- 
tive as of the date specified in the plan. 


Section 3. Any pension and retirement plan adopted pursuant to 
this Act shall: 


1. Be designated and known as the Sylacauga Employees Pension 
Trust. 


2. Provide for establishment of a trust so designed that it will quali- 
fy under Sections 401, 501 and 404, United States Internal Revenue Code 
(should these provisions of the Internal Revenue Code ever apply to any 
one of the employers named in Section 2 hereof) as a tax-exempt pension 
plan for federal income tax purposes. 


8. Prescribe conditions for voluntary participation in the system by 
persons employed by each of the above named employers when the 
system becomes effective and may provide for compulsory participation 
in the system by certain classes of employees of such employers who 
are employed after the system becomes operative. 


4, Provide for contributions by the employees and by the employers 
to the pension trust fund from which benefits under the system shall be 
paid; and shall prescribe the amount of such contributions, and the method 
and time of payment thereof. Such plan may also provide for contribu- 
iions by employces whe are over a certain age (specified in the plan) and 
who have had a certain number of years or more of prior service (such 
number to be specified in the plan) when the system becomes effective 
at a greater rate than other employees, and may also authorize contribu- 
tions from other sources to be accepted for the trust. 


5. Provide for and prescribe the manner of the payment of benefits 
upon reaching normal retirement age and upon retirement because of 
disability prior to such age; and the plan may provide for payments of 
benefits or returns of contributions upon separations from service at an 
earlier age; but it shall not provide for payment of benefits upon the death 
of an employee, except that such plan may provide for a continuation of 
an employee’s pension at a reduced rate to his or her spouse or the return 
of contributions, at the option of the employee, beyond the date of such 
employee’s death. Sixty - five years of age shall be the normal retirement 
age under a retirement system established under this Act. 


6. Prescribe rules for computing service creditable toward retire- 
ment and the compensation base upon which benefits are to be deter- 
mined. 


7. Provide for the administration of the pension system by an em- 
ployer pension committee, provide for the composition of this committee, 
prescribe the rights, powers, duties, authority and liabilities of such com- 
mittee and of the members thereof and may prescribe the effect to be 
given to decisions of such committee relative to matters involving rights to 
benefits and the management and administration of the trust fund. 


8. Authorize and provide for the execution of a trust agreement 
between the employers and a bank, having a trust department duly li- 
censed to serve as trustee in Alabama, to accept and administer the 
Sylacauga Employees Pension Trust Fund created pursuant to the pension 
and retirement plan authorized by this Act. 
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9. Provide for and prescribe the manner in which the employers, or 
any one of them may terminate its obligations under the system and 
provide for the continuation of the system as long as any one employer 
continues its participation. The rules relative to termination of the system 
shall provide for safeguarding the rights of members of the system. 


10. Authorize, provide for, and regulate amendments to the pension 
plan and to any trust agreement made pursuant to that part of the plan 
authorized in item 8 above. The plan may provide that amendments 
thereof may be made by the city council of the City of Sylacauga, subject 
to approval or veto by the mayor, without the consent of any party, 
except that no amendment shall, without his consent, deprive, limit, lessen 
or restrict any right or interest to which an employee is already entitled 
from prior contributions of an employer, unless required to preserve the 
pension plan and trust as a qualified tax-exempt trust under federal in- 
come tax laws. No amendment shall be made or authorized under the 
plan which vests any right, title or interest in or to the trust fund estab- 
lished under this act in the employer, or any one of them; nor shall any 
amendment, which affects the rights, duties, responsibilities or obligations 
of the trustee under the trust agreement be authorized or made without 
the consent of the trustee. 


11. Provide for the employment of an actuary and authorize and 
provide for the use of tables, valuations, data and opinions furnished by 
the actuary. 


12. Prescribe the manner of giving required notices, instructions, 
and communications and of filing requests. 


Section 4, The right of a person to a pension, or any other benefits 
or to a return of contributions under a pension system established under 
this Act and the moneys in the Sylacauga Employees Pension Trust Fund 
are exempt from any state or municipal tax and exempt from levy and 
sale, garnishment, attachment or any other process whatsoever, and shall 
be unassignable, except as in this Act specifically otherwise provided. 


Section 5. No provision of a pension plan adopted hereunder shall 
bestow or purport to bestow or be construed to bestow on any em- 
ployee of any employer, listed in Section 2 of this Act, the right to be 
retained in the employ of either of such employers, nor shall any pro- 
vision in such a pension plan be construed to curtail or in any manner 
interfere with the right of the employer to terminate the employment of 
any employee at any time. 


Section 6. All benefits provided under any plan adopted under this 
Act shall be payable by the trustee under the direction of the employers 
pension committee, and solely from the Sylacauga Employees Pension 
Trust Fund and the earnings thereon. Under no circumstances shall the 
employers, nor any one of them, be liable for the payment to any bene- 
ficiary of any of such benefits; nor shall the officers, directors and em- 
ployees of such employers, nor the trustee, nor the members of the em- 
ployer pension committee be individually liable therefor. However, 
nothing hereinabove shall be deemed to relieve any person from liability 
for losses to the system or the pension trust fund resulting from his gross 
negligence or wilful misconduct in the administration of the system or the 
trust fund. 


Section 7. A copy of the pension plan and of any and all amend- 
ments thereto shall be kept at the office of the city clerk and at the main 
office of each of the employers, and such copies shall be avilable to 
employees of such employers for inspection at all reasonable times.

Section 1. The DeKalb County Hospital Association created under 
the authority of an act of the Legislature of Alabama approved July 17, 
1945 (General Acts 1945, p. 332) and the DeKalb County Hospital Board 
established under an act of the Legislature of Alabama approved June 2, 
1949 (Acts 1949, p. 69), as amended, shall be abolished, subject to ap- 
proval of the qualified electors of DeKalb County who vote in favor there- 
of at a referendum election hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2. The DeKalb County Commission, or other like govern- 
ing body of DeKalb County, shall provide for holding a referendum on 
the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from final ad- 
journment of the 1963 Regular Session of the Legislature, for the purpose 
of determining whether the qualified electors of the county are in favor 
of having the DeKalb County hospitals operated and maintained by the 
DeKalb County Hospital Commission provided for in this Act. On the 
pallots to be used at the referendum the question shall be stated sub- 
stantially as follows: “Do you favor having a hospital commission com- 
posed of five members elected by the people of DeKalb County exercise 
jurisdiction over the construction, repair, operation and maintenance of 
the public hospitals of DeKalb County? Yes ( ) No ).” 


Notice of the referendum shall be given by the DeKalb County 
Commission by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
county at least one time before the date of the election, which publication 
shall be made not less than 10 nor more than 30 days before the election. 


The referendum shall be held and conducted by the election officers 
appointed to hold the election on proposed constitutional amendments on 
the same day, and the referendum shall be held and conducted and the 
results tabulated and canvassed in the same way as provided for conduct- 
ing elections on amendments to the Constitution. The DeKalb County 
Commission or other like governing body of DeKalb County shall pay 
for the election supplies and pay the other expenses of the election out 
of the general funds of the county. Also, on the same date the referendum 
is held, an election shall be held for members of the commission. 
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Any qualified elector desiring to become a candidate for election as 
a member of the hospital commission may do so, if he is qualified by 
residence within the district as prescribed in this Act, by filing a state- 
ment of his candidacy in the office of the probate judge not less than 
60 days before the election. This election shall be called and provided for 
by the DeKalb County Commission, and shall be held and conducted in 
the same way as elections for other county officers. The candidate who 
receives a plurality of all the votes cast for the office voted on shall be 
elected. 


If a majority of the qualified electors who vote therein vote “no” 
in the referendum, this Act shall have no further effect. However, if a 
majority of the votes cast at the referendum are “yes,” this Act shall 
become fully operative. 


Section 38. There shall be established, in lieu of the DeKalb County 
hospital board and the DeKalb County hospital association, a county hos- 
pital commission, to be composed of five members, who shall be quali- 
fied electors of DeKalb County and residents thereof at the time of their 
election and during their continuance in office. The commission shall be 
designated and known as the DeKalb County Hospital Commission. 


Section 4. One member of the commission shall be a qualified 
elector of and reside in each of the districts of the county for which 
county commissioners are elected. One member may reside anywhere in 
the county, but all members shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
the county at large. The members of the commission first elected as pro- 
vided in this Act, shall take office on the day after their election, and 
their successors shall be elected at the general election of state and coun- 
ty officers elected in November i866, and every fourth vear thereafter. 
The members shall qualify by taking the oath of office prescribed by 
law for other county officers. 


Section 5. The DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property and all assets, 
and monies of every kind or character now existing in DeKalb County, 
Alabama, for public hospitals owned by DeKalb County, Alabama, or 
which may be established in the future, and which may be operated in 
DeKalb County, Alabama, under the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama; the DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall have all jurisdictions 
and powers which are or may hereafter be by law provided for the opera- 
tion of public hospitals in DeKalb County, Alabama; and the members 
of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall perform all the duties 
and services and exercise all the powers which are or may be provided by 
law for the operation of public hospitals in the State of Alabama, or 
DeKalb County, and generally shall have the general supervision and con- 
trol of all hospitals of a public nature and established according to law 
as public nonprofit hospitals in DeKalb County, Alabama. 


Section 6. Immediately after their election the members of the De- 
Kalb County Hospital Commission shall meet and organize and elect a 
presiding officer and secretary of said commission and do any and all 
other acts as may be necessary to take over the operation of all public 
nonprofit hospitals in DeKalb County, Alabama, and, after consultation 
with the Medical Association Staff, adopt rules and regulations, for the 
operation of the said DeKalb County hospitals; and the DeKalb County 
Hospital Commission shall meet at least one time each month on the first 
Monday in each month or such other times as the President of said com- 
mission may deem expedient for the transaction of the business of the 
DeKalb County hospitals. 


All property heretofore held by the DeKalb County Hospital Asso- 
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ciation and the DeKalb County Hospital Board, including money, shall 
after the approval of this Act, as provided herein, be administered by the 
DeKalb County Hospital Commission created by this Act, and all per- 
sons holding or who may have charge of such property are authorized 
and directed to turn it over to the duly authorized employees of the 
DeKalb County Hospital Commission as directed by said commission; 
and all legal obligations, debts, or bond issues now outstanding, or which 
may be outstanding on the effective date of this Act, of the DeKalb 
County Hospital Association, or DeKalb County Hospital Board, shall be 
assumed by the DeKalb County Hospital Commission, and shall be obliga- 
tions of said Commission and shall be paid by it. 


Section 7. The said DeKalb County Hospital Commission is here- 
by granted full authority to operate and construct hospitals as authorized 
by law in and for DeKalb County, Alabama, or otherwise acquire build- 
ings to be used in the operation of the hospitals, receive gifts of money or 
equipment to be used in the construction and operation of the hospitals, 
appoint an administrator for the hospitals, or if the DeKalb County Hos- 
pital Commission deems it advisable, it may contract, hire or let out to 
any society, organization, association or agency, and make payments to 
said society, organization, association or agency for the care of indigent 
or charity patients, and the DeKalb County Commission may appropriate 
such funds authorized by law for care of indigent patients. 


The DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall prepare an annual 
budget and make a report to the governing body of DeKalb County, 
Alabama, which said report shall include a list of the employees and the 
salaries of each, on January 1, of each year. 


Section 8. The DeKalb County Commission or other governing 
body of DeKalb County, Alabama, is hereby authorized and directed to 
transfer and convey to the DeKalb County Hospital Commission the pro- 
ceeds of the special county tax for public hospital purposes, which may 
be hereafter collected or provided for. Said tax shall be paid over to the 
DeKalb County Hospital Commission and shall be used by the DeKalb 
County Hospital Commission for any one or more of the purposes for 
which the tax shall have been voted; provided that payment of the pro- 
ceeds of said tax to said DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall be 
made only to such extent as will not result in the impairment of the obli- 
gations of any contract heretofore made with respect to said tax, and that 
the tax collector of DeKalb County, Alabama, shall collect such special 
county tax in the same manner under the same requirements and laws as 
taxes of the state are collected, and shall keep said amount separate and 
apart from all other funds, and shall keep a clear and distinct account 
thereof, and shall turn the same over to the DeKalb County Hospital 
Commission, whose duty shall be to receipt therefor. 


Section 9. The DeKalb County Hospital Commission may antici- 
pate the proceeds from any special county tax required to be paid to it, 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act or any other law applicable 
thereto, by issuing securities for any one or more of the purposes for 
which the tax shall have been voted, and may pledge for the payment 
of the principal thereof and interest thereon, not exceeding seventy-five 
percent of the annual proceeds from said tax so paid to it. All securities 
issued hereunder shall be payable from the proceeds of the special tax in 
respect of which they were issued and from such other funds of the De- 
Kalb County Hospital Commission as the commission may determine, but 
this provision shall not prohibit payment of the securities from any other 
funds which may be available therefor under any other provision of law; 
provided, however, that in no event shall such securities be payable from 
such other funds if the effect thereof shall be to subject such securities 
to any constitutional debt limit or to any constitutional requirement that 
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they may be authorized by vote of the qualified voters. Said securities 
shall be the obligation only of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission 
issuing the same, in accordance with the terms of such securities. DeKalb 
County shall, in no event, be liable for any obligation created by DeKalb 
County Hospital Commission or by issuance of securities thereby, nor 
shall said securities be construed to be an indebtedness of or against 
DeKalb County, Alabama, or a political subdivision thereof. All securities 
issued hereunder shall have preference over claims for salaries or other 
operating expenses, or any other purposes of the hospitals. All pledges 
of said tax and all contracts made with respect thereto shall take prece- 
dence in the order in which they are made, and create a charge on the 
proceeds of said tax prior to the expense of operation and maintenance 
of the DeKalb County hospital facilities. 


Section 10. Securities issued under the authority of this Act may 
contain such other terms, provisions, conditions, limitations and agree- 
ments, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, as the DeKalb 
County Hospital Commission shall deem advisable, including, but not 
limited to a pledge of all or any part of the revenues of the DeKalb 
County Hospital Commission and payment of the securities and a mort- 
gage of all or any part of the property, real or personal, or any interest 
therein, of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission, including the property 
acquired, or to be acquired from the proceeds of the securities being is- 
sued, if any, as security for the payment of the principal of and interest 
on the securities, provided that no such mortgage or pledge shall be con- 
strued so as to permit the foreclosure thereof. If any mortgage is re- 
quired or provided for any securities issued under the provisions of this 
Act, same shall be authorized and executed by the DeKalb County Com- 
mission on behalf of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission, if same 
is expedient or necessary. 


Section 11. Securities of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission 
may be executed and delivered by it at any time and from time to time, 
shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturi- 
ties, shall contain such provisions not inconsistent herewith, and shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest payable and evidenced in such manner 
as may be provided by resolution of the DeKalb County Hospital Com- 
mission providing for their issuance. Such securities shall be payable at 
such place or places, either within or without the State, that shall be pre- 
scribed in the resolution of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission, 
providing for their issuance. Such securities and any interest coupons ap- 
plicable thereto, shall be executed in such manner and shall be sub- 
stantially in the form provided for in the authorizing resolution. Any se- 
curities issued by the DeKalb County Hospital Commission may there- 
after, or any time, whether before, at, or after maturity thereof, and 
from time to time, be refunded by the issuance or sale or exchange of 
refunding securities. All bonds and notes issued by the DeKalb County 
Hospital Commission shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, al- 
though payable solely from a specific source. All securities issued by the 
DeKalb County Hospital Commission, the income therefrom, and ail 
mortgages and other instruments executed as security therefor shall be 
exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. 


Section 12. All securities issued hereunder may be sold, either at 
public or private sale, in such manner and from time to time, as may be 
determined by the DeKalb County Hospital Commission to be most ad- 
vantageous. The DeKalb County Hospital Commission may pay all ex- 
penses, premiums, commissions and attorneys’ fees which it may deem 
necessary or advantageous in connection with any financing or proposed 
financing done by it. 


Section 13. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdic- 
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tion thereof, and by the document which is the source of authority, a 
fiduciary may, with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest 
trust funds in the securities of DeKalb County Hospital Commission for 
payment of the principal of and interest on which the proceeds of any 
ad valorem, excise or license or privilege tax are pledged. 


Section 14. Securities reciting that they are issued pursuant to the 
terms of this Act shall in any action or proceedings involving their 
validity be conclusively deemed to be fully authorized thereby and to have 
been issued, sold, executed and delivered in conformity therewith and 
with all the other provisions of law applicable thereto, and shall be incon- 
testable. Anything herein or any other statute to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, unless such action or proceedings is begun before or within ninety 
days after date upon which the securities are delivered and paid for, and 
no irregularity in the proceedings to authorize the issuance of said secur- 
ities hereunder nor the omission or neglect of any other officer charged 
with the execution of any duties imposed by this Act, shall affect the 
validity of any securities issued hereunder. 


Section 15. The DeKalb County Hospital Commission may, before 
the issuance of any securities, determine the authority of the DeKalb 
County Hospital Commission, to issue such securities and the legality of 
all proceedings had or taken in connection therewith, and the validity of 
this Act or other means provided for the payment thereof, and the valid- 
ity of all pledges of revenue and all covenants and provisions contained 
in any resolution authorizing the securities, and proceedings instituted and 
conducted in accordance with law, as the same is provided in this Act, 
and as said Act may be amended from time to time, or in a similar 
proceedings prescribed by law, but such proceedings shall not be essential 
to the validity of such securities. 


Section 16. A majority of the DeKalb County Hospital Commission 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business and no funds 
belonging to the DeKalb County Hospital or hospitals shall be drawn or 
paid out, except as authorized by the DeKalb County Hospital Commis- 
sion and a proper list and registry of all sums drawn or paid out and the 
nature of the claim, and the person in whose favor drawn or paid 
out, shall be kept and maintained at all times and the books and 
accounts of said DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall be audited 
regularly by the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, and said audit shall be made at least once each year. 
Said audit shall be filed in the office of the DeKalb County Commission, 
or such other governing agency of DeKalb County, Alabama, and said 
audit shall be subject to public inspection; and any technical equipment 
purchased by the DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall first be ap- 
proved by the Medical Staff of the hospital for which said equipment is 
being purchased. 


Section 17. That the DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall 
do and perform all acts and services and shall exercise all powers and 
functions which are now, or hereafter by law are required or authorized 
for the operation of public hospitals in DeKalb County, Alabama, and 
shall be subject to the same privileges and penalties that are provided 
in said laws. 


Section 18. The DeKalb County Hospital Commission shall gen- 
erally supervise all hospital operations of a public nature in DeKalb 
County, Alabama, which are owned by DeKalb County, Alabama, and 
may do any and all acts necessary and expedient for the purpose of 
maintaining and operating said hospitals. 


Section 19. In the employment of the administrator and the opera- 
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tions of public hospitais in DeKalb County, Alabama, the DeKalb County 
Hospital Commission shall only employ such person or persons as are 
qualified in hospital administration, and persons who are trained in the 
field of hospital administration, and the said DeKalb County Hospital Com- 
mission is hereby prohibited from employing any person related to a mem- 
ber of said commission within the fifth degree of consanguinity or affinity 
as an employee of any hospital operated by the said DeKalb County 
Hospital Commission; and the hospital medical staff shall be consulted in 
the employment of a hospital administrator. 


Section 20. Should any vacancy occur in the DeKalb County Hos- 
pital Commission, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the 
DeKalb County Commission, or other governing body of DeKalb County, 
Alabama, for the unexpired term. 


Section 21. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 22. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional], such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 23. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 


a law.

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Wood the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate amendment to the bill, H. 952, said Senate amendment being as 
foliows: 


Amendment to H. B. 952 


Strike out Section 2 of the bill and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 


Section 2. In addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, every person, firm, or corporation who sells, stores, delivers, uses 
or otherwise consumes cigarettes in any such county shall pay a county pri- 
vilege license or excise tax in an amount equal to one-half of one mill on 
each cigarette which is made of tobacco or any substitute therefor. How- 
ever, when the tax hereby required to be paid shall have been paid by 
a wholesaler or seller of cigarettes such payment shall be sufficient, the 
intent being that such county tax shall be paid but once. 


Also, strike out Section 3 of the bill and insert in lieu thereof the 
following: 


Section 3. Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in such counties 
any cigarettes shall add the amount of the license or privilege tax levied 
and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes, it being the purpose 
and intent of this provision that the tax levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, corporation, club or association, who sells 
or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing the cigarettes, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of the tax. The dealer, storer, or distrib- 
utor shall state the amount of the tax separately from the price of the 
cigarettes on all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills and state- 
ments which advertise or indicate the price of the cigarettes. It shall be 
unlawful for any dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or continuing in 
the county in the business for which the tax is hereby levied to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the purchaser the 
amount due on account of the tax herein provided or to refund or offer 
to refund all or any part of the amount collected or to absorb or advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption of the tax or any portion thereof. Any 
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person, firm, corporation, club or association violating any of the provi- 
sions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or im- 
prisoned in the county jail for not more than sixty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. Each act in violation of this section shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


Also, strike out Section 7 of the bill and insert in lieu thereof the 
following: 


Section 7. The state department of revenue shall charge the county 
for collecting the special county taxes levied in this Act such an amount, 
not to exceed ten percent of the amount collected, as the commissioner 
of revenue and the governing body of the county may determine. Such 
charge for collecting the taxes for the county may be deducted each 
month from the proceeds of the taxes collected before certifying the 
amount thereof due the county for that month. The commissioner of 
revenue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under 
this Act, as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and on 
or before the first day of each successive month (commencing with the 
month following the month in which the department makes the first 
collections hereunder), the commissioner shall certify to the state comp- 
troller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this Act and 
paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during 
the month immediately preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, 
that before certifying the amount of taxes paid into the state treasury 
for the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the taxes collected in such month the charges due the de- 
partment for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the 
duty of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to the 
custodian of the public funds of the county in an amount equal to the 
amount so certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collec- 
ted for the use of the county. The custodian of county funds shall deposit 
the revenue derived by the county from the taxes levied herein in a special 
fund, to be designated the forest fire protection fund, which is hereby 
appropriated for the following purposes only: For the employment of per- 
sonnel to protect forest land in the county from fire; for the purpose of 
fire fighting equipment, material and supplies; and for such other pur- 
poses as may be considered necessary or advisable by the county govern- 
ing body of such county to provide an efficient system of forest fire pro- 
tection for such county.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB. 1274 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Title 26, Sections 289 and 293 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, 
as last amended by Act 272, Sections 2 and 3 approved September 15, 
1961, which relates to the Workmen’s Compensation Law - 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Title 26, Code of Alabama 1940, Sections 289 and 298, 
as last amended are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 289 - Limitations on Compensations. - In no case hereunder, 
except as otherwise provided herein, shall the compensation paid hereunder 
be more than thirty-six dollars per week nor less than five dollars per week, 
and in no case shall the total amount exceed $14,400.” 


“Section 293 - Medical, surgical and hospital service.- In addition to 
the compensation herein provided, the employer shall pay the actual 
cost of reasonably necessary medical and surgical treatment and attention, 
medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original artificial mem- 
bers, and other apparatus, as may be obtained by the injured employee 
during the first year of disability, or in case of death within said year, 
obtained during the period occurring between the time of the injury and 
his death therefrom. The total liability of the employer under this section 
shall not exceed the aggregate of two thousand one hundred dollars, and 
the pecuniary liability of the employer for such services rendered the em- 
ployee shall be limited to such charges as prevail for similar treatment 
in the community where the injured employee resides. In case an insurer 
of the employee or a benefit association is liable for such medical, surgical 
and hospital service, or for a part thereof, or in case the employee is en- 
titled to the same or a part thereof, from any source whatever by virtue 
of any agreement or understanding, or law, state or federal, without any 
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loss of benefit to the employee, the employer shall not be required in 
such case to pay any part of such expense, unless said benefits are 
insufficient to pay as much as said two thousand one hundred dollars, 
and in such event the employer shall be liable for the deficiency only. 
All cases of dispute as to the necessity and value of such services shall 
be determined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of the claim of the in- 
jured employee for compensation. In addition to the medical and surgi- 
cal treatment provided during one year of disability, the employer may, 
if he so elects, furnish to the injured employee such medical and surgical 
treatment and attention, medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original 
artificial members, and other apparatus for such time thereafter as he 
desires to furnish the same, and the employee shall accept the same; if the 
employer furnishes such medical and surgical attention and supplies during 
such one year period he shall not be liable under this section, except 
for such of said services and supplies as may, in an emergency, be pro- 
cured by the employee elsewhere; in no event, however, shall the total 
liability hereunder exceed two thousand one hundred dollars. The injured 
employee must submit himself to examination by the employer’s physician 
at all reasonable times, if requested to do so by the employer but the 
employee shall have the right to have a physician of his own selection 
present at such examination, in which case the employee shall be liable 
to such physician for his services. The employer shall pay for the services 
of the physician making the examination at the instance of the employer. 
And in case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of 
either party, or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of good 
standing and ability to make an examination of the injured person and re- 
port his findings to the court, the expense of which examination shall be 
borne equally by the parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply 
with any reasonable request for examination or refuses to submit to medi- 
eal and surgical treatment and attention, or refuses to accept the medi- 
eal service which the employer elects to furnish under the provisions of 
this chapter his right to compensation shall be suspended, and no compen- 
sation shall be payable for the period of such refusal. Any physician whose 
services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or any physician of 
the injured employee, and who treats or makes or is present at any exami- 
nation of an injured employee may be required to testify as to any knowl- 
edge by him in the course of such treatment or examination as same related 
to the injury or disability arising therefrom. Any such physician shall, upon 
written request of the injured employee or his employer, furnish to such 
injured employee or his employer a written statement of his professional 
opinion as to the extent of the injury and disability. In all death claims 
where the cause of death is obscure or is disputed, any interested party 
may require an autopsy, the cost of which is to be borne by the party 
demanding the same. Physicians shall include medical doctor, surgeon and 
chiropractor.” 


Section 2. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1963.

Mr. Nettles offered the following amendment to the bill, H. 1274, as 
amended: 


AMENDMENT TO HB. 1274 


H.B. 1274 is hereby amended as follows: Strike out Section 1 and 
place in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1, Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 26, Section 279, as amended, 
is hereby further amended to read as follows: 


Section 279 - Schedule of Compensation. - Following is the schedule of 
compensation: 


(A) Temporary Total Disability. For injury producing temporary 
total disability, fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings received 
at the time of injury, subject to a maximum and minimum weekly com- 
pensation as stated in section 289 of this title; but if at the time of injury 
the employee received average weekly earnings of less than the minimum 
stated in section 289 of this title, then he shall receive the full amount 
of such average weekly earnings per week. This compensation shall be 
paid during the time of such disability, not, however, beyond three hundred 
weeks. Payments are to be made at the intervals when the earnings were 
payable, as nearly as may be. 


(B) Temporary Partial Disability. 


1. In general. In all cases of temporary partial disability the com- 
pensation shall be fifty-five percent of the difference between the average 
weekly earnings of the workman at the time of the injury and the average 
weekly earnings he is able to earn in his partially disabled condition. 
This compensation shall be paid during the period of such disability, 
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not, however, beyond three hundred weeks, payments to be made at the 
intervals when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be, and subject 
to the same maximum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of 
this title. 


2. When partially disabled employee leaves first employment. If the 
injured employee who is receiving such compensation for temporary par- 
tial disability should leave the employment of the employer by whom he 
was employed at the time of the accident for which such compensation is 
being paid, he shall, upon securing employment elsewhere, give to such 
former employer an affidavit in writing containing the name of his new 
employer, the place of employment, and the amount of wages being re- 
ceived at such new employment, and until he gives such affidavit, the com- 
pensation for temporary partial disability shall cease. The employer by 
whom such employee was employed at the time of the accident for which 
such compensation is being paid may also at any time demand of such em- 
ployee additional affidavit in writing, containing the name of his employer, 
the place of his employment, and the amount of wages he is receiving, and 
if the employee, upon such demand fails or refuses to make and fur- 
nish such affidavit, his right to compensation for temporary partial disabil- 
ity shall cease until such affidavit is made and furnished. 


(C) 1. Permanent Partial Disability. For permanent partial dis- 
ability the compensation shall be based upon the extent of such disability. 
In cases included in the following schedule the compensation shall be fifty- 
five percent of the average weekly earnings, during the number of weeks 
set out in the following schedule: 

For the loss of a thumb, sixty weeks. 

For the loss of a first finger commonly called index finger, forty-five 

weeks. 

For the loss of a second finger, thirty weeks. 

For the loss of a third finger, twenty weeks. 

For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called little finger, fifteen 
weeks. 

The loss of the first phalange of the thumb, or of any finger, shall 
be considered as equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb, or 
finger, and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate 
during one-half of the time specified above for such thumb or 
finger. 

The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of 
the entire finger or thumb; but in no case shall the amount re- 
ceived for more than one finger exceed the amount provided in 
this schedule for the loss of a hand. 

For the loss of a great toe, thirty weeks. 

For the loss of any of the toes other than the great toe, ten weeks. 

For the loss of the first phalange of any toe shall be considered to 
be equal to the loss of one-half of such toe, and compensation 
shall be paid at the prescribed rate during one-half the time pre- 
scribed above for such toe. 

The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of 
the entire toe. 

For the loss of a hand, one hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of an arm, two hundred weeks. 

For the loss of a foot, one hundred and twenty-five weeks. 

Amputations between the elbow and wrist shall be considered as the 
equivalent to the loss of a hand, and the amputation between the 
knee and ankle shall be considered as the equivalent of the loss 
of a foot. 

For the loss of a leg, one hundred and seventy-five weeks. 

For the loss of an eye, one hundred weeks. 

For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in both ears, one 
hundred and fifty weeks. 
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For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in one ear, fifty 
weeks, 

For the loss of an eye and a leg, three hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and one arm, three hundred and fifty weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and a hand, three hundred and twenty-five 
weeks. 

For the loss of an eye and a foot, three hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two arms, other than at the shoulder, four hundred 
weeks. 

For the loss of two hands, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two legs, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of two feet, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and the other hand, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one hand and one foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one leg and the other foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one hand and one leg, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and one foot, four hundred weeks. 

For the loss of one arm and one leg, four hundred weeks. 

For serious disfigurement, not resulting from the loss of a member of 
other injury specifically compensated, materially affecting the 
employability of the injured person in the employment in which 
he was injured or other employment for which he is then quali- 
fied, fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings for such 
period as the court may determine, not exceeding one hundred 
weeks. 


2. Concurrent injuries. Where an employee sustains concurrent in- 
juries resulting in concurrent disabilities, he shall receive compensation, 
only for the injury which entitles him to the largest amount of compensa- 
tion, but this section shall not affect liability for the concurrent loss of 
more than one member for which members compensation is provided in 
the specific schedule and in subsection (D). 


3. Loss of use of a member. In all cases the permanent and total 
loss of the use of a member shall be considered as equivalent to the loss 
of that member, but in such cases the compensation in and by said sched- 
ule shall be in lieu of all other compensation. In case of permanent disabil- 
ity, due to injury to a member resulting in less than total loss of use of 
such member, not otherwise compensated in this schedule, compensation 
shall be paid at the prescribed rate during that part of the time specified 
in the schedule for the total loss or total loss of use of the respective mem- 
ber, which the extent of the injury to the member bears to its total loss. 


4. Employee refusing employment. If an injured employee refuses 
employment suitable to his capacity, offered to or procured for him, he 
shall not be entitled to any compensation at any time during the contin- 
uance of such refusal unless at any time in the opinion of the judge of the 
circuit court of the county of his residence, such refusal is justifiable. 


5. Permanent partial maximum and minimum. AIl compensation 
provided in subsection (C) of this section for loss of members, or loss 
of use of members are subject to the same limitations as to maximum and 
minimum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of this title. 


6. All other permanent partial. In all other cases of permanent 
partial disability not above enumerated, the compensation shall be fifty- 
five percent of the difference between the average weekly earnings of 
the workman at the time of the injury and the average weekly earnings he 
is able to earn in his partially disabled condition subject to the same maxi- 
mum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of this title. 


7. Maximum time. Compensation shall continue during disability, 
now however, beyond three hundred weeks. 
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8. Affidavit of new employment. In case the injured employee leaves 
the services of the employer for whom he was working at the time of the 
accident and accepts employment elsewhere, he shall] make and furnish 
affidavit as to his new employment in the manner as required in subsec- 
tion (B). 


(D) 1. Permanent Total. For permanent total disability as de- 
fined in subsection (E) fifty-five percent of the average weekly earnings 
received at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum and minimum 
weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of this title; provided that 
if at the time of injury the employee was receiving earnings of less than 
the minimum as stated in section 289 of this title, them he shall receive the 
full amount of his earning per week. This compensation shall be paid dur- 
ing such permanent total disability, not exceeding five hundred and fifty 
weeks but in no event shall the aggregate of such payments exceed the 
total amount provided in section 289 of this title; payment to be made at 
the intervals when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be. Such 
payments, with the approval of the circuit judge, may be made monthly 
or quarterly. 


2. Employee inmate of public institution. In case an employee, 
who is permanently and totally disabled becomes an inmate of a public 
institution, then no compensation shall be payable unless he has wholly 
dependent on him for support a person or persons named in sections 280 
and 281 of this title, whose dependency shall be determined as if the 
employee were deceased, in which case the compensation provided for in 
this subsection shall be paid for the benefit of such person so dependent, 
during dependency, in the manner ordered by the court, while the om- 
ployee is an inmate in such institution. 


(E) Permanent Total Disability Defined. The total and permanent 
loss of the sight of both eyes or the loss of both arms at the shoulder, 
or complete and permanent paralysis or total and permanent loss of mental 
faculties, which totally incapacitates the employee from working at an 
occupation which brings him an income, shall constitute permanent 
total disability. 


1. Other second permanent injury. If an employee has a perma- 
nent disability or has previously sustained another injury than that in 
which he received a subsequent permanent injury by accident such as is 
specified in the sections herein defining permanent injury, he shall be en- 
titled to compensation only for the degree of injury that would have re- 
sulted from the latter accident if the earlier disability or injury had not 
existed. 


2. Certain second permanent injuries. If an employee has previous- 
ly lost or lost the use of one eye, one leg, one arm, one foot, or one 
hand, and thereafter in the same employment or in the employment of 
another, he should by accident receive additional injuries so as to proxi- 
mately cause the loss or loss of use of both eyes, both legs, both arms, 
both feet, or both hands, said employee shall receive compensation 
equal to the amount provided hereunder for one who has received a per- 
manent total disability, such compensation to be paid by the employer 
to the extent that such employer would have to pay compensation for the 
degree of injury that would have resulted from the accident if the earlier 
disability or injury had not existed and the remainder of the amount of 
such compensation after the completion of such payments by the em- 
ployer shall be paid by the director of industrial relations as trustee from 
any amounts from time to time standing to his account as such trustee in 
the second injury trust fund. 
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8. Other permanent total disabilities. For permanent total dis- 
ability other than as defined in subsection (E) fifty-five percent of the 
average weekly earnings received at the time of injury subject to a maxi- 
mum and minimum weekly compensation as stated in section 289 of this 
title; but if at the time of the injury the employee was receiving earnings 
of less than the minimum as stated in section 289 of this title, then he 
shall receive the full amount of his earnings per week. This compensation 
shall be paid during the period of such permanent disability not ex- 
ceeding four hundred weeks; payments to be made at the intervals when 
the earnings were payable as nearly as may be. Such payments, with the 
consent of the circuit judge, may be made monthly or quarterly. 


4. Benefits not concurrent; exception. If an employee received an 
injury for which compensation is payable while he is still receiving or en- 
titled to compensation for a previous injury in the same employment, he 
shall not at the same time be entitled to compensation for both injuries, 
unless the later injury be a permanent injury, such as specified in this 
section; but he shall be entitled to compensation for that injury and 
from the time of that injury which will cover the longest period and the 
largest amount payable under articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. 


5. Second permanent injuries resulting in permanent total disability. 
If an employee received a permanent injury as specified in this section, 
after having sustained another permanent injury in the same employment, 
he shall be entitled to compensation for both injuries, but the total com- 
pensation shall be paid by extending the period and not by increasing the 
amount of weekly compensation, and in no case exceeding five hundred 
weeks. When the previous and subsequent injuries received in the same 
employment result in total disability, compensation shall be payable for 
permanent total disability, but payments made for the previous injury shall 
be deducted from the total payment of compensation due. 


(F) Compensation for Death after Disability. In case a workman 
sustained an injury occasioned by an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment and during the period of disability caused there- 
by death results proximately therefrom, all payments previously made as 
compensation for such injury shall be deducted from the compensation, 
if any, due on account of death. If a workman who has sustained a 
permanent disability, the degree of which has been agreed upon by the 
parties or has been ascertained by the court, and death results not prox- 
imately therefrom, his widow and/or dependent children shall be entitled 
to the balance of the payments which would have been due and pay- 
able to the workman. 


1. Hernia. In all claims for compensation for hernia resulting from in- 
jury by an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment, it 
must be definitely proved to the satisfaction of the court: 


(a) That there was an injury resulting in hernia. 

(b) That the hernia appeared suddenly. 

(c) That it was accompanied by pain. 

(d) That the hernia immediately followed an accident. 

(e) That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for which 
compensation is claimed. 


All hernia, inguinal, femoral or otherwise, so proved to be the result 
of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course of the employment 
shall be treated in a surgical manner by radical operation. In case the in- 
jured employee refuses to undergo the radical operation for the cure of 
said hernia, no compensation will be allowed during the time such refusal 
continues. If, however, it is shown that the employee has some chronic dis- 
ease, or is otherwise in such physical condition that the court considers 
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it unsafe for the employee to undergo said operation, the employee shall 
be paid as otherwise provided in this chapter. 


(G) Average Weekly Earnings Basis of Benefits. Compensation 
hereunder shall be computed on the basis of the average weekly earnings. 
Average weekly earnings shall mean the earnings of the injured employee 
in the employment in which he was working at the time of the injury 
during the period of fifty-two weeks immediately preceding the date of 
the injury divided by fifty-two; but if the injured employee lost more than 
seven consecutive calendar days during such period although not in the 
same week, then the earnings for the remainder of such fifty-two weeks 
shall be divided by the number of weeks remaining after the time so lost 
has been deducted. Where the employment prior to the injury extended 
over a period of less than fifty-two weeks, the method of dividing the 
earnings during that period by the number of weeks and parts thereof 
which the employee earned wages shall be followed, provided results just 
and fair to both parties will thereby be obtained. Where by reason of 
the shortness of the time during which the employee has been in the em- 
ployment of his employer, or the casual nature or terms of the employ- 
ment, it is impracticable to compute the average weekly earnings as above 
defined, regard shall be had to the average weekly amount which during 
the fifty-two weeks prior to the injury was being earned by a person in 
the same grade, employed at the same work by the same employer, and 
if there is no such person so employed, by a person in the same grade 
employed in the same class of employment in the same district. Where- 
ever allowances of any character made to an employee in lieu of wages 
are specified as part of the wage contract, they shall be deemed a part 
of his earnings. 


(H) Percentage Increase for Wife and Children. Wherever in this 
section there is a provision for fifty-five percent, such percent shall be in- 
creased five percent for a dependent wife and five percent for each de- 
pendent child of the employee under the age of eighteen years at the time 
of the injury to the employee until such percent shall reach a maximum 
of sixty-five percent. The increase in the above percent shall be paid only 
during the dependence of the dependent upon whom such increase is based.

H. 1274. To amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 26, Section 279, 
289, and 293, which relate to workmen’s compensation.

Amendment to H. B. 1274 


In Section 1, after the subdivision headed by the words and figures 
“2. Iamployee inmate of public institution”, insert the following proviso: 


Provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall be construed to 
deprive a permanently and totally disabled employee who has no depend- 
ents named in sections 280 and 281 of this title from receiving benefits to 
which he would otherwise be entitled if said employee, although an in- 
mate of a public institution, is paying or on whose behalf funds are paid 
from any source to said public institution the normal and customary 
charge for the services rendered by said public institution. Normal and 
customary charge shall mean that charge actually made by the public 
institution to persons able to pay for the services rendered them whether 
said charge actually covers the expense of the upkeep of said inmate or 
not. In the event said employee has had a guardian appointed by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, said workmens compensation payments shall 
be directly paid to said guardian.

The total liability of the employer under this section 
shall not exceed the aggregate of two thousand one hundred dollars, and 
the pecuniary liability of the employer for such services rendered the em- 
ployee shall be limited to such charges as prevail for similar treatment in 
the community where the injured employee resides. In case an insurer of 
the employee or a benefit association is liable for such medical, surgical 
and hospital service, or for a part thereof, or in case the employee is en- 
titled to the same or a part thereof, from any source whatever by virtue 
of any agreement or understanding, or law, state or federal, without any 
loss of benefit to the employee, the employer shall not be required in 
BUCH Case to pay any pait of Such CApense, UMIESS Said beiuefits are in- 
sufficient to pay as much as said two thousand one hundred dollars, and 
in such event the employer shall be liable for the deficiency only. Ail cases 
of dispute as to the necessity and value of such services shall be deter- 
mined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of the claim of the injured em- 
ployee for compensation. In addition to the medical and surgical treatment 
provided during one year of disability, the employer may, if he so elects, 
furnish to the injured employee such medical and surgical treatment and 
attention, medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original artificial mem- 
bers, and other apparatus for such time thereafter as he desires to furnish 
the same, and the employee shall accept the same; if the employer fur- 
nishes such medical and surgical attention and supplies during such one 
year period he shall not be liable under this section, except for such of 
said services and supplies as may, in an emergency, be procured by the 
employee elsewhere; in no event, however, shall the total liability here- 
under exceed two thousand one hundred dollars. The injured employee 
must submit himself to examination by the employer’s physician at all 
reasonable times, if requested to do so by the employer but the employee 
shall have the right to have a physician of his own selection present at such 
examination, in which case the employee shall be liable to such physician 
for his services. The employer shall pay for the services of the physician 
making the examination at the instance of the employer. And in case of 
dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of either party, or 
of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of good standing and ability 
to make an examination of the injured person and report his findings to 
the court, the expense of which examination shall be borne equally by the 
parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply with any reasonable 
request for examination or refuses to submit to medical and surgical treat- 
ment and attention, or refuses to accept the medical service which the 
employer elects to furnish under the provisions of this chapter his right to 
compensation shall be suspended, and no compensation shall be payable 
for the period of such refusal. Any physician whose services are furnished 
or paid for by the employer, or any physician of the injured employee, and 
who treats or makes or is present at any examination of an injured em- 
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ployee may be required to testify as to any knowledge by him in the 
course of such treatment or examination as same related to the injury or 
disability arising therefrom. Any such physician shall, upon written request 
of the injured employee or his employer, furnish to such injured employee 
or his employer a written statement of his professional opinion as to the 
extent of the injury and disability. In all death claims where the cause of 
death is obscure or is disputed, any interested party may require an au- 
topsy, the cost of which is to be borne by the party demanding the 
same. Physicians shall include medical doctor, surgeon or chiropractor.”

Relating to public school administration; providing further for se- 
lection, approval, adoption, purchase, and distribution of textbooks; re- 
pealing conflicting laws: 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. When this Act takes effect the state board of education 
shall reactivate the courses of study committee provided for by Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 52, Section 403, et seq. for the purpose of continuous 
functioning as hereinafter provided. Appointments shall be made as pro- 
vided in Section 404 of the above title except that initial appointments 
shall be made so that approximately one-third of the members shail serve 
terms of two, four, and six years respectively; thereafter members shall be 
appointed for terms of six years and until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. 


Section 2. The courses of study committee shall conduct contin- 
uing studies and evaluations of the courses prescribed for all public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools of the state with reference to their basic sub- 
ject content, textual treatment, and adequacy of treatment, with respect 
to the educational objective of the course and in the light of changing 
scientific, technological, and cultural developments. The committee shall 
from time to time, but not less than one time in each two years, pre- 
pare a report of its recommendations with respect to the compulsory mini- 
mum content of courses of study and of recommended revisions of courses, 
materials, subject content and treatment in specific courses and sub- 
ject areas. The report shall be submitted to the state superintendent of 
education and to the members of the state textbook committee for sepa- 
rate written recommendations to the state board of education for such 
action as may be considered advisable. 


Section 3. The state textbook committee shall be composed of six- 
teen members, nine members shall be chosen in the manner prescribed 
by Code of Alabama, Title 52, Section 433 and seven members shall be 
appointed by the state board of education from the state at large, two of 
whom shall be lay members but who shall have had not less than two years 
experience as a teacher. The term of office of members of the committee 
shall be for two years except that the term of office of the first com- 
mittee under this Act shall end June 30, 1965, and the term of office 
of each committee thereafter shall begin July 1. 


Section 4. The state textbook committee shall be organized at a 
meeting to be called by the state superintendent of education and held 
between the first and fifteenth day of July biennially and shall meet there- 
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after on call of the chairman of the committee or the state superinten- 
dent of education as may be necessary for transaction of business pro- 
vided that the first organization session under this Act may be called at 
a date to be determined by the state superintendent of education. 


Section 5. The state textbook committee and the state board of edu- 
cation shall divide the subjects of study in the public schools so that all 
textbooks on a given subject for grades one through twelve shall be adopt- 
ed in one year. The state board of education shall prescribe a system of 
rotation so that the textbooks for each subject shall come up for recon- 
sideration by the textbook committee each six years, but annual adoption 
of textbooks shall be eliminated. 


Section 6. The state textbook committee shall recommend at least 
four textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless fewer 
than four acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommendation shall 
be made to the state board of education in writing and both recommenda- 
tions and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the board and shall be 
made available for public inspection. 


Section 7. Adoption of textbooks shall be made only at a public 
meeting of the board of education. Published notice of proposed adop- 
tions and the time and the place of the meeting of the state board to 
consider adoptions shall be given for at least 30 days, by newspaper re- 
lease, written notice to each local board of education and by posting a 
notice on a bulletin board or other conspicuous place in the offices or 
public rooms of the state department of education. At least four adop- 
tions for each course in each grade shall be made, unless fewer than 
four acceptable textbooks have been recommended by the textbook com- 
mittee. 


Section 8. All adoptions other than extension of contracts recom- 
mended by the state textbook committee shall be for a period of six years 
and no change shall be permitted within such period unless recommended 
to the board of education by the state textbook committee. 


Section 9. A local textbook selection committee shall be appointed 
by the separate city and county board of education of the state to be 
composed of not less than five mor more than nine members. Not less 
than one member of such local committee shall be a teacher on the 
grammar school, junior high school, and senior high school levels, respec- 
tively. Members shall serve for terms of three years except that the initial 
appointments shall be made in such a manner that approximately one- 
third of the members of each committee shall serve for terms of one, two, 
and three years respectively. 


Section 10. Local textbook committees shall meet on call of the 
superintendent of education of the local school system for the purpose 
of selecting textbooks from the list of adoptions by the state board of 
education or, if authorized by law applicable to such local system, to 
select textbooks from a list submitted to the committee for consideration 
by the proper local authority. No textbook shall be used in any public 
school of this state unless selected by a local textbook committee from 
the list of textbooks adopted by the state board of education or as other- 
wise provided by law. 


Section 11. The adoption of a textbook by a majority vote of the 
local committee shall be for a period of six years except for extension of 
contracts by the state board of education on recommendation of the 
state textbook committee and may not be changed within such period of 
time. The superintendent of education of each local school system shall by 
not later than 30 days after the date of such adoptions file a report with 
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the state superintendent of education listing the titles, the names of 
the authors, the publishers and the date of adoption of each textbook. 


Section 12. As soon as practical after the annual meeting of the 
state textbook committee the state board of education, through the state 
superintendent of education, shall advertise in such manner and for such 
length of time and at such places as he may consider advisable that at 
a certain time and place determined by the board that sealed bids or 
proposals will be received from publishers for furnishing school textbooks. 
The bids or proposals shall state specifically a wholesale price at which 
such books will be furnished for a period of not less than six years and 
shall be accompanied by a specimen copy of each and every book pro- 
posed to be so furnished. The advertisement shall state the various meth- 
ods under consideration for the distribution of textbooks in the state of 
Alabama and each bid shall specifically state the particular wholesale 
price at which each book will be furnished under each alternative method 
of distribution which the state board of education reserves the right to use. 


Section 18. The state board of education shall prescribe the maxi- 
mum retail price which shall be paid by the patrons of public schools for 
each textbooks. Such retail price shall be sufficient only to reimburse the 
state for expenditures incurred in purchasing, distributing, insuring and 
other necessary expenses incident to the distribution of textbooks, if dis- 
tributed by the state. If such textbooks are distributed by a textbook de- 
pository or by any other agent or agency of the state, the retail price 
shall not exceed in the aggregate fifteen percent of the wholesale bid 
price applicable to such method of distribution. The state board of educa- 
tion shall prescribe in the contract with the publisher for the printing or 


stamping in or upon cach book the mavimum price which shall he charged 


for such text-book. 


Section 14. Textbooks purchased by the state for free distribution 
shall be made by the state board of education on the basis of the re- 
quirements on a uniform basis of the separate local school systems as 
certified by superintendents of local school systems to the state on or be- 
fore May 15 immediately prior to the scholastic year in which the books 
are to be used by the pupils. 


Section 15. The state board of education, on purchase of text- 
books for free distribution, may purchase directly from the publisher to 
be shipped to separate local school boards or may purchase the textbooks 
to be delivered on consignment for distribution by a state textbook deposi- 
tory or in any other manner. If textbooks are purchased by the state board 
of education for free distribution by being purchased directly from the 
publisher for shipment to separate local boards of education, the state 
board of education is authorized to contract with the publishing companies 
to pay the state board of education at least the regular percentage allowed 
by such companies for the distribution of textbooks and the state board of 
education is authorized to allocate a certain percentage of the distribution 
costs to local boards of education for distributing the books provided the 
state board of education reserves enough of the distribution costs allowed 
by the publishers to pay for all state expenses of such administration and 
distribution of textbooks. 


Section 16. A provision shall be incorporated in aljl contracts with 
textbook publishers, and textbook depositories, or any other agency em- 
ployed by the board for the distribution of textbooks, that local boards 
of education shall be permitted to purchase with local funds textbooks for 
free distribution at the same price at which the state is permitted to pur- 
chase such books with state funds. Contracts with publishers shall also pro- 
vide that the publisher shall replace defective or substandard books with- 
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out cost to the state and without cost to the school patron purchaser, 
as the case may be. 


Section 17. If the state board of education elects to contract with 
a@ person, firm or corporation to act as state depository, the contract shall 
be awarded on the basis of open, free, competitive bidding by persons 
who have been prequalified as financially responsible and able to perform 
the functions of a state depository, and the award shall be made to the 
best bidder. Any such contract shall provide that sub-depositories or local 
agents of the depository shall not be prohibited or restricted from han- 
dling second hand textbooks; it shall require the depository to maintain 
a sufficient number of permanent sub-depositories or distribution agencies 
in each county to serve the school population of the county, which num- 
ber shall be fixed by the state board of education according to the school 
population in each county and contain a further provision that if the 
state depository fails to maintain such required number of permanent 
local sub-depositories or agencies, the local county board of education 
shall have the right to designate additional sub-depositories or distribution 
agencies, subject to their giving adequate bond to the state depository for 
the performance of their duties as such. Such contract shall contain such 
other provisions as may be considered necessary or desirable by the state 
board of education not inconsistent with the purpose of providing an effi- 
cient system of textbooks distribution at the lowest possible price to the 
state and to schoo] patrons. The term of such depository contracts shall 
not extend for more than six years. 


Section 18. All rebates to the state board of education derived from 
the operation of a textbook depository, from publishers, or from any 
other source in connection with the purchase, sale, and distribution of 
textbooks are hereby appropriated to and shall be budgeted and spent by 
the state board of education in the administration and distribution of 
textbooks and for the purchase of textbooks for free distribution; provided 
however, that not more than the amount allowed by the publishing com- 
pany for distributing state-owned textbooks shall be used or spent for the 
administration and distribution of state-owned textbooks by both the State 
and local school systems combined. 


Section 19. The state board of education shall file a copy of each 
textbook contract and any contract for the state textbook depository in 
the office of the Secretary of State which shall be available there for public 
inspection. The board shall also furnish a copy of each textbook contract 
to the textbook depository or other agent or agency employed by the 
state for the distribution of textbooks, and shall furnish to each local 
board of education a schedule showing the bid wholesale and fixed retail 
prices of each adopted textbook. 


Section 20. Sections 10 and 11 of this Act shall not apply to the 
selection of textbooks for use in any optional or advanced course of 
study in any subject area not prescribed by the state board of education. 


Section 21. The term “administration” as used in this act shall mean 
the Administration of the textbook program of the State of Alabama. 


Section 22. All laws and parts of laws and specifically that part of 
Code of Alabama 1940, Title 52, Sections 404 and 405, as amended, and Act 
No. 412, S. 261, Regular Session 1945 (Acts 1945, p. 647), as amended, in 
conflict with this Act are repealed. 


Section 23. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 
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Section 24. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 


law.

Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relating to 
legislative apportionment. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when 
approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law: 


Proposed Amendment 


1. The senate of the legislature shall consist of a member for each 
of the several counties of the state. Every county shall have and elect a 
senator. 


2. The house of representatives shall consist of one hundred and 
six members apportioned among representative districts composed of one 
or more counties. Hach district shall have and elect one or more repre- 
sentatives, to be determined as follows: Divide the whole number of in- 
habitants of the state as determined by the most recent federal decennial 
census by 106, and the quotient thus obtained shall be the base popula- 
tion unit for which a representative shall be assigned; combine every 
county whose population is less than the base population unit with an ad- 
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joining county or counties so that the district thus formed will be entitled 
to at least one representative; the several counties as thus arranged shall 
constitute the representative districts; divide the whole number of inhabi- 
tants of the district by the number representing the base population unit 
and assign to the district one representative for each whole number thus 
obtained; the remaining representatives, if any, shall then be assigned to 
the several districts on the basis of the fractions of the base population 
unit for which no representatives have been assigned, beginning with the 
largest fraction and descending in order. 


8. An apportionment of representatives shall be made by the legis- 
lature at its first regular session next following publication of the federal 
decennial census of the population. If an apportionment is not so made, 
the secretary of state shall submit to the governor a statement showing 
the whole number of persons in each county under the most recent fed- 
eral decennial census, and the names of counties qualifying as single 
county districts and the county composition of combined county districts 
and the total number of representatives to which each district is entitled 
under an apportionment made in the manner prescribed by this article of 
amendment. Within thirty days after receipt of such statement from the 
secretary of state, the governor shall declare by proclamation the appor- 
tionment of representatives as submitted by the secretary of state and 
such reapportionment shall have full force and effect as law in the same 
manner and to the same extent as though enacted by the legislature.

To provide for the appointment, removal, and discharge of a legal 
representative to manage public assistance payments for certain public as- 
sistance applicants or recipients, and to prescribe the duties of such legal 
representative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. If any otherwise qualified applicant for or recipient of 
public assistance appears to be incapable, physically or mentally, or both, 
of managing his public assistance payments, and has no legal guardian, he, 
his spouse, father, mother, child, brother or sister, with the consent of the 
department of pensions and security, or the department of pensions and 
security may petition the probate judge for the appointment of a legal 
representative to handle his public assistance payments only. The petition 
shall be accompanied by a certificate in writing of a physician which 
certificate shall state that the physician upon examination believes the 
applicant or recipient to be physically or mentally, or both, incapable of 
managing his public assistance payments. The probate judge shall conduct 
a hearing for the purpose of appointing a competent person as legal rep- 
resentative after notice of at least ten days in advance to the applicant or 
recipient, and within thirty days from receipt of the petition. If the pro- 
bate judge finds that the allegations of the petition are supported by the 
evidence, he shall issue an order appointing a legal representative. Em- 
ployees of the department of pensions and security are expressly prohi- 
bited from serving as such legal representatives. When a legal representa- 
tive is appointed it shall be his duty to receive and disburse the recipient’s 
assistance payments on his behalf and to make to the court a true and 
accurate account thereof annually or as often as required by the court. 
Funds in the hands of such legal representative shall be expended only for 
the purpose contemplated by this Act and only for the benefit of said 
public assistance recipient. The appointment of such legal representative 
shall not be considered as evidence of physical or mental incapacity in 
any other proceeding, and such appointment shall not be the basis for 
committing any person to any institution. 


Section 2. The legal representative so appointed may be removed 
by the probate judge for failure to discharge his duties or at the request 
of the legal representative. Such representative, upon order of the court, 
shall make a settlement and a new competent legal representative shall be 
appointed by the judge with notice to the department of pensions and 
security. If an applicant or recipient appears capable of managing his pub- 
lic assistance payments at any time after a legal representative has been 
appointed for him, the applicant or recipient or the legal representative 
with the approval of the department of pensions and security may apply 
in writing to the probate judge for the legal representative to be dis- 
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charged. This application must be accompanied by a certificate in writing 
of a physician stating that after examination of such person he believes 
him to be capable of managing his public assistance payments. If the pro- 
bate judge finds the allegations of the petition are supported by the evi- 
dence, he shall issue an order discharging the legal representative. Such 
representative, upon order of the court, shall make a settlement. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 


the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1963.

such plat books, with the entries required herein entered on the same page 
as the name information maintained as part of the plat book records. Any 
Tax Assessor coming under the provisions of this Act is hereby required to 
maintain the plat book listings of property owners (or assessors) in a cur- 
rent up-to-date manner. 


Section 4. The geographic listing of assessments shall show in colum- 
nar form the following information as a minimum requirement; (a) a 
brief, clear identification of each parcel or property assessed; (b) name of 
person, firm, corporation, or association in whose name the parcel is as- 
sessed; (c) appraised value of each parcel as determined by the Tax As- 
sessor on the date of last appraisal; (d) the assessed value of each par- 
cel; (e) the ratio, expressed as the percentage figure, of the assessed value 
of each parcel to the appraised value of such parcel. All information and/ 
or entries as required within this section shall be of permanent character 
neat and legible, either printed, handwritten, or typewritten, in a color 
other than red or green, and presented in such a manner on the page that 
a searcher (for information) after examining the plat book to determine 
the identifying number, letter, or symbol of the property, may, by refer- 
ring to the left-hand column of the geographic listing of assessments, find 
the particular number, letter or symbol of the parcel of property in its 
proper numeric, or other logical sequence. All information required, or 
listed, in addition to the identifying description, shall be on the same line 
from left to right across the page. All listings shall be so spaced horizon- 
tally, that three changes in any listing may be made beside the initial 
listing. Whenever any change is made, either in the assessed or appraised 
value of a parcel such change or changes, along with the assessment ratio, 
will be entered on the line of such listing in the space designated in the 
Tax Assessor’s record for the year in which such change is made, such 
new information not to include the initial description of the parcel. When- 
ever property, after initial listing for assessment as a parcel, is divided by 
sale or subdivision into more than one parcel, or more than one parcel 
is consolidated by purchase or otherwise into a lesser number of parcels 
or into a single parcel, then new listings will be made by the Tax Assessor 
for such changed parcels as newly constituted as soon as the same 
are reported for assessment by the owner or his agent; provided that no 
parcels having any improvements located thereon may be consolidated 
with other parcels (for assessment) except upon written application to the 
Board of Equalization by the owner or his agent and approval of such 
application, certified to the Tax Assessor, by such Board. In those years 
wherein no changes are made in a listing the space provided in the Tax 
Assessor’s record for that year shall be left blank. Whenever all spaces for 
one listing have been used by reason of such changes, or for any other 
reason, the Tax Assessor, shall transfer the last entry for all listings on 
such page to a new page and shall insert the new page in the place of 
the old page. The Tax Assessor shall preserve all such pages, or a record 
thereof by photographing or microphotographing or other method of per- 
manent reproduction approved by the governing body of the county, and 
shall show on the new page a reference to the location within his rec- 
ords of the old page. 
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Section 5. The Tax Assessor of any county coming under the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall proceed immediately to appoint such appraisers 
as authorized by the governing body of such county to properly appraise, 
in conformance with appraisal procedures which shall be approved by the 
Commissioner of Revenue of the State of Alabama, all parcels of land, 
and the improvements thereon, located within such county which are sub- 
ject to assessment by the Tax Assessor under the general laws of the State 
within a period not to exceed four years. Thereafter, he shall appoint such 
appraisers with the approval of the county governing body as are necessary 
to provide for a program of continuous review of all property and prop- 
erty values within such county as may be necessary to maintain all prop- 
erties subject to assessment by him at equal assessment, proportionate to 
the appraised values of such properties such program of review to cover 
all properties in the county at least once during each successive three 
year period.

of such county for assessment during the next succeeding tax assessment 
period, such report to be supported by affidavit of the person making the 
report.

Section 9. The Tax Assessor of any county coming under the provi- 
sions of this Act shall provide within budgetary limitations determined by 
the governing body of the county, all appraisers appointed by him a port- 
able set of tax assessment records for the use of said appraisers in their 
work outside the confines of the courthouse of such county. The portable 
records required herein shall be kept in such manner as the Tax Assessor 
shall direct.

Once the percentage ratio has been estab- 
lished for any such appraisal period it shall not be changed during such 
period. Upon certification of the ratio percentage at the beginning 
of each three year appraisal period herein required, when such ratio will 
require a simultaneous reassessment of all properties by the Tax Assessor, 
the Board of Equalization shall cause publication to be made once each 
week for a period of three weeks in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the county, or shall post for a period of three weeks at some con- 
spicuous place in the courthouse of such county should there be no news- 
paper of general circulation within such county, a notice of such percentage 
ratio and such publication shall constitute notice to all taxpayers of the 
changed assessments resulting therefrom which notice shall be in lieu of any 
other notice required by law to be given of changed assessments to such tax- 
payers. In all other instances where assessments are changed under the provi- 
sions of this Act, notice thereof shall be given the taxpayer as required in such 
counties by the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended. Upon receipt of the 
certification of the percentage ratio for any three year period from the 
Board of Equalization the Tax Assessor shall forthwith reassess all prop- 
erty according to the new percentage ratio, if it is different from the last 
previous percentage ratio, entering such changed assessments on his records 
during the assessment period wherein the new percentage ratio is re- 
ceived and such assessments shall remain in effect until further modified 
by the Tax Assessor or the Board of Equalization as provided by this 
Act. In any instance in which the Board of Equalization shall determine 
that the Tax Assessor had not properly or correctly appraised and/or as- 
sessed any parcel of property it shall set aside such appraisal and/or as- 
sessment and enter upon the Tax Assessor’s books and records, in red ink, 
such appraisal and/or assessment as the Board shall deem correct and prop- 
er. Such assessment entered by the Board of Equalization shall be and 
constitute the official assessment on such property and shall, until 
changed as herein provided, be the assessment upon which all Ad Valorem 
taxes due on such property shall be paid. In its review of the records 
and books of the Tax Assessor the Board of Equalization shall, in addition 
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to all other duties placed on it by law, annually at its regular meetings, 
inspect the geographic listing of all assessments maintained by the Tax 
Assessor in accordance with the provisions of this Act. The Board of 
Equalization shall insure that for such successive three year period, after 
the first four years that this Act has been in effect in any county, the 
ratio of assessments to the appraised value is the same for all parcels in 
the county. Should there be parcels whose ratio of assessment to appraised 
value is not the same as the standard set by the Board of Equalization, 
the Board shall immediately appraise such parcel or parcels, and based on 
such appraisal, make and declare assessments on such properties, which 
assessments so made and entered on the records of the Tax Assessor shall 
be and continue to be the official assessment of such properties. During 
the first four years that this Act is in effect in any county in the State, 
the Board of Equalization of such county shall examine in great detail, the 
records of assessments of such Tax Assessor to ascertain whether or not he 
is proceeding expeditiously to carry out the provisions of this Act and 
shall make public its findings. To accomplish the duties required of it in 
this section any such Board of Equalization shall appoint appraisers and 
other necessary personnel in accordance with the provisions of Section. 
95, Title 51, Code of Alabama, 1940, as amended, or may with the ap- 
proval of the governing body of the county retain the services of com- 
petent, recognized, and qualified independent professional appraisers, or 
an association of professional appraisers, to make such appraisal or re- 
views, to properly check all or any appraisals made by the Tax Assessor 
which, in the judgment of the Board of Equalization, are either question- 
able, incorrect, or are not compatible with other appraisals in the same 
district. In the event that the appraisals of the Board of Equalization are 
different from the appraisal of the Tax Assessor of any such county the 
Board of Equalization shall direct its Secretary to correct, in red ink, the 
Tax Assessur's entiy. Alter reviewing and/or correcting the Tax Assessor's 
geographic listing of assessments the chairman of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion shall enter the year and his initials on each page of the geographic 


listing of assessments. 


Section 11. Nothing in this Act shall be construed or interpreted so 
as to allow, authorize, require, or direct the Tax Assessor or the Board of 
Equalization in any county in the State coming under the provisions of 
this Act to alter, adjust, or change the total assessments in such county in 
any manner which might impair any outstanding obligations of such 
county, any political subdivision thereof, any school district, or any gov- 
ernmental agency for the payment of which the proceeds of any tax, either 
in whole or in part, derived from, or affected by, the assessments of real 
property within such county have been pledged. 


Section 12. Any appeals from the findings, assessments, or apprais- 
als of the Tax Assessor of such counties shall be to the Board of Equaliza- 
tion of such counties except as provided in Section 5 of this Act. Where 
the Board of Equalization decides and rules that the Tax Assessor is in 
error, it shall direct its Secretary to change, in red ink, the entry or en- 
tries on the Tax Assessor’s records to conform with the ruling of the 
Board of Equalization. Should any person, firm, corporation or association 
desire to appeal any ruling of the Board of Equalization such appeal shall 
be made under the provisions of Title 51, Section 110, Code of Alabama, 
1940, as amended. Upon final determination of such appeal the Board of 
Equalization shall make appropriate entry in the Tax Assessor’s records, in 
green ink, to show such final determination. 


Section 13. The county governing body shall have the authority to 
determine what portion of the expense of the operation of the Tax Asses- 
sor’s office is attributable to the equalization processes provided for under 
this Act, and shall be authorized to prorate these costs along with all 
costs of any litigation involving the Tax Assessor resulting from the 
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execution of the provisions of this Act and the expense of the operation 
of the Board of Equalization, except salaries of such Board members, 
which shall be paid as required by Title 51, Section 95, of the Code of 
Alabama, as amended, between the City of Mobile, the County of 
Mobile, the Mobile County School Board and the State Department of 
Revenue. Provisions for payment on this basis shall be made in the budget 
for the State Department of Revenue by specific appropriation. The County

Section 16. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are re- 
pealed. 


Section 17. This Act shall become effective immediately.

The Tax Assessor, after determining that any escape taxes or pen- 
alties are due hereunder, shall not make or grant any remission of such 
taxes or penalties.” 


Section 3. That Section 18 of Act No. 934 approved September 9, 
1961, General Acts of Alabama, 1961, Vol. Hl, page 1506, be, and the 
same hereby is, amended to read as follows: 


“Section 13. The county governing body shall have the authority to 
determine what portion of the expense of the operation of the Tax Assessor’s 
office is attributable to the equalization processes provided for under this 
Act, and shall be authorized to prorate these costs along with all costs of 
the operation of the Board of Equalization, except salaries of such board 
members, (which salaries shall be at the rate of $3,000.00 per annum for 
the Board Chairman and $2,500.00 per annum for each of the two asso- 
ciate members and shall be paid as required by Title 51, Section 95, of 
the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended), equally among the County, 
the Board of Education or the Board of School Commissioners of such 
County and any municipality in such county in which the total assessed 
value of all taxable property is equal to or greater than 50% of the total 
assessed value of all taxable property located in such County. The County 
shall pay all such costs and shall issue quarterly statements, certified by the 
presiding officer of the county governing body, to each contributing govern- 
mental body or agency of its prorata share of such costs, which same each 
governmental body or agency shall pay to the County within 30 days fol- 
lowing the date of each such statement. The State of Alabama shall con- 
tribute its prorata share of the equalization program expense as provided 
for in this Act, in addition to its portion of the salary expenses as au- 
thorized by Chapter 9, Title 51 of the Code of Alabama, 1940, as 
amended, based on the portion of ad valorem tax received by the State in 
such county.” 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law. .

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, BOTH HOUSES CONCURRING, That there shall be a joint 
interim committee on finance and taxation, to meet on call of its chair- 
man for not more than five consecutive weeks during the interim between

The Lieutenant Governor shall be an ex officio 
member of the committee. The chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Finance and Taxation shall be chairman of the interim committee and the 
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chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of the House shall be vice 
chairman. 


The chairman of the committee, or in his absence, the vice chair- 
man, shall set the schedule and program for committee work. He shail fix 
the days and hours of meeting and conducting hearings and examining wit- 
nesses who appear before the committee. He may appoint subcommittees 
and invest them with such authority as may be necessary to conduct the 
committee’s business and expedite its work.

The constitution or laws of any State, or the laws of the 
United States shall not be subject to the terms of any foreign or domestic 
agreement which would abrogate this amendment. 


“Section 3. The activities of the United States Government which 
violate the intent and purposes of this amendment shall, within a period 
of three years from the date of the ratification of this amendment, be 
liquidated and the properties and facilities affected shall be sold. 


“Section 4. Three years after the ratification of this amendment the 
sixteenth article of amendments to the Constitution of the United States 
shall stand repealed and thereafter Congress shall not levy taxes on per- 
sonal incomes, estates, and/or gifts.”

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be in- 
troduced in the 1963 regular session of the Legislature of Alabama and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


AN ACT 
Relating to Cherokee County, Alabama: To abolish the Cherokee 


Law and Equity Court and to create and establish in lieu thereof a court 
of record to be known as the “Cherokee County Court”; to define the 
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court’s jurisdiction powers and venue; to provide for its officers, their ap- 
pointment and election, their powers, duties, tenure and compensation; to 
provide for the transfer of all cases from the dockets of the Cherokee 
Law and Equity Court to the Cherokee County Court; to provide for the 
transfer of certain cases pending in the Cherokee County Court to the 
law or equity side of the Circuit Court to invest said court with the 
powers and jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court; to prescribe rules of procedure for said court; to provide 
that said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and trans- 
action of business; to provide for the execution of the process of said 
court and the operation thereof; and to repeal all conflicting laws. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there be and is hereby established in and for Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, a court of law which shall be called the “Cherokee 
County Court”, which shall be a court of record, and which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, function and powers hereinafter 
conferred upon it by this Act. 


Section 2. That the first judge of the court created hereby shall be 
the person holding office as the Judge of the “Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court” when the same is abolished by this act, and shall hold office as 
Judge of said court until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1965, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. A 
Judge of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors of Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, at the general election to be held in 1964, and each 
six years thereafter, and the term of the Judge of said court shall commence 
on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following his 
election, and shall continue for a period of six years and until his succes- 
sor shall be elected and qualified. The judge of said court, before entering 
upon the duties of said office, shall take oath required by law to be taken 
by the judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The said judge shall be 
a@ qualified elector of Cherokee County Alabama; and shall be learned in 
the law and shall be licensed as an attorney at law and solicitor in chan- 
cery by the Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall be not less than twenty- 
five years of age. In case of sickness or disqualification of the judge of 
said court, the law applicable to the appointment and service of special 
judges in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The judge of said court shall be 
subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon the court as are 
Circuit Judges of this State. The judge of said court shall keep an office in 
the courthouse of Cherokee County, Alabama, and it shall be the duty of 
the Board of Revenue of Cherokee County, Alabama, to provide such of- 
fice, and supply the same with necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationary 
and supplies. 


Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the judge of said court shall be 
filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as required by the Constitution of this State. Said judge may be 
removed from office in the manner, and for the causes, now provided by 
law for the removal of Circuit Judges. 


Section 4. That said court shall be held at the courthouse of Chero- 
kee County, Alabama, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. The judge of said court may 
determine and fix the time of holding the sessions of said court for the 
trial of all cases, both civil and criminal; provided, however, that all civil 
and criminal cases in which no jury is demanded, shall be called for trial 
at least once in each month, and for the trial of civil and criminal cases 
wherein juries have been demanded there shall be two sessions of court 
each year, and time of said sessions to be fixed by the court by order 
entered upon the minutes of the court. Provided, however, that this section 
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shall not be construed to prevent the continuance of any case in said court, 
by agreement of counsel of the parties on good cause shown to the court 
and when any cause is so continued to a specified time either for a 
cause shown to the court or by agreement of the parties of counsel, it 
shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the time to 
which it has been continued, and provided further that the court shall 
have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said court 
whenever, in the judgment of the court, the same are necessary. 


Section 5. That the said Court shall adopt a seal which shall be in 
the custody of the clerk of said court. 


Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Chero- 
kee County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases in 
said court, as ex-officio solicitor of the Cherokee County Court. 


Section 7. The clerk of the Circuit Court of Cherokee County, 
Alabama shall be ex-officio clerk of the Cherokee County Court hereby 
established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases 
brought before the court and of the minutes and records as are now 
required by law to be kept by clerks of the Circuit Courts and he shall 
have authority to issue all necessary summons and complaints as to all cases 
filed in the court, and all other civil and criminal process which clerks 
of the Circuit Courts are now required or empowered by law to issue, and 
shall have the same powers to issue warrants of arrest and search warrants 
as a magistrate, returnable to the court created hereby. He shall have au- 
thority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in this court. It shall be 
the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil and criminal case 
in the Cherokee County Court the same costs, fees, commissions, and com- 
pensations for services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff, and the wit- 
nesses which are now allowed, or which may hereafter be allowed, by law 
to be taxed, charged, and collected in the Circuit Courts of this State; ex- 
cept that in Civil matters where suit is brought for $100.00 or less, only 
fees allowed Justices of the Peace, Constables and witnesses in the Justice 
Court shall be collected, and he shall disburse the same fees, commissions 
and compensations as are now, or may hereafter be allowed, or required 
in Circuit Courts of Alabama, except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
and except as may be otherwise provided by local laws in regard to pay- 
ment of fees, commissions and compensation which are now applicable to 
Cherokee County, Alabama. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive 
from the sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in the court, which he shall pay 
into the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County. He shall also have 
all other powers and discharge all other duties which shall devolve upon 
the clerks of the Circuit Courts of Alabama, and shall be subject to the 
same pains and penalties with regard to the duties of the office as by law 
provided in the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The deputy clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Cherokee County, Alabama, shall be ex-officio deputy clerk 
of the Cherokee County Court, and shall exercise the same powers and 
perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. 


Section 8. That the clerk, with the approval of the judge of said 
court is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, records, 
stationary and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of said court 
and the same shall be paid out of the county Treasury upon warrants 
drawn by the judge and signed by the clerk. 


Section 9. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by 
the judge of said court, be required to attend upon said court in preserving 
order, and execute all writs of process, and perform such other duties, in 
all respects as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and 
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each deputy required for attendance upon said session of said court, he 
shall receive the same amount received by sheriffs and deputies in the 
Circuit Courts of the State of Alabama, payable out of the county Treasury 
upon his warrant except, however, as limited by existing local laws in re- 
gard to compensation for the Sheriff of Cherokee County, Alabama, and 
his regular deputies, approved by the presiding judge, provided that the 
sheriff and his deputies shall not receive pay except for the time that 
the court is actually in session and none of such compensation to the 
deputies shall be shared in by the sheriff; and for the service by the 
sheriff of the process of said court, the sheriff shall receive the same fees 
and compensations for serving the process of the court as he receives 
under the laws of the State of Alabama or any laws enacted in the 
future by the Legislature of Alabama for the compensation of the Sheriff 
for similar services in the Circuit Court. 


Section 10. That the judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person, who shall not be required to reside in Cherokee County, Alabama, 
capable of taking the proceedings of said court in shorthand, or by me- 
chanical device or devices, as the official court reporter for said court, 
and shall make an order of appointment of such official reporter, and 
when so appointed may be removed by the judge of said court at his dis- 
cretion, and his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law for 
the reporter of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the 
same rate of compensation for transcribing the testimony or other pro- 
ceedings as are now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, and shall 
receive as a salary the sum of Nine Hundred Dollars per annum. The 
said annual salary of said official Court Reporter shall be paid out of 
the County Treasury of Cherokee County, Alabama, in equal monthly 
installments at the end of each month upon warrants drawn in the same 
manner as other employees of Cherokee County are paid. 


Section 11. That in all cases reported by an official Court Reporter, 
there shall be taxed as a part of the costs of the case a fee of Five 
Dollars for each day or fraction thereof that such reporter shall be en- 
gaged in reporting a case, to be collected as costs as in other cases, and 
when collected, paid by the Clerk of the Court into the County Treasury 
of Cherokee County, Alabama; provided, however, that in criminal cases 
where the defendant enters a plea of guilty, in cases where a money 
judgment is sought, in cases of less than one hundred dollars as determined 
by the complaint, and in cases where there is a judgment by default, 
there shall be no Court Reporter’s fee. 


Section 12, The Cherokee County Court shall have and _ exercise 
the following jurisdiction, authority and powers: 


(a) Exclusive jurisdiction of all causes against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor. On all indictments returned by Grand 
Juries of Cherokee County, Alabama, against persons charged with a mis- 
demeanor, the clerk of this court shall issue capiases returnable to this 
court. 


(b) Exclusive jurisdiction of all criminal cases appealed from the 
Court of any Mayor, Recorder, Justice of the Peace or Notary Public ex- 
officio Justice of the Peace. 


(ce) Exclusive jurisdiction of all civil cases appealed from the Court 
of any justice of the Peace or Notary Public ex officio Justice of the 
Peace. 


(ad) Unlimited jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court of 
Cherokee County, Alabama, in all civil cases, where the amount involved 
does not exceed ten thousand dollars. 
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(e) It shall have power to issue any and all special and extraordi- 
nary writs that circuit courts or judges thereof are authorized to issue, 
except such as are peculiar to a court of chancery. 


(f) It may exercise all other powers and authority that are, or that 
may hereafter be conferred upon the Circuit Courts or the Judges thereof, 
including the power to punish for contempt consistent with the jurisdiction 
conferred hereby. 


(g) Unlimited concurrent jurisdiction of all causes that are conferred 
upon Justice of the Peace Courts of the State under the general laws of 
the State of Alabama. 


Section 18. (a) All laws and rules of practice with reference to 
process pleading and practice, and the drawing of juries in the several 
proceedings in the Circuit Court shall be applicable to this court, and 
all statutes and rules of practice pertaining to county courts and to the 
circuit court shall be applicable to criminal causes pending in this court. 
All cases tried in Cherokee County Court shall be tried by the judges with- 
out a jury, the judge to decide all questions of law and fact, unless any 
party to a civil action involving Fifty Dollars ($50.00) or more may demand 
a trial by jury by endorsement on the initial general pleading filed there- 
in, and unless a party charged with a criminal offense makes a demand 
for a trial by jury by endorsing the same on the bond at the time of 
making the same, or filing such demand with the Clerk of the Court with 
fifteen (15) days after the arrest of the defendant. On such jury demand 
being made in either a criminal or civil action, the Clerk shall place such 
cause on the jury dockets of said court. All civil cases involving less than 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without a jury. 


(b) That civil cause may be transferred from the Cherokee County 
Court to the Circuit Court in Equity for the same reason and in the same 
manner and under the same rules and regulations as is now provided for 
the transfer of causes from the law side of the Circuit Court to the 
Equity side of said Court. 


(c) The Venue in any case in the said Cherokee County Court shall 
be changed to any other county under the same orders and regulations as 
governed by change of venue in the Circuit Court. 


(d) Prosecutiens for misdemeanors committed in Cherokee Coun- 
ty may be instituted in Cherokee County Court by making an affidavit 
before the Judge, Clerk or the Solicitor of said Court, the writ on said 
affidavit to be issued by the Clerk, Solicitor or Judge of said Court, and 
when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, the cause shall be doc- 
keted for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by 
a Grand Jury. 


(e) That the Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the manner as such jurisdiction 
may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State and the judges there- 
of, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgments of said court 
to the Supreme Courts and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and 
within the same time as appeals are now taken from the orders and judg- 
ments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 


(f) Bills of exception in the trial of cases in this Court are hereby 
abolished in the same manner, and under the same conditions as are con- 
templated as attaining in the Circuit Courts of this State under the pro- 
visions of Title 7, Section 827 (1) et seq of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as recompiled in 1958. 
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Section 14. The judge of this court shall receive a salary of Six 
Thousand Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments at the 
end of each month out of the county treasury. 


Section 15. That the Act creating the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court of Cherokee County, Alabama as amended, is hereby repealed and 
the Cherokee Law and Equity Court is hereby abolished; and from and 
after the passage of this Act, the Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall no 
longer exist, and all cases both civil and criminal pending in said Chero- 
kee Law and Equity Court, when this act becomes law shall immediately 
become pending upon the dockets of the Cherokee County Court as 
though originally brought in said court, except cases wherein a will con- 
test is pending which said cases shall be transferred to the Circuit Court 
to be tried according to law. That all files, papers, costs and judgment 
entries pertaining to all cases now pending or heretofore filed in the 
Cherokee Law and Equity Court and all further proceedings thereon 
shall be had as if the cases had originated in the Cherokee County Court, 
or as if the judgments had been obtained in this Court. 


Section 16. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict with 
this Act, are hereby repealed. 


Section 17. That the provisions of this Act are hereby declared to 
be severable. If, for any reason, any section, provision or clause of this 
Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, then that fact shall not 
destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to that clause or sec- 
tion. 


Section 18. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect from 
and after the approval thereof. 


Section 19. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE

1. That there shall be created an interim committee which is au- 
thorized and directed to make a comprehensive study of the operation of 
the State Highway Department. The committee shall consist of three mem- 
bers of the Senate appointed by the President of the Senate, and four 
members of the House appointed by the Speaker of the House, such mem- 
bers to elect a chairman and vice-chairman from among their number. 


2. The committee is created for the purpose of studying the entire 
highway program as it now exists with the aim of simplifying certain op- 
erations, of eliminating unnecessary procedures, and of promoting effi- 
ciency and economy within the department. Special emphasis shall be 
placed on the administration of the program in counties which have turned 
over their county road systems to the state, and have transferred all funds, 
supplies, equipment, machinery, and materials to the State Highway De- 
partment for the construction, maintenance, and repair of county roads 
and bridges within such counties. Specific reference shall be made to the 
feasibility of such plan, the problems involved, from the point of view of 
both the county and the state, and recommended solutions, improvements, 
or corrections.
